Thus be left che Enchanted Cave to ſhe gobernment of 
. and wich all ſp&d diſpacched his toner to bi na- 
tive habitation: but in che mean time his Tady being 
ober charged wich extreme pam aud bitter anguiſh of her 
labourſome womb , was fozced eicher to ſhe ſpopl of her 
Anfant, oz Tecay of her own life: but regarding mont 
che benefit ol her Countrep, chan per own ſafety , aud —

fe pzeſervation of her Gilde, ſhe moſt willingly committed 
her _ 1 to be opened, that her in ant might be ta- 
ken fozfh alive. 

Thus with the conſent of many learned Chirurgions, is 
moſt noble and magnantmous Ladp, was caſt into a dead 
ſl@p, her twomb cut up with ſharp a302s, and fþe Infant ta- 
ken tr om the bed of his creation, Upon bis bzcaft nature 

and pictured fye lively fozm of a !D2agon , upon hts right 
nd & blond red Croſſe, aud an his left leg a Golden Garter ; 
they named him George, aw pꝛobided him th2e Nurſes, one 
to give him ſuck, anotyer to kep him afl&p, and ſhe third to 
provide him fod. Not many dapes after his Nattbity, the 
fell Enchantreſſe Kalby, being che utter enemy to true No- 
bility, by charmes and witdhcrafts, ſtole chis Infant from his 
tareleſte Purſes: At which time ( though all to late) her no« 
ble 02d and r returned , in god hope to bear a ioy⸗ 
fail dellverp of his Lady, and a comfozt of a Son: but his 
wiſhed top was turned into an unlokt m ſozrow,foz he found 
not only bis Ladp, diſmembzed of her womb, but his poung 
ſon wanting, wt any newes of his abode , which wo- 
full ſpectacle bereaved him of his wits , chat foz a time he 
ffod (erſlefſe, like wEptng Niobe, but at laſt bzake tnto theſe 
bitter exslamations. 

O heavens! why cover pon not the carth with e verl:ſting 
night? UWby do fheſe accurſedepes behold ſhe Sun: O that 
tye waves of Oedipus might end my dapes, oz like an exile, 
top in baniſhment,where J may warb fh mp ſozrowes fo 
che whiſper ing Mods, that ſenſeleſſe Tres may recozd mp 
loſe, mo untamed Beaſts grieve at mp want. UWhat Mon⸗ 
ter hach bereaved me of mp c<ild: : oz what Tyrant hath been 
glutted with his Tragedy: O that the winde would ber a 
Pellenger, ano bzing me happy News ok his abode: if her 
be dzencht in the deepeſt Seas, thifyer will J dive to fetch 
him up: if her bee hidden tn the Caverns of the Eacrfh, tht- 
per will 3 dig to ſæ mp ſon : oz it he, like a feathered Foul, 
lie hover ing tn the Apze, pet tiifþcr will J fte, and embzace 
him that ue ver pet mp epcs beheld. But whp do J fhunder 
fo;th mp exclamations thus in vam, when neither Garth, noz 
Seas, no any thing tn Carth naz Seas will grant me com⸗ 
fort foꝛ his recoberp⸗

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Thus complayned hee many Poneths, foz che loſſe of hig 
Don, and ſent Pell ngers tnta every Circuit of the Land, 
but no man p2oved ſo fogtunate as ta return him happy ty- 


dings. Be thus being 1 of all god hopes, ſtozed him. 


ſelf with iewels, and ſo ded to travell the wide Mosld, 
either to (ped in his tour, oz to leave his bones in ſome 
kozraigne Region. Thus ng hisnitibe Countrep, wan 
d zed fzom place to place till the hetrs of his head were grown 
as white as ſilber, and his beard like to the thiffle down , but 
at laſt he ended his travell m Bohemia, where, what fog age 
and exceſſive 4 » be laid himſelf down under a rutnated 
Ponſtery wall, aud dyed : the Commons of chat Countrey 
having knowledge of his name (by a Jewell he waze tn his 
boſome)engraved it m Parble tone right ov er his Sepulchze, 
where we leave him llæeping m peace, and turn to his Son re⸗ 
mayning with Kalyb the Lady of the Mads in the inchanted 
ave, 

Now twice ſeven pers were fully finiſhed ſince Kalyb 
firit had tn keeping the Notle Saint George of England, 
whoſe minde many times fytrifed after Yonourable Ads 
ventures, aud often attempted to ſet himſelf at liberty, 
but fþe fell Inchantreſle tendzing him, as the apple of ber 
epe, appointed twelve Cardy Satpzs to attend his perſcn, 
ſa that neither fozce, nog policy could fur her his intent: ſhe 
kept him, not to triumph in bis r no2 to ſpend hi 
dapes in llaberp, but fœding his fancy with all delights ano 
pleaſures ſhat Art and Nature cou d afozd : Foz in him ſhe 
fixed her chief feltcify, and luſted after his beauty: But 
be ſce king to adance himſet by ar tiali diſcipline and anight⸗ 
ly attempts, utterly refuſed ber p2ofered courteſie, and 
highly diſdained to affedt ſo wicked a Czeature. Sher ſeeing 
her lobe beſtowed in vain, upon a time b ing tn a ſe- 
cret coꝛner of her Cave, began to flatter him in wis man:

Thau knoweft (my dear Gcorge ) how worthily J have 
deſerved thy love, and how foz thy lake J have kept mp Uir⸗ 
ginity unſtained, pet thou moꝛe crueli than the Tygers bꝛed 
tn Ly bia, xeiecteſt me. Dear Knight, fulfill my deſires, aud 
at typ plesſure my ckarms ſhall pza&tiſe wond2ous things , as 
ta move Heaven, to rain ſhowers of Stones upon thy 
Enemies

Enemies, to convert the Sun to fire, he Pone to blad, 02 
make a deſolation of the whole wozld. 

The noble Knight @atnt George conſtdered in his mind 
wat lobe would make the wiſef blind: Therefoze by thc ſe 
her faire pꝛomiſes he hoped to obtam liberty,fþe which movcy 
him to make her this Anſwer. 

Molt wiſe and learned Kalyb, chou wonder of fye wozld, 
J condeſcend to ali thy deſires, upon ſbis condition, fhat J 
map bee ſole ÞP2otectoz and Goternour of thts Inchanted 
Cabe , aud that thou deſcribe to me mp birth, mp name, aud 
parentage: thereto ſhee willingly conſented, and began her 
Diſcourſe in ſhis manner: Thou art bp birfy ſaid ſhe, Sonne 
to fhe Load Albert High Steward of England, ano from thy 
birth to chis dap have J kept the as inp child, within theſe 
ſolitary Mads: ſo taking him by che hand, ſher led him into a 
152azen Caſtle, wherein remained as Paiſonere, ſix of the bꝛa⸗ 
veſt Knights in the Mold. Thele are, ſatd ſh&, fir wozth 
Champions of Chziſtendom; the firſf, is Samt Dennis 
France; the ſecond, Samt Iames ol Spaine; fhe third, Saint 
Anthony of italy; the fourfh Saint Andrew of Scotland; the 
fifth, Samt Patrick of Ireland; the ſixth, Samt David of wales 
and thou art bozn to bee fye ſevench; tby name being 
Samt George of England, fog ſo fhou thalt be termed in itme 
to come. Then leading him a little farther, ſhe bzought him 
tntoa large faire roome , where ſtod ſeven of the godlicſt 
Sterds that ever eye beheld, ſix of theſe (laid ſhee ) be- 
long to the ſix Champions, aut che ſevench will J beſfow 
on hee, whoſe name is Bayard : likewiſe ſhe led him 
to amofher rome, where hung che richeſt Armour tn the 
Wozld:ſo choſing out the ſtrongeſt Cozllet from her Armozp, 
h2 wich her own hands buckled it about his bze..ſf. laced on 
his Helmet, auo attired him with a rich Caparilon: chen 
fetching fozth a mighty Fauch on, ſhe put it likewiſe tn his 
bud. Naw (ſaid ſhm) art fhou armed mricher Furniture 
chan was Ninus the firſt Þonarch of the Monld: thy Sterd is 
of ſuch fozce aud in vincible power, chat while ft thou art moun⸗ 
ted on his back, there can be no night m all the Mold ſo har⸗ 


dy as to conquer there: thy Armour is of the puzeſt Lydian 


Stele, chat neither weapon cin pterce,no2 Battel axe bꝛutſe: 
thy Swond which ts called Alc * is made of p Cyclops that 
| : ; 
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it will ſeparate and cut ſhe hardeſt Flint, aud hew in ſunder 
tye ſtrongeſt Stele: fen in the pummell lies ſad pꝛecious 
vertue, that neiwer Treaſon, Mitchcrafts, noz any otycr 
vlolence can be off-red thee, ſo long as thou weareſt it. 

Thus the luftfull Kalyb was ſo blinded in her own 
tconcett, that ſhe not only beſfo.ved che riches of her Cave 
upon bim, but gave him power and authozity thzough a Sit. 
ver Wand which ſher put in his hand, to wozk her own de⸗ 
ffrutton: foꝛ comming by a huge great Rock of Stone, this 
valiant Knight ſtrok his charming rod thereon : whereup⸗ 
on it opened, and ſhewed apparentip befoze his epes a num: 
herof ſucking Babes, which the Enchantefſe had murfyered 
by her Witd<craft and Sozceries, O ſaid ſhee, this ts a place of 
hozroz , where no::ght ts heard but (cre&ks and rufull groans 
of dead mens ſoules : but if thy eares em endure to heare 
chem, and thy epes behold them, J will lead che wap. Do the 
Lady of the Mods, boldip ſtepping in befoze, little doubting 
tyve pꝛetended policy of Saint George, was decetved in her 
oon pz*Ciſes: foz no (oner entred the the Rock, but he ſtroke 
his Silber Mond thereon,and immedfatly it cloſed, where ſhe 
bellowsd fozth Exclamattons to the ſenſeleſſe Stones, without 
all hope of deliberp. 

Thus this noble Knight decetbed ſhe wicked Eunchantreſſe 
Kalyb, and ſet the ofher ſix Champions likewiſe at li- 
berry, who rendzed him all Knightly court ſies, and gabe 
him thanks foz their ſafe deltverp. So ſtaing Wemlelbes 
with all fþings fit ting to their deſires, tok chelr fournepes 
from their enchanted Gzobe, whoſe pꝛocœdings, foztunes, 


and hezoicall Adventures ſhall bee ſhewed in the Chapters 
followtng.

Rock , likewiſe ſcemed to rue at her Exclamatione, the blu- 
fkring winds were ſilent, che murmucing of Birds ſtill, ano 
ſolitary dumbnefſe tok polſeſſi rp creature that 
abode wtthtn the circuits of the bear her wofull la- 
mentations, which ſhe uttered in . 

D miſerable Kalyb! accurſe p deſtmp: f3 now 
fhou art tncloſed wichtn a deſolate aud a darkſome Den where 
neicher Sunne can lend ther comfozt wich his bzight beames, 
noz Apze extend bzeathmg colneſſe to thy wofull bodp , 
foz in dhe dep foundations of wwe Tarfh chou art fox ever- 
mae incloſed that haſt been fye wonder of time foz Magick: 
I that by Art have made my tourney to the depeſt dungeons 
of Mell, where multifudes of ugly, black, aud fearefirtt. 
Spirits have trembled at my Chirms: J that have baund 
the Furtes up in beds of Sfele , and canſed them to attend me 
pleaſure like ſwarms of Þoznets, hat cver-ſp2ed the Mann « 


tames in Egypt am the Flies _ the parched Hils, ſubere tue 
3 
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fawny tamed Pozes do tnhabit, am now conſtramed to lan 
aniſh in eternall darkneſſe; Moe to mp ſoul, woe to mp 
Charms, aud woe to all my Pagick Spels, foz fbep have 
bound me tn this hollow Nock: pale be the b2ightneſſe of the 
cleer Sunne, and cover the Carth wich everlaſting dar kneſle: 
Skies turn to pitch, Elements to flaming Fire, roze Hell, 
quake Earth, ſwell Seas, blaſt Cstch, Kocks rend in twam, 
ali creatures mourn at my confuſton, aud ſigh Kalyts wa: 
full and pitifull Cxclamations. 

Thus wearted (hee the time aw2p, one while accuſing Foz- 
tune of Tyzannp, Another while blamtng che falſhod ano 
trecherp of we Engliſh knight, ſometimes tearing ber cur⸗ 
led locks of bziſtled hatre, that like a wzeafh of Snakes hung 
dangling down her defozmed neck, fhen beating her bzeaſts, 
another while rending her D2naments , whereby ſher ſ&med 
moze like a Fury chan an eartblp creature, ſo tmpatient 
was this wicked Enchantreſſe Kalyb , but betng fru⸗ 
ffrate of all hope of recoberp, began afreſh to ſhunder toꝛch 
ſbele tezms of Coniuration: Come, come pon Pzmces of 
che Elements, come, come and tear this Rock in peces, ano 
ict me not be tncloſed in this efernatl languiſhment: appear 

ou Shadowes of black miſty Night, Magoll, Cumoth, 
Helveza » Lontomo ; Come, when J call, venite, feſtinato, 
inquame At which words, che Carth began to quake , and 


fhe verp Clements led,and all the Spirits both of Apze 
of Earth, of Mat re, were obedtent to her Charms, 
and by multitudes ing at her call: ſome from the 
Fire, in che like ing Dzagons, bzeach ing from 


fyeir fearfull No Iphure and flaming 1B2imffone ; 
ſome from the water, in ſhipe of Fiſhes, with other de foꝛmed 
.Creatures chat have the ir eb'dings iu the Seas; ſome from 
, The Apze the pure it af che Elements, in tye likent Ce of Sp1- 
rits auoother bzight ſhadowes; and other ſomefrom the gꝛolle 
Cartdh, moſt ugly, black, and dzeadfull to behold. So when 
ryeſe Legions of Spirits had incompaſt the wicked Enchan⸗ 
frefſe, Hell began to roze ſuch an inte rnall and harſh melody, 
that fhe enchante Nock bur k tn twaine , ano then Kalybs 
Charms loft their effect, her Pagicknolonger endured than 
wwe term of an hundzed pere, the which es then were fully 
Hniſhed and bzought to an end; chen {ye Obligation which 
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tber ſubſc ribed whith her deareſt blood, and ſealed with her olun 
hands, bzought as a witneſſe againſt her, by which ſhe knew, 
aud fully perſwaded her ſelf, that her life was fully finiſhed * 
therefoze in this moſt fearefull manner he began to make her 
laſt Will and Teſtament, | 
Ftrſk , welcome ( ſaid ſhe ) mp ſad Executozs, welcome 
my grave and everlaſting Tomb, fo you have digg d it in 
che Fiery lakes of Phlegeton, mp winding ſhert wherem 
to ſhzowd both mp body and contemned ſoul, fs a Cauldzon 
of bopling Lead and Bzimſtone, and the Mozmes that ſhould 
conſume my Carkaſſe, are Fierp Fozks which tolle bur ⸗ 
ning Fire · bꝛands from place to place, from Furnace to Fur- 
nace, aud from Cauldzon to Cauldzon, fperefoze attend to 
Kalybs wofull Teſtament, aud engrave tye legacies ſh: gives 
in Bzaſſe Rolls, upon the burning bmks of Acheron. 
Firſt, thcle epes, that now to late weep helpleſte tears, J 
give unto the Watry Spirits, foz thty have rakt the Trea- 
ſures hidden in d&epeft Seas, to latieſie fhetr moſt inſatiate 
loks: Next, Jbequeafh theſe hands which did ſubſcribe the 
blody Dbligatton of my perpetuall baniſhment fe om iop, unto 
thoſe ſpirits that hobec in e Apꝛe: mp to1gue that dfd con⸗ 
ſpire againſt he Paleſty of Heaven, J give to fhoſe @pt- 
rits which habe their being tn cyc fire: mp earth p heart, J 
bequeath to thoſe grefſe Demons that dwell in the dungeons of 
be Earth, ano the reſt of my condemned bodp , to the tc3- 
ments due to mp deſervings. Which range and fearful! 
Teſtament, being no ſoner ended, but all the Spirits gene- 
rally at one tnſtmt, ſetzed upon the Enchantreſſe, aud diſ- 
membzed her body to a thouſand pieces, aus divided her limbs 
to the four Elements; one member to the Ape, another ta the 
Water, another to the Fire. auo ano{yer to the Earth, which 
was carried away in a moment by the Spit its, that departed 
with ſuc a hoꝛr our, that all things withm the hearing thereof 
fuddenly died, both Beaſts, Btros, aud all creeping Woames 
wich remafned wichm the campaſſe of thoſe enchanted 
Mods: the Trees which b. foze were wont to flouriſh with 
green Leaves,withered away ano dyed, che blades of Gzaſſe 
periſhed foz want of natural! mopſture, which the watl y 
clouds dented to nour iſh in ſo wicked a place. 
Thus by tudgement of che Heavens, ſenſeleſſe ings pe-

CHAP. III. 


How Saint George ſlew the burning Dragon in Egypt, and 
Redeemed Sabrah the Kings Daughter from death: How 
he was betrayed by Almidor the black Knight of Moroc- 
co, and ſent to the Soldan of Perſia, where he ſlew two 
Lyons, and remained (even yecrs in priſon. 


Fter fhe ſeben Champions departed from che En- 
chanted Cave ol Kalby, they made ſht ix abode in the 
City of Coventry, foz ſhe ſpace of nine Ponetbs, 

30 which time the p erecked a coſtly Monument, over 

we erte of Samt Georges Mother, and ſo in that time of 
the per, when the Spzing had over ſpzead the Earth with the 
Mantles of Flora, they armev themſelves like Mandzing 
Lnights, and took their tournep to ſ&k foz Fozreign Ad- 
ventures, accounting no diſhonour ſs great, as to ſpend tyetr 
dayes in idleneſſe, atchieving no memozable accident, So 
travelling fon dhe ſpace of thirty dayes without aup Adben⸗ 
ture wozthy che noting, at length fyep came to a bzoad plain, 
whereon a Bꝛazen P illar, where (eben ſe verall wapes 
met, which cauſed the ſeven Knights to fozſake each ofhers 
company, and to fake every one a contrary way : where we 
leabe ſir of the Champions to their contented Tzavels, and 
wholly diſcourſe upon ſye foꝛtunate ſucceſſe of our wozthy 
Englich knight, who after ſome few Mont ths trabell, hap⸗ 
pily arrived within p Territozies ol Egypt, which Countrey 
as fhen was greatip annoyed with a dangerous Dꝛag on: but 
bcfoze be haTiourneped fully within the diſtance of a mile, the 
lent night appzoached, and ſolitary ſtilneſſe tak poſſeſſion 
of all living things : at laſt he eſpted an old poze Hermi- 
tage, where m he purpoſed to reſt his hozfe, aud to take ſome 
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repalt after his weary fourny , kill fhe Dune had renelved 
his moantngs light, that Ye might fall to his travell again: 
but enirtng the Cottage, he found an aged Hermit ober- wan 
withperes, and almoſt conſumed with griefe, with whom 
in this manner he began to confer. 

Fafher, (ſafd he) foz ſo you ſem by ponr Gꝛabity, may 
a Troveller foz this night ci ave entertainment within pour 
Cottage, not only foz himſelfe but his Hoꝛſe: oz is there ſome 
City neare at hand, whereto J map take my teurnep without 
danger? The old man ſtarting at the ſudden appzoach of 
Saint George, Replped unte him in this oder : 

Sir Knight (quoth ber) of thy Countrep J ned not de- 
mana , foz J know it by thy Burgonet, ( foz inderd there. 
on wes g2aben the Armes of England,) but J ſozrow fog 
thy hard foztune , that it is thy deſtiny to arrive in this ouc 
Countrep of Egypt, wherem is not (cf? ſufficient alive to burp 
the dead, ſuch 1s fhe diftreſſe of this Laws, thzough a dange- 
rous and tevrible Dꝛagon now ranging up and down the 
Countrep , which if he be not every day appeaſed with the 
bodp of a frue Virgin , which he devoureth down his vene⸗ 
mous bowels, that dap ſo neglected, will be bꝛeath ſuch 
a ſtinchkrom his Noſtrils, 13 grobes a moſt grievous 
plague and moztality of all things, which uſe hath bene ob⸗ 
ſerved foz ſheſe foure aud twenty pers , and now chere is 
not left one true d irgin but p Kings onlp Daughter through 
out Egypt, which Damoſell to mozrow mutt be offered up in 
ſacrifice to ſhe Dꝛagon: ther efoze the King Hath made Pzo⸗ 
clamation , that (f any night dare pꝛove ſo adventur ous as 
to combi e with e Bꝛag on, and pꝛeſei ve his daughters life, 
be ſhall in reward have her to his wife, aud ſhe Crown of 
E t atfez his deceaſe. ; 

bis lazge pꝛoffez ſo encouzaged che Cngliſh Knight, 
that hee vowed either to redem che Kings Daughter, oz elle 
to loſe his life tn that honourable Enterpꝛiſe. So taking his 
repoſe mdnightly reſt, in the old mans Hermitage, till the 
chearefull Cock, being fye true meſſenger of cap, gave 
him warning of the Sunnes up-riſe, which cauled him to 

buckle on his Armour, aud to furniſh his St&ed with ſtron 
babiliments of Marre, che which being done, he tok his 
iournep, guided onlp by þ old — kye Valley a" the 
' ngs 
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Iz ings Daughter ſhould be offered up in ſacrifice; But when 
be app2oached the ſight of the Uailep , her elpied afarre off a 
molt faire and beautifull Damſeil, attpꝛed in pure Arabian 
Silk, going to Sacrifice, guar ded to the place of deafh only by 
Sage ano modeff Patrons: which wofull ſight encouraged 
fpe Engliſh Knight to (ud a fozwardnelle, that hee thought 
every minute a dap, till be had reicemed te Damſell from 
che Dꝛagons tyzannp: ſo appzoaching the Lady, he pave her 
co fozt of deliberp, and returned her back to her Fatyers 
Pallace t game. | 
After this the Noble Knight, like a bols adventurous 
Champion, entred the Aallep, where the Dꝛagon had his 
relidence, wbo no ſoner had a ſight of him, but be gave 
ſuch a terrible peil, as though it had chundzed in che Ele⸗ 
nents: The bigneſle of the Dꝛagon was feat full to behold , 
fo betwirt his ſhoulders ano bits taile were fifty fot in 
diſtence, his Scales gliſtered as bzight es Silver, but fax 
moze harder than ze, his Belly of the colour of Gold, 
but moze bigger cbana Tun. Thus weltred hee from bis 
hiteous Den, and ſo fiercelp aſlapled the lurdy Champion 
with his burning WAmge; that at the firſt Encounter he had 
alu oſt felled him to the Gzound: but fhe Linight nimbly re- 
covezing himſelf , gave the Dꝛagon ſuch a th2uſt with his 
Spare, fhat it ih vered in a thouſand peeces, TUhereat the 
fut ious Dꝛagon (ſo fi:reelp (mot him with his benemeus 
Taple, that down fell man and hozſe, in which fall two ol 
Samt George's Ats were ſoze bꝛuiſed: but pet ſtepping 
backward, it was his chance to leap under au Dzenge Tre, 
which Tze had ſuch p2rctous vertue, that no venemous 
Wozme durſt come Within the compaſſe of fhe Bꝛanches, 
noz within ſeven fot thereof , where this valtant Antght 
reſted himſelk, untill he had recovered his fozmer ſtrengt; : 
who no ſoner feeling his Spirits revived, but with an ezgcr 
couzage (mot the burning Dꝛagon under his pellow bur: 
niſht Bellp, with bis truſty Swond Aſcalon, whereout came 
ſuch abundance oi ug!p Lenome , fhat it ſpꝛinkled upon the 
Champions Armour, whereby immedtatip thzough the im; 
popſonned ſtcengih of the vinome, his Armour bur ſt in 
twame and fye god Unight fell into ſo g2iebous a dead 
wound, fat foz a time he lay bzeachleſle: but pet having wat 
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god memozp remaining fþat he tumbled under the bzanch⸗ 
ches of the Ozenge Tee, in which place tpe Dꝛegon could 
pꝛoffer him no further violence. Lhe fruit of the Cre being 
of ſuch an exceilent vertue, that whoſoever taſte d thereok, 
ſhould pzeſently be cured of all manner of Dileaſes aud mfir⸗ 
mities whatſoever. So it was the noble Chimptons god 
and happy foztune, alittle to recover fh20ugh the vertue of 
of che Tree, and to £ſpy ar D2ange which a little befoze had 
dzopped down, wherewith he (o refreſhed himlclk, that be 
was in ſhozt time as [ound as when he began the Encounter, 
Then Erg&l:dbee down, ana made his Divine ſupplication 
to Heaven, that God would ſend him (foz his dear Sons 
ſake) ſuch ſtrength and egility of bodp, as to lap the ku- 
rious, aue terrible Monſter: which being bone, with a 
bold couragious heart, he ſmoie he D2agon under the wing, 
where it was tender withont Scale, ercbp vis gndlive;d 
à ſcalon, wich aneaſte paſſage, went to the bezy Bilt thzough 
boch the Dragons Peart, Liber „Bone, and Blob, whercout 
iſſued ſuch abunderce of purple goze, that it tuned the 
Galle, which gre v in he Catlep, mto a crimfon colour, aua 
the gzound which was befoze parched, thzongh fpe burn ing 
ſtinch of the Dzagon, was no dzenched with oder. much 
mopſture pꝛocceding from his denemoug coils, wöere at 
laſt through want of blod, and long continua ce in fight, che 
D2agon pelded his vital! Spirits to the fozce of the congue- 
ring Champion. The which being heppilp pezfozmed, the 
Noble Knight Sint George of England, Hit vailding due 
yonouc to Almighty God, foz pe CVitogp , wen wich his 
god Swoꝛd Aſcaion cut off the desd Tzagons Mead, x pitcht 
tt upon the trunchton of a Spear, which at we beem ing of 
the battell he ſhivdered agatnſt the Oz gons Scalp back, Du⸗ 
ring this long ue dangerous Con bat, his tiuſtp ted Ip 
altoge ther m a [woun without any nobing, which can led the 
Englich Champion wif all (ped tg cruſo wwe lupce of an 
Ozaͤnge into his cold mouth: the vertue whereof y2elentiy 
erpelled the venemeus poyſon, ano rtcobered tis fozuier 

ffrength again. | 
Tycre was as ſhen remaintng in che Egyptian Court 
one Almidor , ge black Bing of Morocco; who long had 
paoſecuted ( m the wap of marriage) cht love of Sabra ive 
C 2 Lincs 
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Li ings Daughter, but neither by policy, meanes, noz man- 
bod, could he accompliſh what his heart deſired : and now 
finding oppoztunity tot xpꝛes his treacherous minde intended 
to rob and [peil Saint George of his Uiavzy , whereby her 
wought to attatne the gricious favour and ſingular god li- 
king of his Lavp and Miſtreſie , who lothed his company 
like the deteſted Crocediles: eben as the Wolf, though 
ali m vain bai kes at the Mon, ſo fbis f.ntaſficaill ww coward- 
ly Alm dor, th2eugh manp ich gifts and fair p2omitles, ti. 
red twelve Egyptian Unighta ta beſet the Uallep where 
Saint Gco:g Uew the burning Dꝛagon, and by fozce to 
bercave him of his conqueſt , and ſo when this Pagnant- 
mons Cham pton of England came riding tn Triumph fron; 
fpe Uatiep expecting to have been entertained like a Con⸗ 
quei our, wiſh D2ums ano Z2umpets, oz to he be heard the 
Bells of Egypt Ring a ioyfull ſound of Tiaozp, oz to have 
ſeen che Streets beautified with Bonflres, contra'y fo 
his expetation , he ws met with Tronps of Armed 
Bnigbts, not to conduc him peacefully to the Egyptian 
Court, but bp falſhod and treacherp to diſpotl him ok his 
life anv hononr: foz roſ@ner had her ridden paſt the entry 
of the Valley, but he eſpyed how ſhe Egyptian nights baan: 
diſhed heit Mea; ons, and divided fhemſ-lves, to intertept 
htm in his tonrnep to the Court: by which de knew them 
to bee no truſtp Friends, but vowed Enemies. So typing his 
Pozſe to a ÞPathozn tre , her intended to try his foztune 
on fot, foz fear of diſadvantage , they being twelve to 
one: in this Skirmiſh Saint 22 lo valtantly behaved 
timſelf with his Truſtp Swond Afcalon,that at ene ſtr ohe 
be flew cher of the Egyptian Knights,and befoze the Golden 
diamond of Heaven had wandzed the Z odfack the compaſſe 
of 4 — ſome he dilmembꝛed of their heads, ſome had 
weir limbs lopt off, ſome their bodies cut in twain, and 
ſome cheir intrals trapling dolon; ſo that net one was lelt 
alive to car:p newes fo Almidor the black Bing, woch 
ſtod (during all be time of Sh ir miſh) a far oſt upon a Poun⸗ 
tain top, to behold the Succeſſe of his hired TChamptons- 
But when bee ſaw we Egyptians blady Tragedies, and 
bow the bappp fœtune of che Cngliſh Lnight had won the 
bonaur of che dap, hee accurſed his de ſtiup, and * 
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che Ducen of Chance wech crueltp, fo: diſavpotifing his 
pzeterided enterpzſe: but having a heart (ill fraught with alt 
wicked motions , ſecretty vowed in his ſoul, to p2actiſe by 
ſome ofher treache p Satnt George's utter confuſton, So run⸗ 
ning befoze to the Coui t of King Pcolomic , not revealing 
what had hapned fo we twelve Fgyptian Knights, but cry - 
ing ineverp pl ce as he went, Victoria, Victorie che Enemp 
of Egypt is llaan. Then Pcolomy tmmedtatelp commanded 
everp Street of the Citp to bee hung with rich Arras and im- 
bzoldeted TCapeſtrp, aut likewiſe pꝛobided a ſumpttious Cha? 
riot of Gold, the Whe&eles aud ocher t imber⸗ work oi the 
pureſt Cbonp, the covering thereof of pure Stk, creſle⸗ 
bard with puze faves of Gold: likewiſe an hundzed of the 
Nobleſt Peers of Egypt attp2cd tn Crimſon Tclvet, mounted 
on Milk · white Courſers, with rich Capartſons attended the 
comming of Saint George, Thus were all things ap- 
pointed foz his honourable Entertatmnment , which thc per- 
foz7ed fn (ud ſolemn ozder, that J lack Cloquence to de- 
(cribe it: foz when her firſt entred the Gates of fye Citp, 
her beard ſuch a melodtous Yarmonp of beaben!p ſounding 
Muſick, fhat it (ſg@med in his conccit to ſurpaſſe the (wert- 
neſſe of all ſde Muſick chat eber her had heard befoze. L ben 
fhep moſt Kopallp pꝛeſented him with a lmuptuone and coſt- 
iy Ball of Gold, and after tnv.ſted him in that Ebene 
Chariot, wherein he was conducted to the Wallace of Jing / 
Prolomy, where this Noble and P2tucclp minted Cham 
pion , ſarrendzed up his Conqueft and Gitozp to the Ivo. 
2p hands of the beauteous Sabra: where the wich like 
Courteſie aud moze humility requited his bounty: Foz at 
the firſt ſight of the Engliſh Kitght , ſhe was ſo ravithed 
with his Pzincely Countenance , that foz a time ſhe was 
not able to ſpeak : Yet at laſt taking him by the hano, ſhe 
led him to a rich Pavilion, were ſhe unarmed him, ind 
with moſt pꝛecious lelves imbaluieo his wounds, and with 
her teares wah d awap ihe bla» ; which being done, ſhe 
furniſhed a Table with all manner of delicates foz his repett, 
where her Father was pzeſent, who enquired of his Caun- 
trep, Parentsge, aud Name: after Banquet war ended be 
enſtalied him with the honour of Unigbt-hod „ and put up- 


en his f&t a pair of Golden Spurres, But Sabra who fed 
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upon fhe banquet of his love, condrited hi:n to his nights 
repeſe, where ſhe ſat upen hie bed, and warbled fozth mot 
heavenly melody upon her Lute , fill his ſenſes were over⸗ 
come with a ſweet and filentligp, where ſhe left him fog that 
night, after his late dangerous battell. No ſoner did Auro⸗ 
raes radtant bluſh diſplap the beautp of the Caſt, and the 
Sun ſhew his mozning corntenance, but Sabra repatred to 
the Engliſh Champions lodging, and at his firſt up- x iſing 
pꝛʒi ſented hin: with a Diamond of moſt rare and excellent ver⸗ 
fac , che whith be waze upon bis finger. The next that en- 
tred his Lodging, was the treacher ous Almidor the Black 
Ming of Morocco; habing tn his hand a boule of Gzerkiſh 
Mine wich he offc red to the Noble Thampton Se int George 
of England: but at thereceit thereof, the Diamond the La- 
dy gebe him, which he wozr upon his finger, wored pale, and 
from hie nole fell tber d20p3 of blod, whereat hee ſtarted, 
which ſi dden accident cauſed the Kings Darghter to (ſuſpect 
fcme (cc et poyſon compounded in the Cute, and fyrreupon 
Co vehemently (crerked, that a ſ''dtren up2oe pzeſentip ober 
C(p22ad the whole Colt: whereby it came tc the Kings intel- 
ligence of the pꝛofered trescherp of Almidor againft the 
Engliſh Champion : Bat ſo dear was the love of the Egpp⸗ 
tian king, to the ble ck Ktng of Morocco, tyat no belt of 
treacherp cond enter into his minde. 

Thus Almidor ſhc ſecond time was pꝛevented of hio pꝛa⸗ 
ice, wher cat in min de he grew maze enraged than a cha- 
red Boze; pet thinking fe third ſhonlo pap fo all, be expeded 
time werem to wozk his wicked purpoſe, which be bzought 
to paſſe in vis maunnze: 

Many a dap rem etned Sant George in the Egyptim 
Court, ſometimes Uevelling among Gentlemen, dancing 
ano [zo2ting wity Ladies, ofycr times tn Lilts, aud Tur- 
naments , with other honourable Exerciles: Likewiſe 
long aud extieam was the love that beautious Sabra boze 
to the Engliſh Champion, of the which this treacheraus Al- 
midor had intelligence by many ſccret p2idices, ann manp 
times his earcs were witnefl”? of (þitr Diſcourſes, So i on 
an Evening, when the Gozgeous Sun lay levell with he 
greund , it was his foztane to walk under a Garden Wall, 
to take the coleneſſe of tye Eveniugs fyze, where unſ@n 
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of che two Lobere, he heat d their amozo'ts Dilconries ag 
they ſ:t dalipmg under a vower of Roles, courting one ang- 
ther in wis maͤnuer: i 

Mp ſoules delight, mp hearts chlefe co nfoꝛt, ſwert Gcorge 
of England, ſaid the Lobe ſtck Sabra: Mbp att thou moze 
obdurate tban (he Lint, whom che tear es o! my true heart can 
neber mollifle 2 how many thouſand ſighes have J bacathey 
foꝛ typ ſweet ke, Which J have ſent to tam as true m:Nen- 
gers ol love, pet nib r wouldeſt thou reqiiite me wth aſmi- 
ling cou” tenance 2 i.cfule not her, dear Lo2d of England, that 
foz thy leb / will fo:labe .- arernts, Countrep, anc tiny: ttance, 
which is we Crown of Egypt, aud like a Pilggtm follow the 
thzoughout che wide TU ozld. © therefoze knit that Go;dian 
knot of UW-*dlock, that none but deach can afterwards witte, 
chat J may then lap, he Sunne ſhall loſe his bzightneſle, 
the Ponce her ſplendant beames, the Dea her tydes, and ant 
bing under the cope of Heaven g20w contrary to kinde, be- 
foze Sabra the Yepze of Egypt pꝛovꝛ unconſt mt oz (wert 
George ol England. ; 

Theſe wozds {o fired fhe Champions heart, chat be was 
almoſt mtanzled tn the ſnares of love, which befoge- 
time only rff:©7'.d Marliall Diſcipime: he pet to tp ber 
paticnce a little moze, made her this Anl wer: Lady of E- 
gipt ; Canl? tou not be content, ht J have ventured mp 
life tofrce thee from death , but that J ould linne my 
future roztun's in a womans lap, and ſo bury all mp ho. 
nours in oblibion: No, no, Sabra, George of England is a 
Knight, vozn in a Count: p where true Chivalrp is nouriſht, 
and bath ſwozn ro ſearch the Mond, (o farre. as ever the 
lamp ol Heaven doth lend his light, befoze be tte htmſelfe 
to the troubleſome ſtate of Parrtage, ther foze attempt mee 
no moze that ana Stranger and a TWanderer from place ts, 
place: but ſ&k to aym at higher States, as the King of Mo- 
rocco, who wi latte npt toclime to Heaven to gain? thy love 
and god liking : at which ſpeeches ſhe ſuddenly Replyed in 
this manner: 

The King of Morocco fs as blodp- minded as a Ser- 
yent, but thou moze gentle than a Lamb ; his tongue as 
ominous as ſpe ſcreeching night O wle, but thing moze ſweeter 
wan che moaning Lark: his kinde imbzacings lie ce 
Amas 
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ff inging Snakes, but fvtne moze pleaſant fban the cræping 
Uine- What if thou bœſt a night of a ſtrange Countiep - 
khy body is moze pzecious to mine epes, than Kingdomes 
to mp heart. There ſtap (Keplped the Engliſh Champton) J 
am a Chꝛiſtian, thou a Pagan: J honour God in Heaven, 
thou earthlp ſhabowes here below: therefoge if thon wilt ob⸗ 
tame mp love ind liking, thou muſt foꝛſake thy M homet, ano 
bee chziſtned tn our Chziſtiin Faith. Mith all my ſoule, 
( anſwered the Egyptian Ladp) J wtilfozſ.kemp Couutrep 
Gods, and foz typ love become a Chziſtian: and tyerewith: 
all thee hur ſt a Ring in tivatne , the one half ſhe gave to him 
in pledge of love, and kept we ofper half her leit: and ſo fo; 
that time departed thevGarven, 
Durmg all the time of theſe their Dtſconrſes. che ftrea- 
cher ous minded Almidor fad liſtning to fhetr ſpeeches, and 
fretted in war dip to the bezp gall, to heare he Piſtreſſe of 
his heart retet his fozmer courteſies ; Zherefoze intending 
now oz never to tnfrtnge their plighted band, went in all 
bans a the Egyptian Ring, aud in this manner made his ſup:

Vhs the innocent Lambe betraped by the wilp Foxe, 
was lent to he hunger-ffarved Lyons Den, being (ufferea 
not once to give his Kadp and Piſtreſſe underſtamding of 
his ſudden departure, but travelied dap and night chzough 
many a long and ſo:itary Milderneſſe, witdert any adben- 
ture woztby be memozy , nip hearing the viſmall crp of 
Night jzavens fhundzing in his earcs, ano the feareſull

ſhip of graven Images, under the Bzidge a hundzed Silber 
Bels were hung by Art, lo that no creature might palfe ne 
me Pallace but tyip gave warning to the Houldans Cui s ; 
at ſhe end of the 1531dge was built an Alabaſter Lower, 
whereon {tad an Cagle of Gold. his Eyes like the riciieft pꝛe 
ctous Stones, the baightneſſe whireof gliſte red ſo much, tat 
ali the allace did ſhine with thc light tycreof. 

Tye day that Samt corge enfred the Souldane 
Court, was when fye Per ſians folemmip Sacrificed to thei: 
Gods Mahomct and apollo , which unchziſttan }2oceſſior:

be tak be Cnſignes aud Streamers whereon the Per⸗ 
ſtan Gods were pictured, aud frampled them under his 
feet: whereup on the Peogms pꝛeſentlp fled to the Souldan 
toꝛ ſuccour, and ſhewed him how a ſtrangz Knight hid de⸗ 
ſpiſed their Mahomet, aud trampled their Banners in the 
duſt. Þcreuponhe ſont an hundzed ol his armed Knights

Alling now to memoꝛp cht long aud weary 
; Travels Samt Dennis the Champton of 

France endured, after his departure from 

N= che olher ſix Champions at the bzazen e il 

F | lar , as pou heard tn the beginning ofche 
d/|\\| fozmer Chapter, from which he wandzed 
tbzough many a deſolate G2ove and T27t1: 
_ derneſle , without any adventure wozthy 
fye noting, tillhe arrived upon p Bonders of Theſl:lie, (being 
a Land as then tn hablted only with wild Beaſts:) wherem he 
endured ſuch a penucy and (ſcarcity of bictuals,. chat her was 
fozced the ſpace of ſeven pears to fed upon the Herbs of the 
Ficld , ano fhe Fruites of Tz&s, t(ll the hatres of his Head 
were like to Eagles feathers, aud the natles of his fingers to 
birds clawes ; his dztnk fþe dew of Heaven, the which her 
ticked from fye Flowers in fhe Peddowes, the Attpze her 
cloafyed his bodp withail , bay leaves and b2oad Docks, that 
grew in the Mad, his Shoes dhe barks of Tres, whereon he 
travelled tþ20ugh many a thozyy bzake: But at laft it was his 
foztune 03 cruell deſtiny, (being over-pzeſſed with p extremity 
of hunger) to taſte and feed upon ſhe Berries of an Enchanted 


Pulberry Cre, whereby he loſt p uveip Fam and Imago of

ſeven Champions of Chriſtendom; 

his humane ſubſtance, and was fransfozmed into ſhe ſhape and 
likeneTe ol a wilde Hart: Mhich Trauge and ſuddatn Tranl⸗ 
mation, this noble Champion little miſtt uſted ti il bee cſpt- 
ed his miſhapen fo;:ne in a clere F ountaine, which Nature 
had erected in a coole and ſhady UMallep: but when be beheld 
the ſhadow of his defozmed ſubſtance, and how his head late ho⸗ 
noured with a 1Burgonet of Steele, row diſhcnoured with a 
paire of Stlbanehozres : bis face whereon thi countenance of 
true Nobility was late cheractied, now covet ed with a beaſt: 
like ſimilitude, e his body late the true Image of magnaniumt- 
ty, now over-\p2ead with a hapzy hide, in colour like to the fal⸗ 
low Fields: which ſtrange alter ation, not a little perplered 
fhe minde ol S. Denis, that it cauſed him with all ſped (ha- 
bing che naturall reaſon of man ſtill remaining ) to repatre 
back to the Pulbery Tree again ſuppoſing the Berries he had 
eaten, to be the cauſe of his Tranefozmation,under which Treg 
the diſtreſſed Knight latd his defozmed limmes upon the bare 
ground, and thus wee kullp began to complaine : 

What maglck Charmes ( ſaid h&,) oz ober bewitching 
Spels , rematne wilbm this accurſed Tree: whoſe wicked 
Frutt hath confounded my future Foztunes , and converted 
me to a miſerable eſtate; O chou Celeſtiall Directer of the 
Wozld, and all pou pittifull Powers of Meaben, lok down 
with kindly countenance upon mp hapleſſe Transfozmation, 
and bend pour bzowes to beare mp wofull Lamentatton: J 
was of late a Pan, but now a hozned Beaſt, J was a 
Houldter, and mp Countreps Champion, but now a loath- 
ſome Creature, and a pzep foz Dogs; my gliſtering Armour 
ts exchanged tnto a Hide of Maire; my bzave Array, moze 
baſer than the lowly Earth : hencc fozty in ſtead ol Pen celp 
Pallaces, thcſe ſhady TUods mult ſerve to ſhzowd me in: 

wherein mp Bed ol Downe muſk bee a heap of Suine-biirn'a 
Pole: my (wet recoꝛding Muſick che biuſtring of tbe Winds, 
that with tempe ſtuous Guſte, doe make the Wilderneſſe to 
tremble : fþe Company J daily keep muſt be che Silvaye * 
Daty2es, Dztades, aud fairy Spmphes , which never ap- 
peare to wozlblp epes, but in twi-lights , v2 at fye p2ime of 
ſhe Pon: the Stars that beautifie the Chʒiſtall Uapl of Bea» 
ven ſhall hencefozth ſerve as Toꝛches to light mer to mp 
wofull Bed: the ſcowling 3 ſhall be my CET | wp 
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clock to count how time runnes ſtealing on, ſhe ſ ound of hiſing 
Snakes, oz elſe fhe croaking of Toades. 

Thus deſcribed he his owne miſery till be watry teares 
of calamitp guſhed out in ſud aboundance from che Conduits 
of hisepes, and his ſcozching lighes ſo biolently fozced from 
his bleeding beaſt , that fyep ſermed as it were to conſtratne 
the untamed 1Beares, ane mercileſſe Tygers to relent at his 
moanes, and like to harmſeſſe Lambs ſit bleating in che WL&ds 
to heare his wofull exclamations. 

Long and many dapes continued his Champion of France 
in ſhe Shape of a Hart, tn moze diſfreſſed miſery than fye un- 
foztimate Engliſh Champton tn Perſia , not knowing how to 
recover his fozmer likenefle , aud humane ſubſtance. So 
upon a time, as b& lamented the loſſe of Natures D2ra- 
mente, under che Bꝛanches of wat Enchanted Pulbery Tre, 
which was fhe cauſe of his Transfozmatton, he heard a moſt 
g2tcbions and terr ible g2oane , which her ſuppoſed to bee ſhe 
mduct on of ſome admirable accident chat would enſue : 
Sotaking fruce foz a time wich ſozr owes, he heord a hello

After che voyce had bꝛeathed fycſe Spades from ſhe Mul- 
bery Tree hee ſtod ſo much ame 3ed at the ſtrangenelle of the 
wonds, chat foz a time his ſozrowes bereaved him of his ſpech, 
and his long appointed puniſhment conſtratned his thoughts to 
loſe thefr natur all underſfanomg : But pet at laſt recovering 
his ſence s, though not his humane likene te, he bitterly com: 
plained of his hard misroztunes. 

O unhappp creature (ſaid we wofoil Champion) moꝛe miſe⸗ 
rable than Progne in her Trang m mation, ano moze diſtreſled 
then a&con was, whoſe perfet picture I am made: His mi- 
ſerp continued but a ſhoꝛt le aſon, ton his own Dogs the ſame 
dap toꝛe him in a ſbouſand pieces, © buzie dhis Tzaus emed 
Carkalfe in their hnag2p bowels: mine 15 apointed bp the an: 
grp Deſtintes, fill (even times the Summers Sunre hach 
pearly replenitht bis radiant bz ightnelle, and leben times the 
Minters Name hach wacht me wich tye ſhowzes of Heaven. 
Such were the complamts of the Z2ansfozmed Knight of 
France, ſometimes remembzing his fozmer foztuncs, how her 
had ſpent his dapes in the honour ol his Counfrey: ſometimes 
fþmking upon the place of his Nativity,renowned France, ſhe 
Nurſe aud Pokher of his life: ſometimes treading with his 
fot (as foz hands he had none) m ſansy gzound, p p;tnt of the. 
wands the which the Pulberry Tze had repeated, and manp 

times numbzing he minutes of his long appointed puniſhment, 
with we Flowezs of the Field. Tenne tbouſ aud ſighes her 
daily bzeathed from his bzeaſt, au ffill when the black aud 
pitchy mantles of dark night had over ſpꝛead the Azurd Fir- 
maments, and dzawne her Sable Cu tains befoze the 1 
| +> G 
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ſome windowes of the Heavens , all Creatures fok fheſr 
ſwet repoſed reſt, aud committed their ty2ed epes to quiet 
llepes: Allchmgs were ſilent , except fþe murmuring of the 
running Waters , whoſe ſounding Puſick wos the chiefeſk 
comfozt this diſtreſled Ch:mpion entoped : fhe gliftering 
Nuene of Night, clad in her chzyſtall Kobes tb hundzed 
times a pete, was witneſle of his nightly Lamentations: the 
wing Ho wlet, chat never ſings but in che Night, ſate 
pelling over his Head: che rufull weeping Nightingole with 
mournfullmelody , cherefullp attended on his Perſon: for 
during the limitation of his ſeben years miſery, his fruſty 
Steed never fozſok him, but with all diligence 4 true love at- 
tendedupon him dap and night, never wandztng awap, but ever 
keping bim companp: If the extrcam heat of Summer grew 
intollerable, oz the pincbi.g cold ef MU mter violent, his Hozſe 
would be a ſhelter to defend him. 

At laſt, when the te>rue of ſeven peares was fully fl 
niſhed, aud fhat her ſhonldrccover his foamer Subſtance, aus 
humane Shape, bis god Vole which hee tendzed as the apple 
of his epe, clambereda high and tp Pountame, which ra: 
fare had beautified with all kinde of fragzant Flowers ,as od 
riferous as the Garden of Heſperides: from whence, hee pul- 
led a bzanch of purple Roſes , ano bzought them bet wirt his 
teeth to his diſtreſſed Paſter, being in his fozmer paſſions of 
diſcontent, under the Pulberrp Tree: The which the Cham - 
pion of France no ſoner beheld, but he remembzed that by a 
purple Roſe he ſho.1ld recover his fozmer ſimilitude; and ſo 
topkully receided fye Koſcs from his truſty Steed: then caſt- 
ing his epes up to the Celefttali Thꝛone of Heaven, be con- 
vated thele conſecrated Flowers into his ewptp Stomeck. 

Atter which her laid him down upon the toſome of his 
Mother Carty, whire helell into ſuch a ſouns lleep fbat all his 
Senſes and vital Spirits where withou moving foz the ſpace 
of foure and twentp houres. In which tine e Windowcs 
and chi Does of Heaven were opened, from whence delcen⸗ 
Naehe a ſhowze of Raine , that it waſhed away his hapzy 
Foztfttand beaſtaljke & hap: :his yoznedYead and long Utlage 
were turned ne into a lively Counfenance , aud all the 


reſt of his mem! ers, boch Acins, Legs, Haus Ft, Fingers 


Toes, with all che reſt of Natures Gifts, received thctr foz- 
mer Shape,

But when ſhe god Champion awaked from his Slæp, and 
pre be wonderfull wozkmanſhip of be Heavens , m 
rangfozming him to his humane likeneſſe: Firff, b& gave 
onour to Almighty God: next kiſſed the Gzound, whereon 
&had lived ſolong tn milery: fyen beholding his Armour 
which lay hard by him, beſtafned aud almoſt ſpopled with 
ruff : his Burgonet and keen cdged Ci fle: Axe belmeared 
over with duſt ; Then laſtly, pondzing in his minde, of the 
faithfll Cexvice his truſty Steed had done him, during the 
time of his calamity, whoſe ſable coloured Pane hung fztzltng 
down his b2awny Neck, which Lefoze was wont to be 
Pleated curtouſlp with Artifictall knots , and his Fozehead 
which was wont to bee beautified with a Tawny Plume of 
Feafyers , now disfigured with over-g29wn hapze: where- 
at fhe god Champion Saint Denis of France ſo much gie bed, 
chat he ſcroked down his Jetty beck, till the hapze of his ba- 
dy lap as [math as Arabian Suk: then pulled her ont his 
truſty Fauchion, which in many flerce aſſaults and dange⸗ 
rous Combats, had been bached m _tye blod of his Enemtes, 
which bp the long continuance of Time it le, was almoſt con- 
ſumed wtth cankered Ruſt, but by bis labour and induſtrieus 
patnes, he recovered the fozmer beauty aud b2tghtnele again. 
Thus both his Swozd, his Yozſe, his Marttali Furniture, 
md all other Yabliineats of Wlar being bzought to their firſt 
and p20per qualities, the Noble Champion intended to perſe- 
bere and go fozward in the adventure, in cutting down che 
unhappp Pulberrp Tree : So taking his Swod, which was 
of the pureſt Spaniſh Steel, gave ſuch a TTroke at y rot there» 
ol, chat at one blow he cut it quite in (under, wherout pze- 
ſently flaſhed ſuch a mighty Flame of Fire, fhat fhe Pane 
from his Hozſe Neck was burned , and likewiſe the hapze of 
bis head had ben fired, if his Helmet had not pzeſe: ved him: 
foz no ſoner was the Flame extinguiſhed, but the ze aſcended 
from fhe hollow Tre a naked Uirgin (in Shape like Daphne 
which Apollo turned to a Bap Tree) fairer thaw Pignialions 
Iboꝛp Image, oz the Nozfhern dziven (now, her Epes moze 
cleeze than the Jcte Pountatns,her Cheeks like Roſes dipt in 
Milk, der Lips moze lovelier than ths Turkiſh Rubies, her 
Alablaſfer Ze&th like Indtan Pearles, her Neck ſesmed an. 
Jvozy towec, her dainty Bzeaſts a Gardenwere 1

Doves late and ſing: the re ſt of Natures lineaments a ſtam 
to Iuno,Pallas, oz Venus, at whole excellent beautp, this va- 
li nt and undanted Champion moze admired fhan at her won- 
derfull Transfozmation: Foz his epes were ſo rabiſhed with 
ſuch excedimg pleaſure, ſhat his tongue could endure no longer 
ſilent, but was fozced to unfold he ſecrets of his heart, aud 
in fheſe ter mes began to utter his minde. 

Thou moſt Divine x ſingular oznament of nature, ſaid he, 
fairer than fhe feathees of the ſilver Swan chat ſwim upon 
Mæanders Chatifall Streams, aud far moe beautifull than 
Auroraes Pozning Countenance , to The the Fatreft of all 
faires, moſt humbly and onelp to ſhy beautp do J here ſubmit 
my Aﬀections: Allo J (wear by the honour of mp Knight- 
hod, amd by the love of mp Countrep France (which 
bow J will not violate foz all the Treaſures of rich America, 
noz the golden ines of Higher India ) whether thou belt an 
Angell deſcended krom Heaven, oz a Furp aſcended from the 


vaſt Domintons ol D roſerpine: whether thou beſt ſom Fat: 
ry oz Silvene Ntinph, which tnhabits in theſe fatal Nds, 
oz elle an Earthiy Creature , foz thy ſins Tran mec into 
this Mulberry Tree, J am not fudge. Thcrefoze ſweet 
Samt, to whom mp heart muſt pap his Devetton, unfold tc

At which wozds the Champion gave her the con; teſie of 
bis Countrey, aud ſcaled her pꝛomiſes with a loving kite.

After which, beautifull Eglantine being aſhamed of het 
nake dneile, weabedherſelfe a Gazment of g2&ne Ruſhes, m⸗ 
termixed wich ſuch variety of ſundzy Flower s, that it ſurpaſ- 
ſed foz wonkmanſhip fþe Indian Paidens curious Weba: her 
criſped Locks of hapze continued ſt ill of the colour of the Pu- 
berry Tat: wheroby the ſ&medlike Flora tn her gꝛeateſt roy: 
ally, when the Fields wers bedccked with Natures Tapeſtzp. 

fter which ſh& walhed her Lilly Maus, aud Roſic-colou⸗ 
red Face in the Dew of Yeaven : which che gather td from a 
Bed of Utolets. Thus in her Gzen Ueſtiments, ſhe intends 
tn company of her true Love(the vallant Knight of France) to 
take her iournep toher Fathezs Couzt, being as ſhen ſhe King 
of chat Couutze p: wheze after ſome few dapes Lavell, they 
arrived ſafe-in the Couztof Theflaly, whoſe welcomes were 
to fhelr owne wiſhes , and fheir enteztainments moſt hono- 
rable: foz no ſonerdfd ſhe King behold his Daughte2s ſafe 
appꝛoach, ot whoſe: ſtzange Taanſfozmattion he was ever [gno< 
rant, but he fell mto ſuch a deadly l wonn, chzough the excerding 
toy of her pꝛeſence, fhat foz a time his ſenſes were without all 
vitall moving, and his heaz2timbzac dſo kindl her datnty body, 
and pꝛoffered ſuch couzteſte to tye ſf2ange Knight , that Saint 
Denis atcounted him the mirroz of all Conzteſte, and ſpe pat - 
tezne of tzue Nobility. 

After the Champion was unazmed, his ſtiffe aud weazy 
Limis were bathed in new Pilk aud white wine, he was con- 
baped toſwet-ſmelling fire made of Juniper, and the fir Egs 
lantine conducted by the Mathens of Yonoz toa pztvate Chams 
ber where ſhe was diſrobed of her Stlvane Atti ze, ano appa⸗ 
relled in a Pall of purple Silk: In which Court of Theflaly we 
will leave thts our Champion of France wilh his Lady, aud go 
fozwa2d in the Diſceuzſe of the other Champions, diſcob;emg 
what Adventuzes hapned to ſbem duzing the time of ſeven 
yeazs:1ut firft how Satnt lames the Champion of Spaine fel 
in love with a faire le, and how foz her ſoke he continued ſe⸗ 
ven peares dumb: and after, if Apollo gzant mp Pulſe the gift 
of Scholezilm, and dip my Pen in the Ink ol Art, J will not 
reſt my weai p hand, till J habe explatned ſhe honogable pꝛo⸗ 
c&dmgs of the Knights of England, France, Spaine, Italy, 
Scotland, Wales, aud Ireland, ts ſhe honour of Ch iſtendoui, 
and the diſhonour of all fpe A" Enemies of Chailt, 
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How Saint Iames the Champion of Spaine, continued ſever 
years dumb for the love ot a faire lew, and how he ſhould 
have bcene ſhet to death by che Maidens of teruſalem, with 
ot her things which chanced in his Travels.

After 
his her beard ſhe ſound of D2ums, and the cheerekull Ecchoes 
of Bie zen Trumpets,by which y Ualtznt Champlon expected 
ſome Heneurable P aſt ime, oꝛ ſome gzeat Turnament to bee 
at hand, which inderd ſo feilout : foz no ſoner did her caſt his 
vigilant eyes toward fye Caſt- ſide of ſhe City, but bee beheld 
a Z2op of well-appotnted Yozſe come Marching thꝛough fbe 
Gates:after them twelve Azmed nights mounted on twelve 
Wazlike Courlers, bearmg in their hands twelbe blood red 
Streamers whcreon was w2onght in Silk p Picture of Ado- 
nis wornded with a Boar: after them the U ing dꝛawne tn a 
Ct ariot by Spaniſh Jennets, (which being a certam kinde of 
Sterds engendzed by tþe Uind,) The Kings Guard wcre a 
hundzed naked Pozes, with Turkiſh Bowes and Dazts, 
fe-thcred wtth ki- bens wings: after chem marched Celeſtinc 
the Utngok leruſalems fair Daughter, mounted on a fame 
Untcon, tn her hw a Jabelin of Silber, and Armed with a 
152ealt plate of Gold, artificially wzought like the Scalcs of 
a Pozcupine, her Guard were an hurdzed Amizentan 
Dames clad in gien Silk: after kbem fol 0:v<da number cf 
Sag ires and Gentlemen, ſome upon Beba iin&teds, ſome 
upon Arabien Falferies, auo ſome on fat, in pace moze nim- 
ble chan the tripyumg Derze, and moe [witter wan the tame⸗ 
eſt Hart upon the Pountaines of II cIaly. 

Thus Nebuzaracan Gzeat ing of leruſalem ( foz ſo was 
her called, lolemnly bunted ta the UWitioernc ile of 1uda,) being 
a Counttep very much znnoyed with wild Lesſts, as we 
yen, the Leopard, the Poze, and ſuch like; mm which ex- 
erclle, the Ang appomted as tt 2 P3eclatgied bp his <1ct 
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Harrold at Armes, (che which bee heard repeated by a Shep: 
heard in fhe Field, ) that whoſoever lle w ſhe firſt wilde Beaſt 
in he Fozeſt , ſhould h*ve in reward a Cozſlet of Stel, ſo 
riclpengraven, chat it ſhonld be wozth a fhouſand ſtales of 
Silver. Df which honourable enter pꝛiſe when the Champton 
had under ſtnding, and with what liber all bountp fpe adven- 
turous Knights would be rewarded, his heart was fraught 
with tnvinctble courage, thirfting after gloztous attempts, 
not onelp foz hope of gam, but foz fhe deſtre of hon our, at 
which his illuſtrious and undaunted minde apmed at, to etex- 
nie his Deeds in fhe memozable Recozds of Fame , t to ſhme 
as a Chzpſtali Pirrour to all enſuing Times. So cloſing 
dow" hts Bever, and locking on his furniture,beſc red over 
fhe Platnes befoze the Hunters of leruſalem, tm pace maze 
fwift wan the winged Ulinds, till b& appꝛoached an old ſo: 
lifiry and unfrequented Fozreſt, wheretn her eſpied a huge 
and mighty wilde Boe lying befoze his PoſTy den, gnawing 
upon the mangled topynts of ſome Paſſenger , which her had 
mur tl ered as be trabelled th2ough the Fonreſt. 

This Boze was of wonderfull length aud bigneſſe, aud 
fo terrible to behold, 5 at the firſt ſight he almoſt daunted fye 
Courage of we Spaniſh Knight : foz his monſtrons heid 
lemed nglp and defozmed, his tips ſparkled like a fiery 
Furnice , his Tugkes moze ſhirpe fban pikes ol Steel, ad 
from his Noſtrils famed ſuch a violent bꝛeath, that ti ſa⸗ 
med like a Tempe ſtuous NAhirle winde, his 1B2iſtl:s were 
moe harder chan ſeben times melted Bꝛaſſe, and his Tail 
moe loathſome fhan a wzeath of Snakes: ner whom when 
Samt Iamcs app2oached, and beheld how he dꝛank che blad of 
Humane Creatures, and deboured the ir fleſh,he blew his Sil- 
ver Hanne, which as chen hung at the Pummell of his 
Saddle in aSc:rfe ol green Stlk: whereat the furtous Mon- 
fe: rouzed himſelf, aud moſt fiercely aſſailed the Noble 
Champion, which moſt nimbly leaped from his Yozſe, and 
with his Speare fkroke ſuch a violent blow againſt the bꝛeaſl 
of the 25922, that it ſbivered into twenty pieces. Then dꝛaw- 
ing his god FJauchton from his ſide, her gave him a ſecond en. 
counter: but all in vaine , foz her ſtroke as it were on a 
Rock of Stone, oz a Pillar of Aron, nothing hurtfull to the 
Baze: but at laſt with ſtaring epes ( which ſparkled like 7 2 
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hing Steel,) and with open Jawes, fbe greedy Monſter allat- 
led the Champion, intending to lwallow him alive: but the 
nimble {knight as then tzuſted maze upon policp than to foz- 
titude, and lo foz advantage ſkipped from plece to place, tit 
on a ſudden he fþ2uft his keen edged Curtle-Ax down his 
inteſtme tþ3oat, and ſo moſt viliantly ſplit his heart in ſun- 
der. The which being accompliſhed to his own deſite, bee 
cat off the Boares Head, and ſo p2eſented he honour of hto 
Combat to fhe King of [{cruſalem , who as then with his 
mighty Train of Knights, were but now entred the Foꝛreſt: 
who having gzactollp accepted the gift, and bountifullp ful - 
filled his pꝛomiſes, demanded the Champions Countrep, 
his Religion, and place of his Nativity : who no ſoner had 
intelligence chat he was a Chziſtian Rnight, and boane in fþe 
. Territozies of Spame but pzeſentip his patience exchanged 
into extream furp, and by tycſe wozds hee expꝛeſſed his cankes 
red ſtomack to'vard the Cba iſti in Champion. 

Lnow:f thou not, bold Unight ( ſaid the U ing of Icruſa- 
lem) that it i the Law of luda to harbour no uncircumci⸗ 
ſed man, but eicher to b mich him the lind, oz end his dapes 
by Come untimglp deaſh: Tou art a Chꝛiſti in ano fperefoze 
alt thou di:: not all thy Countrey Treaſures , the wealthy: 
Spanish Pines, noꝛ if all the Alpes, whlch divide the Coun- 
treves of Italy and Spam, were turned to Hills of bus niſlit 
Gold, aud made mp lawful Heritage, thep ſhould not reden 
thy life. Pet foz the honour thou haſt done in Inda J gzant 
the fbts fabour,bp the Law of Armes to chaſe thy death, elſe 
hadff thouſuffered a rigozous tozment. Mhich ſevere iudge⸗ 
ment ſo amazed the Champton , that deſperately hee would 
have killed bmſelf upon his own ſwozd, but that he thought it 
a maze Monour to ht3 82 to die tn ſhe defence of Chꝛi- 
ſteudome. So like a true Enobled night, fear ing neither the 
beats of the Jewes , noz the impartiali ſtroak of ſhe fatal 
Siſters, he gave this ſenterce of his own death Firſt her 
requeſted to be bound to a Pine T2c& wih his bzeaſt laid open 
naked agatnit the Sun: then to habe an houres reſpite to make 
his ſupplicat ion to his C2eatoz., and aftet wards to bie ſhot to 
death by a true Ui gm. | 

Which Wozds were no ſo er p2onounced, but hep diſ- 
armed him of his Furniture, bound him to a Pine Træ, 770 
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laid his bzeaft open, ready to enferfain fye bloody ftroke of 
Come anrelenting Paiden: but ſuch pittp, mekneſſe, mercy, 
aud ktade lenity lodged in the heart of every Maiden, that 
none would teke in haud oz bee the blodp Executioner of ſa 
b2avea Knight. At laſt the Tpꝛannous Nabuzaradan gave 
ſtrickt comandment upon pain of death fhat Lots Chould ber 
caſt among the Paidens of luda that were there pꝛelent, and 
to whom the Lot fell, ſhe ſhould be the fatall Executloner of 
the condemned Chaiſtian. But by foztune the Chance fell to 
Czlecſtine de Kings own Daughter, beg fþe Paragon of 
beauty, aut fhe fe iceſt aid ſhen living in leruſalem, in whoſe 
heaꝛt no ſuch derd of cruelty could be har boured, noz tn whoſe 
bane no blady Meapon could bee entertamed. In ſcend of 
deaths fatall inſtrument, thee ſhot towards his bzcaſt a deep 
ſtrained ſigh the true Weſlenger of lobe, and afterwards to 
Lcaven,ſhe wus made her humble Supplication.

4&0 gatycrt: ic ce ttt elack Berries 
from the Træs he Gtourevhis bod) all over liue a Blacks 
a woe: but pet conſidbi ing that his Couatiep ſpeech would 
dilcover him, intended like wile to coiitinne dumh all the time 
ol his refivence in leruſalem. 

So all things ozdered accozding to his deſire , bo kon 
his tonrnep co the Citp, whcre with ſignes ind other mo⸗ 
tions of dumbacfle, be decla ed his intent, which was —

vice of the king. Mole countenance when the King beheld, 
which ſeemed of the natur all colour of the Pozes, be little 
miſtruſted him to bee the Ch2iftzan Champion whom befoze 
he greatly envſed, but accounted him one of the bz: veſt In- 
din Lnfghts 2” eber his 45 beheld: cpereſme h en- 
ffatled him wih the honour of Unigbt, hwd and appointed 
him to bee one ot his Guard, and likewiſe his Daughters 
onelp Champion, Thus when Samt Iames of Spaine (aty 
himſelfe inveſted" in that honoured place, his ſonle was ra- 
viſhed with luch exc@ding toy, chat he thought no pleaſure 
comparable to his, no place of Eliſium hut the Court of leru- 
ſalem, and no goducfſe but his beloved Celeſtine» 

Long conttaued hee dumb, caſting fozth many a loving ſigh 
in tye pzeſence of his Lady and Miſtreſle, not knowing how 
to rebeale the ſecrets of his mtnve. 

So upon a time, there arzived in he Court of Nabuza- 
radan , ſhe Limg of Arabia , wich we Admirall of Babylon, 
both pzeſuming upon the lobe of Celeſtine, and craving her 
in the wap of marriage, but ſhe exempted ali thete motions 
of love from her chaſte minde, onelp butldmg her thoughts 
upon the Spaniſh Knight, which ſhe ſuppoſed to bee in his 
own Colintrey. 

At whoſe melancholp paſſions her tmpoztunate Suto2s, 
che King of Arabia, and the Homirall of Babylon marvelled : 
and thercfoze intended upon an cvening to pzeſent her with 
ſome rare deviſed maske. So choſing out fit Conſozts fon 
khetr couztlp paſtimes, of which number rye Bing off Arabia 
was Chief aud fit ſt Leader of the Zratne, p great Admirall of 
Babylon was the ſec ond, and her own Champion Saint lames 
che third, who was called m the Cou:t by fpe name of the 
dumb Knight, in this mauner the mask wss perfamed. 

Firſt, entreda molt exceilent Conſozt of Muſtck , after 
them fhe afozſatz Maskers in cloath of gold, moſt conrtoully 
imbzoidered, aud danced a cour ſe about the Mall, at the end 
whereof the King of Arabia pzeſented Celeſtine with a co łly 
Swond, at the Vilt where of hang a ſilver Globe, aud upon 
the pomt was greted a golden Crowne: then the Malick 
ſounded another courſe, of which che Admirall of Baby- 
lon was Leader, who pzeſcnted her wich a Ueſture of pars 
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Silk, of tbe colour of fhe Katn Bow, bzought in by Diana, 
Venus, aud Iuno: which being done, he Puſick ſounded 
che third time, in which courſe Saint lames ( thotigh un. 
known ) was the Leader of tbe Dance, who at the end tycre- 
of likewile pzeſented Celeſtine wich a Garland of (wat 
Flowers, which was bzought in by the chꝛer Gzaces , aus 
put upon her head. Afterward fye Chzifftan Charapton tn» 
tending to diſcover himſelfe unto his Lady and Miſtreſſe tœk 
her by the lilly hand, and led her a ſtately MoziſcoDance, which 
was no ſoner finiſhed, but he offered her the Diamond Utng 
which ſhe gabe him at his departure, in the Mods, the which 
the 3 kne to by the Poeſie, andſhoztly after had intelli⸗ 
gence of his long continued dumbneſs,hts counterfeit colsur, 
his changing ol nature, and ſhe great danger chat he put himſelt 
to foz her lake: which cauſed her with all fhe ſperd ſh& could 
voſſtblp make, to bzeak off company, and to retire into a <am- 
ber which ſhe had hard by, where the ſame evening ſhe had a 
long conference with her true aud faithfull Lover and advertu⸗ 
rous Champion: ana to conclude, hep made ſuch agreement be⸗ 
twixt chem, that the lame night, unknown to any in the Court, 
thee bade Icruſalem adue, and by the light of Cynthia's glt- 
ſteringbeames ſtole from her Fathers Pall ce, where in com⸗ 
pany of none but Saint lames, ſhe fok her tourney toward 
the Countrep of Spainc, But ſhis noble night bp policy pꝛe⸗ 
bented all enſumg dangers, foz be ſhod his Hozſe bickwards, 
whereby when chep were miſſed in the Court, they might ber 
followed the contrarp wap. 

By this means eſcaped the two Lovers from the kurp 
of the Jews, and aritved ſafelp in Spain, in the City of Sivil, 
wherein the bzave Champion Saint 'ames was ban: where 
now wer leave them foz a time to thefr own contented minds. 
Alſo pafſing over the hur ly burly in \cruſalem foz the lefſs 
of Ccleſtine, the vaine purſutes of adbenturous Knights, in 
{Topping the Pozts ano Havens, the pꝛeparing of freſh Hoꝛſe 
to follow them, ans fye muſtering of Souldiers to parſue thems 
we frar tick pions of the King foz his Daughter, the me- 
lancholy moane of the Admirall of Bat ylon foꝭ his Miſtreſſe, 
and the wotull lamentationof the Arabian King, fa his Lady 
med Lobe: wer will returne to the Adventures of the other 
Chziſttan Champions, 3 
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The terrible Battell betwixt Saint Anthony the Champion ct 
Italy; and the Gyant Blanderon; & after ward of his ſtrange 
entertainnient ii, the Gyants Caltle, by a Thracian Lady; 
and what hapncd to him in the ſame Caſtle, 


LT was at that time offhe year,when the Earth 
was newly deckt with ber Summers livery, 
when the Noble and Ycrotcall minded Cham: 
pton Saint Anthony of Italy arrtbed in Thra⸗ 
cia, where he ſpent his ſe ven pears @ra:

once attempt to with tand, but wich the danger of their whole 
Ceuntrey. The Gpants name was Blandecron, his Caſtle of 
fpe pu cſt Mar ble Stone, his Gates of pellow 152afſe , and 
over the p2incipall Gats was Gzaven in Letters of Gold,

After her had read what was h zitten over tye Gate, deſire of 
Fame lo tnconragedhim, ano the ch irſt of Honour ſo imbold- 
ned his valiant minde , that he either bowed to rederm theſe 
Ladies from their ſervitude, oz die with honour by the furp of 
the Gpaut, So going fo the Caſtle Gate, he ſtroke ſo be- 
hementlp chereon, with che Pummell of bis Swozd, fhat if 
ſounded like a mighty Thunder clap: Mhereat Blanderon 
ſuddenly ta: ted up, being faſt all@p cloſe by a Fountatnes 
ſide, and came pacing fozth at ſhe Gate wifh an Dke T2e& up- 
on his neck: who at che ſight of the Italian Champion ſolightly- 
flouriſhed it about his head, as though it had been a light Cur- 
tle-Are, and with theſe Mods gave the noble Champion 
entertainment. 

What Fury hath incenſt thy over boldned minde ( p2ond 
p2incock ) thus to adventure fþp feble-fozce , againſt the vi⸗ 
olence of my ffrong Armes: J fell ther: haddeſt thou ſhe 
frengfh of Hercules, who boze the Mountain Atlas on his 
ſhoulders, oz the policy ol Vliſſes by which the City of Troy 
wagrutnated, on the mightof Xerxes, whoſe Multitudes dzunk 
up the Rivers as they paſſed : pet ali too feeble , weak, and 
impotent to encounter with che mighty Gpant Blanderon: 

cy fozce J eſteem like a blaſt of winde, anc thy ſfrok:s as 
a feivd2ops of water: Zhercfoze betake the to thy weapon, 
which J compare to a 15ul-ruſh;foz on this gzound will J mea- 
ſure out thy Gzave, ad after caſt thy feLle Palferp with one 
of mp hands, headlong down this ſterpy Mountam. 

Thus boafted the batn-gloztons pant, upon his own 
ſtrength. During which time, wwe valozous aud har dy Chams 
plon had alighted from his Hozlſe, where after bee had made

committedhis Foztune to fhe imparttall Qucene of Deſtiny, 
her appꝛoached within fþe compalle of che Gpants reach, who 
with his gzeat Dkeſo nimbly beſtird him, with ſuch vehe- 
ment blowes, chat tyey ſemed to ſhake fhe Earth, and to rat 
tle againſt the Maus of fhe Caſtle like mighty fhunder-claps, 
aud had not the politick Knight continually skipped from 
we fury of his blowes, be had bene b2mſed as ſmall as fleſh 
unto fpe Pot, foz everp ſtroke fhat the Gpant gave, the rot of 
his Okeentred at theleafſt two oz th2& inches deep into the 
g20und- But ſuch was the wiſedome and policy of the wozthy 
Champion, not to withſtand the fozce ol his Ueapon, till the 
Gpant grew b2eathleſſe,zad not able b2ongh his long labourto 
lift the Dake abobe his head, and likewiſe the heat of the Sun 
was ſo tntcl-rable (by reaſon of the extreame heighth of the 
Mauntatne, and fhe mighty waight of his Jron Coat) that the 
ſweat of the Gpants Bꝛowes ran into his eyes, and by fhe rea- 
ſon that he was (ſo extreamci fat, hee g2ewſo blind, ſhat he 
could not ſ& to endure Combat wich him any longer, and as 
farre as he could percetbe would have retp2ed oz runne back 
a1ame into his owne Caſtle, but that be Italian Champion 
with a bold courage aſſatled che Gpant ſo ſtercely, tbat he 
Was fazccd to let his Dke fall, and ſtaud ga'ping foz bzeath, 
wich when this Noble Knight beheld, wild a fi eſh ſupylp he 
rcaouvied his blowesſo couragtouſlp , chat they battered on 
tye Gpants Armour like a ſtozme of winters Haile, wherebp 
at laſt, Blanderon was compelled to ask the Champion mer- 
cy aud to crabe at his hands ſome relpite of b2cathing :; but 
his demand was in batne , foz the valtant intght ſuppoſed , 
now oz never to obtatne the Honour ol fþe dap, and therefoze 
reſted not his wearp Arm, but redoubled blow after blow, till 
che Gpant foꝛ want of bzeath, and ſhzough che anguiſh of his 
deep gaſhed wenads, was fozced to give ty? UWozid a farewell, 
and do peeld the riches of his Caſtle to the moſt renowned 
Conqueroz O. Anthony, the Champion of Italy: Bat by that 
time the long and dangerous enconnter was finiſhed, and ſhe 
Gpant Blanderon's Head diſſeber ed ft om his body,y Sun ſat 
mounted on the higheſt part ol be Elements, which canſed 
the dap to be extream hot and ſultry, whereby the Champions 
Armour ſa extrean Ip ſcalded him, hat he was conſtramed to 
unbzac ehis Coallet, an to lap ide his Burgonet, aud to rep 
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his body on che cold Earth , onely to mitigate his ober- 
hurfþened heat. But ſuch was the unnaturall coleneſſe of 
pe Earth, and ſo unkindly to his over-labourcd bodp, that 
the melted greaſe of his inward parts was caled ſud- 
denly » whereby his body received ſuch unnaturall diſtem⸗ 
perature , bat che vapozs of the Carth Croke pꝛelently 
to his heart, by which bis vitali apze of tife was excluded, 
aud his body wichout ſenſe oz moving: where in the merep

During which time faire Roſſalinde (one of the Daugh⸗ 
ters of the Thracian Ring; being as then Pziſoner in che 
Caſtie) by chance loked over the Mals, and eſpyed the 
body of the Gpant head leſſe, under whoſe ſuhtect ion thee had 
continned in great ſervi.ude, foꝛ the time of ſeven Poneths. 
likewiſe by him a Unight unarmed , as ſhe chonght pans 
ting foz breach, che which e La5y twdged to be the Knight 
fhat had llatne tye Gpant Blanderon , and fpe man by whom 
her deltberp ſhould ve rccoveied, ſhe pꝛeſently de ſceuded 
the Mals of ihe ©:ftle , and ran wich all ſped to the ad- 
ventur cus Champion, whom the found dead. But pet be- 
ing notping diſcouraged ol his recovery , feeling as pet a 
wärme blod in everp member, retired back with all ſped 
to the Caſtle, and lechta Boxe of p2ectons: Balme ,. the 
which the Gpant was wont to poure into his wonnds f 
ter his Encounter with any Knight : with which Balme 
this curtecus Lady c<afed every part of . fye bzeathleſſe 
Champions body , one while waſhing his ſtiffe 1 tmbs 
with her (alt teares, ſhe which like pearles fell from ber 
epes , another while d2ying tp:m with ys Treſles of ber 
golden hapze, Which hung dangling tn tige UWtnd , ken 
chafing his libelcMe body egatne wifh a Balme of a con- 
trarp nature, but pet no ſfan2 of lite could ſhe eſpte m 
the dead Knfzht: which cauſed her te grow deſperate of 
all hope ok his recovery. Therefoze like a loving, merke, 
aud kinde Ladp, conſidering hee had loft. his life foz her 
ſake, hee tntended to beare him company in deach, aud: 
with her owne hands to finiſh up ber dapes, and to die 
upon his Bzeaſt, as Thisbe died upon the 152ealt of ber true 
Pyramus: tperefozeas ſhe Swa me fings awhile before her

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death,ſo his ſozrowfull Lady warbled fozfh fbis Swan like

This wokull ditty was no ſoner ended, but the deſpe- 

rate Lady unſheafhed che Champions Sword, which as 
pet was all beſpzinkled with the Gpants blood, aud being 
xt fhe ber y point to execute her intended Tragedy, and fþ2 
tharp-edged weapon derictly againſt her Jvazy Bzeaſt, ſhe 
heard fhe diſtreſled night give a grie vous x terrible grom, 
whersat ſhe ſtopped her remozſeleſſe hand, aud with moze 
diſcretion tendered her owne ſafety : foz by this time the 
Balme wherewith che ann opnted his body, by wonderfull 
operation, recovered the dead Champion, inſomuch chat 
after ſome few gaſps and geabtie ſigbes, he raiſed up his 
ſtiff Limbesfrom che colo Earth , wbere like one caſt into 
a Lrance , foz a time be gazed up aaodowne the Mountain, 
but at the laſt having recovered his loſt Senſes, cſpted fþe 
Thracian Damlell ſt and bp not able to ſpeak one wazd,her top 
ſo abounded : Bat after ſome continuance of time, he revealed 
to her the manner of his d inger ous encounter, and ſucceſſe- 
full Uiaozy; and ſhe the cauſe of his recoverp, mod hex intended 
Tragedy. Where, after many {inde ſalutations,ſhe co ixte- 
oully tok him by the h ma, aud led him into the Caſtle, where 
fog that night ye lodgedhis weary Limbes in an eiite Bed 
ſtuſfed with Turtle Featbers,andſofteſt Thiſtle Down: fe 
Chamber where he lip, had ag nany TUindowes as chere were 
Months tn tor pe r, aud 45 map dozes, as there were Quar- 
ters in a peare, and fo de ſcribe the curious Architecture, aud 
fpe artificial Wozkmanthip of the place, were to tedtons , 
and.a wozk without end. . 

But to be ſhozt, tbe noble minded Knight leptſoundlp af-- 
ter his dang: rous battell, wiſhout miſtruſt of Treaſon, oz re- 
bellious cogitatiõs, tul golden Phoebus bade him gad-mozrows 
Chen riſing out of vis l oathfull Bed, he At! pꝛed himſelfe, not 
in his wonted Yabiliments of War, but in purple Garments. 
accmading to the time of peace and ſo mtended ta over view 
khe rarities ol the Coſtle: But the Lady Roſſalinde all. the. 
mozning was buli d in lwking to his hoz(2,pzeparing „ 
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foz his repaſt, aud in making a fire agamſf his up- x (ſing, 
where after h& had refreſht his weary ſptrits wich a datnty 
Banket, and carouſed down two oz th2& Bowles of Gzakith 
wine, he after by tye counſell of Roſſalinde, ſtripped the Gy: 
ant from his Jron Furniture , aud left his naked body upon a 
craggy Rock, to be devoured of hung zy Ravens : which being 
done, che Thracian UNirgiu diſcovered all fhe ſecrets of the Ca- 
{fle to the adventurous Champion: Firft,ſhe led him to a lea: 
den Tower: where hung a hundzed well appzoved Corllets, 
with ocher martiall Furniture, which were type [poples of ſuch 
nights as be had violently Cati: after that, ſhe bꝛought him 
to d Stable, wherein od a hundzed pampered Jades, which 
daily fed upon noth ing but humane deſh: Agamſt it was di- 
reſtly placed the Gyants oon lodging, his Bed was of Iron, 
Coded with mighty Wars of Stele, the Teſtern eas Cove- 
ring ol Car ved Bꝛaſſe, che Curtains were of Leaves ol Gold, 
aud the reſt of a ſtrange and wonderfull ſob{iaiicc of the colour 
of fhe Element: after fat ſhe led him to a bꝛoad Pond of wa- 
ter moze cleer than quick ſilber, he Streams wheteof lay con- 
itnnaup as ſmotnas Chap ſtall, whereon ſwam fir mia⸗ 
white Swans with Cr owns of Gold about their necks. 

O here, ſatd che Thracian Ladp, begins the hell of all my 
gziefe. At which wozds a peat ed hawze of teares ran from 
pe conduits of her cyes, that foz a time ſacp ſtaid the paſſage 
of her tongue: but having diſcharged her heart from a few 
ſozrowkullüghes, (hee began tn fþts mainzr to tell her foze- 
p:lled foztunes : 

Theſe ſix milk⸗ white Swans, mot honourable night, 
you behold lwimmmg tn die River (quo d che Lady Rolla- 
linde) be mpaaturali Siſters, both by birth and blod, and all 
Daughters to fhe Ling of Thrace, being now Governoz of 
this nnhappp Countrep, and che beginning of our impziſon- 
ment began in bis un foꝛtunate manner: : 

The King mp Father, ozdatned a ſolemne hunting to ber 
holden tþ2ough the Lind, in which honourable Paſttme, my 
ſelfe in company cf my lix Siſtes was pzeſent, So in the 

middle of our Spozts, when the Lozds and Barons of Thra - 
cia were tn Chale after a mtghfp thee Lycn , the Heavens 
(uddenly beganne to lowze, the Firma rents over. caſt, 
aud a generall darkneſſe over ſpzead the Face of the *,yole

Earth: then pzeſently roſe ſuch a Þfozme of Lightthg and 
Thunder, as dad Heaven and Earth had met together: by 
whit our Lozdly Trop of Knights and Barons were ſepara- 
ted one krom anocher, and we pee Ladies foited,bp mie foz- 
tune to [&k fo2 ſhelter under che bottome of this high ana 
ſterpy Pountatne: wyere,when this craell Gyant Blanderon 
eſpped tip, as he walked upon his Bartlements, he ſuddenly 
deſcended the Potinfaine, and fetcht us all under his Arm up 
tnto fye Caſtiè, where ever ſince wee have lived in great ſer- 
bitude; and fog de wonderfull Transfozmation of my fi 
Siſters, fbus it came to paſſe as followeth : 

Upon a time the Gpant being over - charged with Mine, 
grew enamoured upon dur Beauties, aud d ſtred much to en⸗ 
top p pleaſutes of dur Airginictes, dur excellent gifts of Na- 
ture ſo enflamed his minde with Wulk, hat he would have foz- 
ted us everp ort to ſatisſte his ünfull deſires: hœ tok my 
fhemStffers one by one tnto his Lodging, thinking to defloure 
bat cheir earneſt pꝛapers ſo pzebatled m the ſight of God, 
that he p2eſcrved their Chaſtittes by a moſt ſtrange and won- 
de: full Ptracle,and turned fþeir comly Bodies into we Shape 
of milk-white Swans, even tn the ſame Fozme as here pcn t 
fyemſwimmtng, So when this monſtrous Gpant ſaw that 
his mtent was croſt, and how there was none left behind to 
ſopplp his want, but my unfoztunate ſeife, he refrained his 
filthy luſt,not violating mp honour wich any Came of taf my, 
but kept me ever ſince a moſt pure Utrgin,only with (wet 
in ſpiring Pultck to b2ing him to his ſlep. 

Thus gade pon hearo ( moſt Noble 1znight ) che true Dil. 
courſe of mp moſt unhaypp Feztunes , aue the wonderfull 
Trane foꝛmation of my ſtr StTers, whole loffe to this day ts 
greatly lamented aoughout all Thracia: aud with that woꝛd 
thee made an end of her Ttagicall Diſcourſe, not able to 
utter the reſt foz wezptng. Ulyereat the night being oppꝛeſ⸗ 
(ed (hen with like ſozrow tmbzaced yer abcut the lender waſt, 
aud thus kindly began to comfozt her: 

Mp molt deare «aud kinde Lady, within whole counte- 
nance J ſ how Uertae it enthzonized, aud in whoſe minde 
lives true magnanimitp, let cheſe few Mods ſuffice to com- 
fot thy (ozrowfull Togitationg. F izſt, ihmk wat the Mea⸗ 
vens ars moſt beneficiail E the , tn Prong By 
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chaſtity kom fye G pants inſatiate de ſtres: fhen fog fhy deli 
very by my tnemzes from thy llaviſh ſervitude : thirdly aud 
laſtly, fhat wou remaining tn chy naturali ſhape and like. 
neſſe, mapeſt live to bee fhe meanes of fby Siſters Zranſ- 
fozmatiens: Therefoze dzp ap theſe Chꝛyſtali pearled teares, 
and bid thy long continued ſozrowes adue: fon griefe is com- 
— 1 with deſpatre , aud deſpatre a pzocurer of infamous 
death. | 

Thus fhe wofull Thracian Ladp was comfozted by the 
noble Chziſtian Champion: where, after a few kinde gret- 

ings , ſpep intended to Travell to her Fafhers Court, were 
to relate what had hapned to her Siſters tn the Caſtle , like⸗ 
wilc be Gpants contuſion, aud her own ſafe delivery, by 
the illuſtrious Pzowcfle of fhe Chʒlſt tan Knight. So faking 
the keyes of the Caſtle, which wereof a wonderfull waight, 
tyep locked up the Gates, aud paced hand in hand downe the 
ftepp Mountaine , till thep appzoached the Thracian Cont, 
which waz diftant from wwe Caſtle ſome ten miles: but by 
that time thep had a ſight of the Pallace, the Sunne was wan 
dꝛed to fy; under UWozlv,and the light of Heaven (ate muffled 
up in Clouds of pilch, the which not a little diſcontented the 
wearp Trabellers: but at laſt coming to her Fathers Gate :, 
toe p ye-ird a ſolemn ſound of 1Bels, ringing fbc funeral! knell 
of lome Noble State: the cauſe of which ſolemne ringing 
th: y demanoded of the Pozter , who tn bis manner expzcl: 
led the truth of the matter into them. 

Faire Lady , and moſt renowned Unight (ſaid fye Poz⸗ 
tet) fo2 ſo youſeeme , both bp pour ſpeeches aus honourable 
demands, the cauſe of fþis ringing is fo; the loſſe of we kmgs 
ſeven Daughters, the number of which Bels be ſeben, called 
after the names of the ſeben Þ2mccies, which never pet have 
tcaſed fhetrTolefall melody,ſince tye departure of the unhappp 
Ladiee,noz never muſt, unt ill iopfull at wes be heard of «tr 
ſafe return. 

Then now their taskes be ended, (ſafd ſhe noble minded 
Roſſalinde) fo we bztng happp newos of the ſeven Pzm- 
ceſſes abidings. At which wozds the Pozter being raviſhed 
with lop, tn all haſfe ranne to the Steple, and cauſed we 
Bels to ceaſe. Whrreat the King of Thrace being at his 
Ropail Supper, aut hearing ſhe Bels to ceaſe weir wontcy 
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melody, ſuddenly ſtarted up from his Pzincely Seat, and 
like a man amazed ranne to the Pallace Gate, whereas her 
found his Daughter Roflalinde tn company of a ſtrange 
Knight : which when her beheld, his top ſo cxcaded, ftat bee 
[wounded in his Daughters boſome,butbeing recovered to his 
fozmer ſenſe he b2ought ſhe m up into his Þ2mcelp hall, where 
their entertamments were ſo honourable, and ſo gracious m 
the epes of the whole Court, chat it were to tedfous and over. 
long to deſcribe ; but their top continued but a ſhozt ſeaſon; foz 
it waspzeſently daſht with Roſſalindes Tragitcall Diſcourſe: 
foz fhe god old King when be heard of his Daugbters Trauſ- 
fomations, and how they lived in the ſhape of Pitke-White 
© van, be rent his Locks of ſilver hapze, which time had 
dyed with we pledge of wildome: his rich Jmbzopdered Gar- 
mints bee toꝛe in many pieces, aw clad his Aged Limbes 
in a dilmall black, and ſable Mantle, as dilcontented wen 
as the wofull ing of Troy, when her bebeld his owne Sonne 
dꝛagged by the ha ac of his head up aud downe he Streets: 
a'lo hee cemmangoed , that his Bnights aud adbenturous 
Che mpions, tn ſtead of gliſtertng Armour, ſhould wcare the 
Weeds of Death, moꝛe black in huc than Winters darkeſt 
nigyts , ano all the Co.'\rtly Ladtes aud gatiant Thracian 
Puideys, in ſtead of ſilken Ueſtiments, b& commanted to 
wear both heabie, ſad, aud malancholp Dznaments, ano even 
ds imfo à lolemne funeral, to attend zim to the Gpauts 
Caſf'e; any tyrre obſequioullp to offer up unto the angry 
Deſt mies, manp a bittet ſigh and teare, tn remembzance of 
his Transfozmmed Daughters: which Decree of the ſozr ow- 
full Thracian King mas x ei fozmed with all convenient ſpeed 2 
foz the next moznirg no ſ@ner hd Phoebus caſt hie beauty 
into the Umgs Bes- chamber, but her apparalled himlelfe m 
mourning Gazwents, and in company of his melancholp 
Trame, ſet fozward to his wotaull Gilgzimage. But here 
we muſt not foaget the P2incely: minded Champion of Italy, 
Po; the noble Lady Roſſalinde, who at the kmgs de par tm e 
towards che Caſtle, craved leo be to ſtay behinde, ano not ſo 
ſuddenlp to begin new Travels: whereunto tþ2 Bing 
quick condeſccnded, conſidering tbeir late tourney the eve- 
ning befoge: ſo taking the Caſtle Eepes from the Champt-. 


on, her bade htc Pallace * aud committed his Faure 
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to his ſozrowfull tourney ; where wer leave him mn a would 
of diſconfented paſſions, aus awhile Diſcourſe what hapned ta 
the Ch2ifffan Champion and his belobed Lady: fog by that 
1775 we Sur de had thaice meaſured the Wozid with his 
teſtlege Steves, an thzice his ſiſter Luna wand2ed to the 
Melt, we Noble Italian night grew weary of his long 
continued reſt, and thought it a great diſhonour apd a lcau:

The bzadeſt and boldeff Knight 
fyat ever wandzed by ſhe way , and the moſt lovelieſt Lady 
that ever eye heheld.

vsure one another, from which people tyis noble Champion 
was ſtrangelp delivered, where after he had wandzed ſome 
certaine dapes , neither ſœing the gladſomebzightneſſe of the 
Sunne, nom the comfoztable countenance of ſhe Pon, but one⸗ 


ly 
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ly guided by duskie Planets ofthe Elements, he hapned fo a 

ale of walking Spirits: which he ſuppoſed to be the ber 
Dungeon of burning Acheron: theze he heard the blowmg 
unſeen fires,b20pling of Furnaces, ratling of Armour, tram: 
pling of Bozſes , gingling of Chames, lumbzing of Iron, 
roaring of Spirits, and ſud like hozctble nopſes, that it 
made the Scotiſh Champion almoſt at his wits end: But pet 
having an undaunted courage, cxempting all feare, he humblp 
made his Supplication to Yeaven, tyat God would deliver 
him from that diſcontented place of ferro; ; and ſo p2eſeytly as 
the Champion kneled upon the barren ground ( whereon grew 
neither her b, flower, grefſe , no my ofher gren thing ) her 
b:held a cer tatne flame ul Fire , walking up ane down befoze 
him , whereat h& grew mm ſuch an extaite of frare, that her 
ſfod foz « time amazed, wheer it wefhre beſt to go foz ward oz 
to ſt nd ſtill: But pet cecaling his Cences, he remembzed 
himlelfe, how he had read in fozmcr times of a going Fire 
called Ignis facuus, the Fire of Deſtiny, by ſo ne, Will with 
Foe Wilp,oz Will with he Lanthon; and liketotfe, by ſome 
ſimple Country people, The faire maid of Ireland, which com⸗ 
. to lead wand2aig Tavellers out of their wapes: 
The like imagmattons entced che Chimoions minde. Do en- 
couraging him elfe wi v bis one conceites. and hearing up 
bis dullſences, late opp2:0:d wich extream fear, he direitly 
followed fhe going Fire, which lo tuſtly went befoze hien, wat 
by the li ne e Oder of the night had climedtwelve Degrees 
tn the Sodiock, her was ſafely delivered from the Uale of 
walk ing Spirits, by the direction of the going Fire. 

Now began the Sunne to dance bout the Firmament, 
wyich he had not ſcene tr many Þcneth brfoze 2: wheren his 
dull ſenres much reiopc d, lenng long covered befoze with 
darkneſle, that ever p ſtep he trode was as pleaſurable , as 
fbough hee had walked in a Gal den bedeckt wich au kinde of 
fragrant Flowers, 

At laſt, wiizout avp further mole ſtatton, he arrived wih - 
in fbe Territoztes of Thracia, à Countrep as i ou he rd in che 
former Chapter, adozned wich ide beauty of miny faire 
Mods and Foztefts , fp20.igy which he travelied with 
ſmatl reft , and leſſe dp, till be came to ſhe fot of the 
Pountame, whereupou ſtod che Caſtle wheretn the pon 
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King of Thracia tt company of his ſozrowfull Subiecks, fill 
lamented fhe uthhappp ive of his fix ters, tur: 
ned mto Swans having Crowns of Gold obonit heir ne ckes; 
When we valtant Champion Samt ndrew beheld the lof- 
ty Situation of the Caſtle, aud the tvincih'e ſfrength ttſem- 
ed ts bie of, he expected ſome (tramge Adventure to befail him 
in {ye latd Caffle: Ss pꝛeparing his þwezd m resdmkile, and 
buckling cloſe his Armour, which was a ſhirt of lil ver Patle 
tm lightnele in Travell, de climed che Pomtam, whereupon 
be eſpted the Gpant lying upon a craggy Rock, with Limbs 
and Members all tent aud tone bp the fary of hunger · ar ved 
Fowles : which loathſome ſpectacle was no littie wonder to 
the wozthy Champton, conſider ing the mighty Stature ano 
bignefſe of the Gpant: where leabwg his putrifted bodp to fye 
Winds, be appzoathed the Gates: where after he had read fhe 
Superſcription ober the ſame, without any mterruptton en: 
tread the Caffle, whence he expect ed a fterce encounter by ſome 
Knight that hould have defended the ſame ; but all fhtngs fell 
ↄut contrary to his tinagination,foz after he had found many a 
ſtrange novelky and hidden ſecret cloſed in che lame, he chaͤn⸗ 
ced at laſt to come where the Thracians dulp odſerved 
their Ceremonious Pournings, which tn this ozder was daily 
perfozmed, firſt upon Sundayes, tohich tn fhat Countrey is tye 
fic dap in the Mek all the Thracians Attized themſelves af- 
ter the manner of Bacchus Pzteftg, and bnrned perfumed In⸗ 
cenſe, wich wert Arabian Frankincenſez upon a Religious 
Shzine, which they offered co the Sunne, as chiefe Governcur 
of that dap. y mking chereby to appeaſe the angry Deftintes, 
aud ſo rgcover e unhappy Ladtes fo thetr foamer Sh:pes : 
upon Mondapes clad in Gat ments after the manner of Stl- 
vanes, a colour like to fye waves of rye Sea, they offered np 
weir wofull teares to the Pone , being the Gutder and Yt- 
fireſſe of that day: upon Lueſdayes like Souldters trailing 
their Banners tn the dot, au» Dzums ſaunding ſad ans dole: 
foll melodp, in ſigne of diſcontent, they committed their pz0- 
tckdings to the pleaſnre of Mars, being Riler ano Gutder of 
that dap: upon Wedneſday like Scholars, unto Mercury: up⸗ 
on Thurſdap, like Pofentates , to love: upon Friday like 
Lovers,with [wert ſoundiug Pulick to Venus: t upon Satur⸗ 
dap like manual P3ofellozs,to the angry t „ . 
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Thus che wofull Thracian King, with bis ſozrowſull ſub- 
fects, conſumed ſeven Poneths away, one while accufing 
Foztune of deſpight, another while the Heavens of iniuſtice: 
the onefoz his Thildzens Tranfozmations,the other foz fhefr 
long limited puniſhments. But at laſt. , when the Scotiſh 
Champion heard what bitter moan we Thracian mate a- . 
bout the Alber, he demanded the canſe,and to what purpoſe 

obſerbed ſuch vain Ceremonies , contemning tye Pate⸗ 
of Ichovah, and onely wozthipping but outward ano vatn 
ods: to whom ſhe N. after a few ſad tears ffrapned from 
fþe conuits of his aged eps, Replyed in this manner. 
Moſt Noble Knight, fo ſo pouſeem by pour geſture ana 
olber outward appearance, (quoth the King, ) if pou deſire 
to know the cauſe cf our continuall grief, pzepare pour ears 
to hear a Tragick eue wofull Tale, whereat me thinks J 
ſe the Clements begin to mourn and cover their Azured 
countenance with ſale Clouds. Theſe Þtlkwhite Swans 
ponſ&e, whoſe necks are beantified wich golden Crowns, 
are mp fix n turall Daughters, Transfozmed tanto this 
Swan like ubſtance, by the a;pontment of the Gods: foz of 
late this Caſtle was kept by a crnell Gpant named Blande- 
ron, who bi biolence would have raviſhrd fhem, but the Þ: a- 
bens to p zeſer ve their Chaſtities, pzeventcd his luſt full 
deſiies, and Tran. fozmed fheir 1Beautifull Bodies to fbeſe 
milk white Swens: And now ſeven times the <&refull 
Spzing hath rene wed the Garth witha Summers Liverce: 
aud (even times the nipping Winter Froſts have bereaved 
the Zrees ol leaf and bud, ſince firff mp Daughters loft their 
Utrgins ſhapes; Seven Sumers habe hey wum upon this 
Chꝛyſtall Stceame:; where, tn ſtead of rich attpze, aud im- 
bzopdeied Ueſtments, their (moofh ſilver coloured Fea- 
wers adozre their comelp Bodies: Pzincelp Pallaces, 
wherein thep were wont, like tripping Sea-nymps, to dance 
their meaſures up aud down , are now erchinged into cold 
ſtreames of water: wherem cheir &tefeff melodie, io the 
murmuring of cold liquid bubbles, and che ir iopfulneſt pleaſure 
to hear the harmonp of humming Bes, which ſome Poets call 
fhe Puſes birds. 

Thas have pou heard (moſt wozfhp Knight) fbe rufull 
Tragedy of my Daughters, = whoſe lakes J witl(pen» _— 
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remnant of mp dapes heabilp, complapning of their long ap, 
pointed puniſhments, about p Banks of thts unhappy river, 
Mh ich ſav Diſcouzſe was no ſoner ended, but the Scotiſh 
night (having a mindefurniſhed with all P2incelp fboughts 
aud à tongue waſht in che Fountaine of Eloquence ) thug 
Replyed, to che comfozt aud g2eat reioycing of tye Compauy. 
Polk noble King ( quofh the Champton ) pour heabie ang 
dolozous D iſconzſe bath conff2ained my heart to a wonder- 
full paſſton, au compelled mp verp ſoule to rue pour Daugb- 
tezs miſezies: But pet a gzeater gzic e and deep*r ſozrow 
than that bath taken poſſeſſion in my Bꝛeaſt, whezeaf mp 
epes habe beene witneſſe, and mp eares unhappp beriers of 
our mtsbeltefe, I mean pour unchzifticn Faith : Foz J have 
ene ſiace my firſt arrivall into this ſame Caſtle, vour pꝛo⸗ 
phane aud va ine Wozſhipping of ſtzange and f lſe gods , 8s 
of Phoebus, Luna, Mars, Mercury, and ſuch like Poeticall 
Names, wyich p Pate y of High ichovahutterlp contemns. 
But magnificent Goveznour of Thracia, if pou fa k te reco⸗ 
ver pour Danghtezs haypinefſe by Humble Pzapezs, and to 
obtaine pour (oules content by true teazes, pou miſt aban⸗ 
don all ſuch vame Cezemontes, wich true humility Bele ve 
tn the Chziſtians God, which is the God of wondezs, ano 
chiefe Commander of che ronlimg Elements, in whoſe quazzell 
this uncorquezed Am, and this undaunted Heat of mme ſhall 
fight: aud now be it known to he, gzeat A ing of Thrace, chat 
A am a Chziſtian Champion, bp bizih a Knight of Scotland, 
beazing mp Ccuntreps g2mes upon mp Bzeaſt (fo inded 
thezeon her boze a Silver Crofle ſet in blue Silk) aud tur ze- 
foze in the Hononr of Chziſtendome, J challenge fozth the 
pzoudeſt Knight at Armes, agamſt whom J wtti mamtam 
that o ix God is che true God, aiw the reſt fantafficall aud 
vame Cecemonies. 

Which ſudden g unerpected Challenge, ſo daunted the Thra- 
cian Champions, that ty(y ſtod amazed foz a time, gazing 
upon on? anofyer,ltke men dꝛopt from the Cloud: ; but at laſt 
conſulting togefyer, how tue challenge of ſhe trauge night, 
was co the diſhonour of their Countrep, and utter ſcandall of 
all Anigttly Dignity : they, with a general conſent crabed 
leave of the ing that the Challenge might be taken , who as 
willmgly condelcended as they demanded» So both time and 


place

lace ſos appointed, which was the next mozningfollowtng, 
p the kings commandment,upon a large and plain $pedow 


cloſe by the Rivers ſide, whereon fhþe ſix wens were ſwim- 
ing: whereupon after the Ch2ifttin Champion hid caſt down 


his Steely Gauntlet, and the Thracian Knight accepted tyere- 
ol, ebe ry one departed foz that night, he Chaliengrr to 5 Caſt 
fide of the Caffle to his Lodgiag, and the Defendant to the 
weft, where they llept quietly till the next mo2tng,who by 
the beak of dap were wakened by a Herald at Arms: but aũ 
the paſſed Night , our Scotiſh Champton never entertained 
one motion of reſt, but buſted himſeif in trimming his Yozſe, 
buckling on his Armour, Lacing on his 1Burgonet , and ma- 
king P2apers to fye Dtbine Paieſty of God, foz the Con- 
gueſt and Uicozy, till the Boznings beauty chaſed awap the 
darknelle of the Night: ano no ſo1er were toe windowes of 
the dap faltp opened, but the Valiant and noble minded Cham- 
pion of Chziftendome entered the Liſt, where p King incom- 
pany of the Thracian Loads was pzeſent to behold the com- 
bate: and ſo after Saint Andrew had twice oz thzice traced his 
Hozſe up and down fhe Liſfs, b2avely flouriſhing his Lance, 
at p top wherof hung a Pendant of Gold, whoſe Poeſie was 
thus writen in ſilver Letters, This day a Martyr, or a Con- 
querout: Then entred a night, in exceeding b2tght Armour, 
mounted upon a Courſer as white as the Noztherne Snow, 
whoſe Capariſon was of the colour of the Clements; betwixt 
whom was a fierce Encounter: but the Thracian had the foil, 
and with diſgrace departed the Liſts. Then ſecondip, entred 
anofyer Knight in Armour, Usrnifhed with gzeen Uarniſh, 
bis St&d of the colour of an Iren Gꝛap; who likewiſe had the 
repulſe by þ woztby Chʒiſtiau. Thirdlp, centred a h night tn a 
black Cozflet, mounted upon a big-boned Palfrep, covered 
with a vale of Sable Silk, in his hand he boz2 a Lance napled 
round about wth Plates of Stel: which Knight amongſt 
fye Thracians was acco:mted the ſtr ongeſt in tye Uozld, ex: 
cept tt were thoſe Gpants that deſcended from a monſtrous, 
Linag?: But no ſoner encountred theſe hardp Champtons, 
but their Lances ſhivered in ſunder, and ew lo violently in: 
to the Ap2e, that it much amazed tue Beholders: then they 
alighted from their Steds, and ſo valtantip beſtirred them 
with their ken edged * » that the fiery . * 
2 y

flew ſo fiercefrom ſheſe Noble Champions ſtelp Helmets, 
as krom an Jron Anvill; But the combate endured not berp 
long, befoꝛẽ che moſt hardy Scoriſh Rnight eſpped an advan- 
tage, wberem be might ſhew his matchleſle foztitude: where: 
\ upon hee ſtruck ſuch a violent blow upon che Thracians Bur- 
'Tonef , fbat it cleaved his head tuft downe to the ſhonlders: 
whereat fhe Ring ſuddenly ſtarted from his Seat, aud with a 
wzathfull countenance thzeatne d the Champions death in fþis 


manner: 

Pꝛoud Chziſtian(ſaid fhe King)fbon ſhalt repent his death, 
and curſe the time bat cver thou cameſt to Thrac ia: his blond 
we will revenge upon thy head, and quit fþy eommitted cruelty 
wich a ſudden death : mad ſo tn company of a hundꝛed Armed 
Knights, he encompaſſed the Scoriſh Champton, unitending 
by uultitudes to Purther him. But when ſhe valtant Knight 
S. Andrew [aw how hee was ſuppꝛeſt by Treacherp, 4 tnvi- 
xcned with mighty Troops, be cailed to Heaven foz (uccon: ,and 
animated him ſelfe by theſe wozds of encouragement : Now 
fo; the Honour of Chꝛiſten dom, This day a Martyr or a Con- 
querour:and therewtthall he ſo valimtly behaved himſelf with 
his truſty Cirtle-Are, fhat he made lanes of murthered men, 
and felled wem down by Multitudes, lke as the Mar veſt man 
bafh Mow down ears of ripened coꝛn; whereby che fell be- 
foz2 his face 1{ke leaves from Trees, when the Summers 
p2tde dcclines her glozy. So at the laſt, after much bloud- 
ſhed,the Thracian Bing was compelled te peeld to the Scotiſh 
Champions mercy , who ſwozehim foz the (ſafcty of his life, 
to fozlake his pꝛophane Religton , and become a Ch2iſttan, 
whole living true God the Thracian King bowed foz ever- 
_ to wozlhip , and thereupon he kiſf the Champions

Thts converſton of the Pagan Ring, ſo plenſed ve Pa- 
teſty of God, fyat he pzeſently gave end to his Daughters 
puniſhments, and turned the Ladies to ſheir mer Shapes. 
But whon tye Ring bebeld their (moch Featpers, which 
were as white Lilltes , exchanged to n*farall fatreneſſs , 
aud that thc ic black Bils anv lender Necks were converted 
to fyetr firft-created Beautp ( where foz external) fatreneſſe 
be Queen of Love might buttdher Paradiſe, ) be bade adue 
tohis griefe and long⸗ continued ſozrowes, pzoteſting 2ver 


aſter 


ſeven Champions of Chriſtendom: 
after to continue a true Chaiffianfoz the Scotiſh Champt- 
ons ſake:by whom and by whoſe divine Dzilons,bts Daugh- 
ters obtained their fozmer Features: ſo taking the Chziſtian 
Knight in company of the ſix Ladies, to an «rcellent rich 
Chamber pꝛepared with all things accozding to their wiſhes, 
where firſt the Chziſtian Auighe was unarmed, then his 
wounds waſhed with white wine, new⸗mllk, and role-wa⸗ 
ter, am ſo after ſome dainty repaſt, conv ped to his nights 
repoſe. The Ladies being che topfulleſt creatures under 
eaven, never entertamed one thought of lleep, but paſſed 
night tn their Fathers company. (whole miude was ra- 
vilſhed with unſpeatablepleaſures)till the moznings moſſenger 
bade them god mozrow. 
Thus ali things being pzepared ina readinnſſe , fhep de⸗ 
ted te Caſtle , not like mourners to a heavie Funeral: 
ut tm trtumphing manner, marching back to the Thracian 
Pallace, with freamiug Banners tn the winde, Dꝛums 
and Trumpets ſounding iopfull melody , ano with [wet m⸗ 
ſpiring Puſick, cauſed the Apꝛe to relound with Harmony : 
But no ſoner were they entced the Wallace, (which was in 
diſtance from the Gyants Caſtle, ſome ten miles) but weir 
Tryumphs turned to exc&ding ſozrow', foz Roſſalinde with 
fhe Champion of Italy, as you heard betoze, was departed 
be Court: which unexpected newes ſo daunted che whole 
tompanp, b t eſpecialip the King, that the Tr pumphes foz 
that time were deferred, ano Pefſenge: s vilpatcht in purlute 
of the adventurous Italian, aud ſhe lovely Roſſalinde. 
Likewiſe when S. Andrew of Scotland had tntelligence 
how it was one of thole Bnigts that was impziſoned with 
him under che ſubtzCton of the wicked Enchantreſle Kalyb, 
as pan heard fir® m che beginning of be Miſtozp, his 
hedrt tot ned fo2 his moſt honourable Companp , and his 
epes ſeldowe cloſed quietip, noz tok any reſt, untit he was 
likewiſe cepart-> tn ine purſate of his worn friend, which 
was fpe next night foilowwg, without making anp ac- 
quamted with hie miect ; likewiſe, when the ſix Ladies 
under ſtod the ſecret departure of ſhe Scotiſh Champion, 
whom they aſttaed bearer than anp Unight in all the 
Wozld, they ſtoꝛed tyemſetves with lufficient Treaſure, and 
by ſtealfþ tok chelr iournepes from their Fatpers . — 
ntenomg 
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unkending effber to finde out the vickozious and appꝛobed 
night ok Scotland, oz to end heir lives in ſome Foxreatgn 
Region. 

The rumour of whoſe departure no ſoner came fo the 
Rings eares, but bee purpoſed the like fravell, eicher to ob. 
tam the fight of his Daughters again, oz to make his Tomb 
in a Countrep bepond p circuit of the nn. So attiring him. 
ſelf m _—_ Rullet, Uke a Pilgrtme, with an Ebon ſfaffe 
tn his hand tipt with Silber, tok his tournep ali unknown 
from his Paltace, whoſe ſudden and ſecret departure, ſtruck 
ſuch an extream and intollerable heabineſſe in he Court, that 
ſhe Pallace Gates were ſealed up wfth ſozrow,and the Malis 
be hung with (able Mourning Cloth. The Thracian Lozds 
exempted ali Pleaſure , and like Flocks of Shep ftr-yed 
up and down withont Shepheards, the Ladies and Cour tly 
Gentles ſate ſighing in thetr pzivate Chambers: where we 
leave them for this time , and ſpeak of thc Succeſſe of the 
pther Champions, aud how Foztane ſmiled on their Ad- 
benturous pz0ceedings.

of Gold. hitber travelled the Warlike Champton of Ireland, 
whoſe illuſtrious Battels ye Nozfbern Ilce have Chꝛontcled 
in leaves of Bꝛaſle: therefoze Ireland be p20ud, foꝝ from thy 
howels did ſpzing a Champion, wheſe Þ2zoweſſe made the 
Enemtes of Ch2ift to tremble , and watered the Earth with 
Streams of Pagans blod : witnee whereof tye Jie cf 
Rodes, the kep and ſtrength of Th2iſtendom, was recovered 
from the Turks, by his Par tlali and invincible E 20 we ſle; 

where his Dangerous Battels, flerce Encounters, bloudp 
Skirm:ſhes, am long Aſſaults, would ſerbe to filla mightp 

Uolume, all which J paſſe over, 4 whollp Diſcourſe of things 

apper taining to this Þiſtozy. Foz aftcr the Mors of Rodes 

were fully ended, S. Patrick (accounting idie caſe the nurſe 

of cowatdiſe)bade Rodes farewell, be ing then ſtrongly foztifft- 

ed with Chatff-n Souldters, and tak his tournep th2ough ma- 

ny an tmknown couatrep, where art laft, it plcaſedſo p Quen 
ol Chance, to dire his ſteps into a ſolitarp Mildernes, inha-- 
bited onely by wilde S tpzs, and a People of tnhumane 
qiaittics, giving the ix wicked mu ne ly to Murther, Tuſt, 
aud Kape: wherein the Noble C fon Travelled up ang 
down many a weary ſted, nat knowing how to qualifie his 

hunger, hut vy ots o vn ind iſtcy in kill:ng of wild Veniſon, 
and pꝛeſſing ont the bloud between two flat Stones, and dailp 
roaſted it by che heat of the Sunne: his lodging was tn che 
hollow ti unck of a ble ſted Tze, which nightly pꝛeſer bed him 
from fhe dꝛoppuig ſhowers ol Heaven; his chiefe Compani- 
ons were lwert relounding Ecchoes, which commonly re: 
anſwered the Cham ions wozds. 

In this manner li ved Samt Patrick fhe Jriſh night 
in the Mods, not knowing how to ſet himlelfe at liberty, 
but wandzing up ano down as it were ina maze w2ought by 
fhe cartons Wozkmanthtp of ſome excellent Gardiner, if 
Was his Chance at laſt, to come into a diſmall h dy fyicket 
beſet about with balefull Milletoe, a place of hozrour , 
wherein be heard the cryes of ſoine diſtreſſed Ladies, whoſe 
bitter Lamentattons ſe&incd topierce the Clouds, aud to crave: 
faccour at the hands of God , which unerpected cryes => 
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Little daunted che zich Knight ; ſo that it cauſed him to pe- 
pare his weapon m readineſſe, againſt ſome ſudden Encoun- 
ter 4 couching himſelf cloſe under ſhe rot of an old wither. 
ed Dake(which had not flourithed with grene leaves in many 
a pre) her eſpicdafarre off a crew of bloudy⸗ minded Sa- 
ty2es, haling by fhe hapze ſic unhappy Ladle though many 
a thoznp bzake t bzyer, whereby the Besutp of their crimſon 
<&kes was all beſpzent with purple goze, aud thetc eyes 
(within whoſe clear Glaſſes one might begold che god of Love 
dancing) all to berent ano fozne by the fury of the Bzpers, 
whereby they could not ſ& the light of Heaven, noꝛ þ place of 
fyetr unfoztunate abiding: which wofn'l ſpectacle fozced ſuch a

whoſe Acmour of o fence was made of a Bulls bioe, which 
was dꝛped ſo herd agamſt the Sunne, that the Champions 
Curtle Axe pꝛevailed after which ce fil Satpzes en⸗ 
com paſſe d u. Chi ſttan night roa d about, and (0 uightily 
oppꝛeſt bim with oov:n-+1gyt blowe?, t at had be not by god 
ſoꝛtune les pt under the voug: es of » ſp2eaving Tre, hi. life 
had beene t ced to give e Mie 4 ſpedp farewell. But 
tuch was bis im eſſe aud st: be policy, that ere long hæ 
ſheafyed his ſharp pornfed Faum ton in one vf the Satpzes 
bzeaſts: which wofvull &zbt cane ati we reſt to flie from his 
p2clence, and le ft the fix Ledie to che pleaſure and diſpoſition 

of we moſt noble ano caur gious Chziſtian Che mpion: 
Wyho after he had ſufficten'ip bzeathed, ans coled him 
ſelfe m the chill Aypze, (betng ſmoſt windlcge wrong! r5e 
long Encounter ano bloudy Skirmiſh) be demanded tor caure 
of the Ladies Travels, aus by what mean: they hapned 
tnto the h mos of thoſe mercileſſe Daty2es, who moſt cruelly 
and tpꝛanntcaliy attempted the utter rutne aus cr dlelle ſpople 
of fhetr unſpotted Uirgtnitfes. To which cu: teous demand 
one of the Ladles , after a dep-fetdt ſigh oz two, ( betng 
frained from fþe bottome of yer moſt ſozrowfull heart) 
in

ſeven Champions of Chriſtendome: 


in fþe behalfe of her ſelfe aud fhe ofher diſtrefſed Ladtes, R 
plyed tn khis onder: ; 

Know bzave minded Knight , chat we are fpe unfoz fu- 
nate Daughters of fye ing of Thrace, whole lives habe bern 
unhappy ever ſince our Birthes, Foz firſt, wee did cndurea 
long Ampzilonment under fhe hands of a cruell Gpant, ang 
after the Veabens to pꝛeſer be our Chaſtittes from ſhe wick - 
ed deſire ol the laid Gpant, Transfozmedns into the Shape 
of Swans, m which likeneſſe we rematned ſeven peres, 
but at laſt recovered by a wozthy Chziſtian Knight, ramey 
Samt Andrew, fhe Champion of Scotland, after whom wee 
have travelled many a weary ſtep, never croſt by and vio- 
lence, untill it was our angry Fates to arrive ta thts unhoppy 
UWilderneſſe, where pour epi s have been trus witneſſes of our 
wofull mis foztunes. Which ſad Diſcourſe was no ſoner fi- 
niſhed , but the wozthy Champton ſhus began to comfozt the 
diffreſſed Ladtes: 

The Chziſtian Champion after whom you fake in hand 
fpis wearp Traveli ( ſaid the Jriſh Champion) is mp ap- 
pꝛoved Friend, foz whoſe company and wilhed light, J will 
goe moze wenrp miles, then were bee Tres tn this vaſts 
Mtiderneſſe, and numbor my ſteps wich the multitudes of 
Sands htoden tn the Hess: therefoze, moſt excellent Ladies, 
true Oznaments of 1Beenty , te ſad companions in mp 
Travels, foz J will never ceaſe till J have found our honour- 
able Friend, che Champion of Scotland, oz ſome of fyoſe 
babe Knights, whom J have nat ſcene tycſe ſeben Dum⸗ 
mers, 

Lheſe Wozds ſo contented the (ozrowfull Ladies, fat 
without any exception they agzeed, and with as much wil- 
lingneſſe conſented, as fhe Champion demanded. - So after 
hey had recreated fþemſclves, eaſed thetr wear ineſte, auo 
cured their wounds, which was by che ſecret vertues of cer⸗ 
tame Herbs gzowing tn the lame Mods, tbep tok the ir iour⸗ 
neps anely under the conduct of this wozthy Champion 
aint Patrick, where, after ſome dapes Travell, they ob- 
fained the ſight of a bzoad beaten wap, where committing 
kh:ir Foztunes to the fatall Siſters, and ſetting their ſaces 
toward the Eaſt, they merrily tonrnped together. In whoſe 
fotumate Travels we leave wem, and ſpeak of we ſebenth 
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Chzilfiam Champion, whoſe Adventurous Exploits aud 
Knſghtly Honours deſer ve a golden Pen, dipt in the Inke 
of tiue Fame to Diſcourſe at large.

How Saint David the Champion of Wales, ſlew the Count 
Palatine in the Tartarian Court, and after how he was ſent 
to the Enchanted Garden of Ormondine, Wwherem by Ma- 
gick Art he ſlept ſeven yeares. 


Netter his departure from the Bzazen {illar, 
| whereas the ofyer Champions of Chziſten⸗ 

et ef dome divided fhemſelbesſeverally, to ſ&k fozs 
L/ARTERS raign Adventures, pe atchiebed many memoza- 

ble thmgs,as well tn Chzeſtendome, as m thoſe Nations 

that acknowledge no true God: which fen this time J omit , 
aud only Diſcourſe what hapnedunto him among the Tartar - 
ans: Foz being in che Emperour of Tartarics Court ( a place 
very much honoured wich balorous knights, aud highly graced 
with a Trame of Beauteous Ladies) where che Emper our 
upon a time oꝛdamed a ſolemne Juſt aud T urnament to bo 
holden in the honour of his Birch dap: whitycr reſqnte d at the 
time en all che 1Bozders of Tartary) the beſt and 
che hardieſt Unights here remaining. In which honozable aud 
P2tucely cxerciſe, e noble xnight Samt David was appoin⸗ 
ted Champion foz the Emper our, who wes mounted upon a 
Morocco Stg&d, betrappedin a rich Capariſon, w2ought by 
wwe curious wozkmentſhip of ludian Wismen , upon whole 
Shield was ſet a golden Gꝛiffm rampant in a Field of Blue. 

Againf him came fye Count Palatine, Donne aud Hepz 
apparent to the Tarcarian Cmpereur , bought in bp twelve 
Knights, richly farniſhed wifh Babiltments of Mondur, who 
piced tha times about fhe Liſts, befoze the Emperour ano 
many A adies that were pzeſent to bthold che Bonourable 
Turnament. The which being done, fhe twelve Untghts de- 


pat ted 
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rted fye Liffs , ans the Coumt Palacine pzepared bimſeife 
to Encounter with ſhe Ch2tlkian Unigtt, (beg appointed 
chiefe Champion fox the dity;)who ifuctuile pz2parcdhtmſelfe, 
and at the Trumpets [giund vp [22 Werslos appointment, 
ren ſo fiercely each ag atuſt other, t che ground leꝛmed 
to ſhake under them , and che Skies ts refsund Echoes of 
ſyetr mighty (frokes; 
At the {icond Race, fþe Champions rame, Samt David 
had the wonſt, and was conffrained t30ugh the foxcibile 
ſtrength ol fþe Count Palatine, to leane backward, almoff 
beſide his Saddle, whereat the Trumpets began to ſound tn 
ſigne of Tlutozy ; but pet the valiant Chziffian notbing dil⸗ 
maped, but with a courage ( within wile eyes ſateKnightly 
rebeuge ) ranne che third time agatnſt the Count Palatine, 
and by the violence of his ſtrengtu, be over th2ew both Yozſe 
and man, whereby che Counts body was lo extreamly bz:itſed 
with the fall of vis Bale, that his heart blod iſſued fozth 
by his mouth, and his vitali ſpirits pzeſſed from the manſion of 
his Bꝛeaſt, ſo that hee was fozced to glbe the UUozid a time- 
leſſe farewell. | 

This fatal overtbzow of fhe Count Palatine, abalhed fhe 
whole Company: hut eſpectallp the Tartarian Emper our, who 
pong no moe Sonnes but him, cauſed tye Liffs to be 

ken up, che Knights to be unarmed, aud fþe murthered 

ourt to bee b2ought by foure Squires into his Patiace , 
where, after he was diſpoyled of his Furniture, and the 
Chaiſtian Knight received it in che Honour of his Uictozy, the 
wofull Emperour bached his Sonnes body with teares 
which dz opped like Chzyſtali Pearls upon fhe congealed bi 
and after manp lad ſighes, he bcathed fozth this woftill Ka⸗ 
mentatton : , 

Now are mp Trypmphs turned to everlaſting Moes, fron 
a Comicall Paſtime, to a bireful! and blody Tragedp ; O 
moſt unkinde Foꝛtune, never conſtant but in change TUhy 
is my Uke deferred to fe ihe downfau of mp deare Sonne, 
fye Noble Count Palatine 2 Why rends not this accurſed 
Carfh whereon J ſtand, aud pzeſently(wallow up mp body 
into her hung zy boweis ? ts thts the uſe of Chaiſtians - fog 
true Honour to repap Diſhonour 2 Could not baſe biodſerve 


to ſtame his deadip hands 2 but fps Nopall blod of 
2 my 
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my deareSonne , in whoſe rebenge ſye face of fhe Heabchsg 
is ſtained wich blod, aud cryes foz bengenance to the Paieſty 
of mightly love. The dzeadfnll Furtes,fhe direfnil daughters 
oldark night, and all ſhe balefull company of burning Acheron 
thoſe lopnes be girt wich Serpents, aud hapze behanged with 
w2eatyes of Snakes,ſhall haunt, purſue, and follow fat ac⸗ 
cu;ſed Chziftt:n Champion, chat hafh bereabed mp Countrey 
Tartary of lo pʒectons a Jewell as mp deare Son the Count 
Palatine was, whoſe magnanimous ÞP3owelſſe did ſurpalle all 
che nights of our Countrcy. | 

Thus ſozrowed the wofull Emper our foz fhe death of 
his Noble Sonne: ſometime making the Ecchoes of his 
1 pier ce the Clements: another wohtle fozcing 
hes bitter Curſes to ſinke to the beep foundation of Acheron: 
one while tmtending to be revenged on Saint David che Chzt- 
ftian Champion, then pzeſentip »ts intent was croſt with 
a contrarp imagination, fhinking it was againſt the Law 
of Armes, aud a great diſhonour to his Countcep,by vio'cnce 
to opp2efſe a ſtrange Rnight, whoſe actions had ever bene 
gutded bp trur Yonour , but pet at laſt thts firaie reſolution 
entred into his minde. 

There was adiopning upon fye 1Bozders of Tartary , att 
Enchanted Garden, kept by Magick àzt, f: om whence ne⸗ 
ber ap returned tyat attempted to enter, the Goveinaur 
of which Garden was a notable and Famous Nigzomancer , 
named Ormondine, to which Magtcian the Tartarian Empe- 
xour intended to ſend the adventur ous Champton S. David, 
tysrebp to revenge me Count Palatines death. So the Empe⸗ 
rour after ſome few dapcs palled, and he Dbſcquies of his 
Sonne being no ſoner perfozmed,buthe cauſed p Chziſttan 
Knight to be bzought into his pꝛeſence, to whom be committed 
thts deabie Task, ano weary Labour. 

Pzoud Knight (laid the mgrp Emperour ) thou know- 
eſt ſince thy Ar ivall in our Territoztes ; how highly J habe 
Zonoured the, not onelp in granting liberty of lite, but 
making the chieke Champion of Tartarie, which high Ho- 
nour thou haft repatd wich gzeat ing2arifude, and blemi⸗ 
ſhed tru? Mobility; tn acting my deage Sonnes Tragedy: 
fo2z which unhappy Zed thou rightly haſt deſerved dealb. 
But pet know accurſed Chriſtian , that mercy hat beur eth 
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ſeven Champions of Chriſtendom; 
mn Pamcelp minds, aud where Honour ſits enfh20nſ$cd»- 
fyere Juſtice is not to ſevere * Although Many 
ſerved deafh , pet if fhou wilt adventure to the Enchanted 
Garden, aud bzing hither the Pagiclans Mead, 3 gzant the 
not onely life but therewifhall the Crowne of Tarcaric 
after my deceaſe: becauſe J ſe ſbou haſt a minde farniſhed 
with Pamcelp fhoughts , and adozned with true Pagnant⸗ 


miky- 

This heavie Tacke, and ſtrange Adventure, not alittle 
pleaſed fye Noble Champion of Wales, whole minde e ver thirs 
ffed ifter wozthy Adventures: and ſo after ſome conſiserate 
fhoughts, tn this manner be Keplyed ; 

Pelt high and magnificent Emperour , (ſaid ſhe Cham- 
pion ) werethis Tack which you erjo; nme to, as wonder 
full as the Labouzs of Hercules, q; as fe:refull as the En⸗ 
terpziſe wich laſon made foz the Golden Fleece, pet wo:1ld J 
attempt to finiſh it, au. returne with like Tzpumph to Tar- 
tarie, aS the Patedontan Ponarch did to Babylon, when 
her had conque red part of the wide UWaozld, TWhich words 
were no ſoncr ended, but the Cmperour bound him bp his 
Dath of Lnigit tod, anv bp the lobe ber boze unto hits native 
Countrep, never to fo low other Adventure , till hee had 
perfozmed his pꝛamiſe, \vhich was to b2tng ine Pagtcian 
Cimondine's Head into Cartaty: whereupon the Ginpe: our 
de par ted from the Noble Knight Samt Da id, hoping never 
to ſ& him return, but rathet to heat of His ut ier confuſton. oz 
everleſting impzilonment. 

Thus the Ualiant Ch2iſft'm Cbampion, being bound to 
his pꝛomiſe, wifhin wa d1yes pz p red ail neceſler ies in 
readmeſſe foz his depaxtute: aub ſo icavelicd Meſt- ward, 
tilli bee appꝛoached ſpe ſigot of the Enchanted. Garden, che 
Dituatton vbereof ſomewhat daunted hi; Aaliant Courage : 
foz it was encompaſſed with a Heoge of wiwered Thoz es and 
Bꝛpers, which ſermed confinualiy to buzne: upon the top 
tber eot᷑ ſate a n imber of ſtrange aus defazmed ſhings, ſome 
in the likeneſſe of night-Owles, which wondzed at the pꝛe⸗ 
lence of Saint David ; ſome tn the ſhape of Progncs Tronſ⸗ 
fozmatton , fozetelling his infoztunare ſt:ccel;, ind ſome 
like Ravens, that with their hazſh th2oats ring fozch date⸗ 
kun knels of wofull Tzagedies; the Clements which 
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cobered ſhe Enchanted Garden, ſeemed. fobe over-ſpzead 
with miſty Clonds, from whence contmualiy ſhot Flames of 
Fire, as though the Skies had been filled with blazing Co- 
mets: which feirfull Spectacle, as it ſ&med the very pat- 
tern of Hell ſtruck ſuch a terrour into the Champions heart, 
fhat twice he was in minde to return without perfozining the 
Adventure, but his Dath and Yonour of Unight-hod, 
which her had pawned foz tpc accompliſhment fyereof 2 Do 
laping his body on fhe cold Carſh, being we firſt Aurſe and 
Motper of his life, he made his bumble betition to God, that 
his minde might never be oppzeſſed wich Cowardile, no? his 
heart daunted with famt Feare, till b& had per fo ved what 
wwe Tartar ian Emperour had bound him to, che Champion roſe 
from the Gzound, aud with <eerefull loks bebeid the Cle 
ments, which ſ&med in his conceit to lmtle at the Enterpzile, 
and to foze-ſhew a luckp event. | 

So fye Noble Knight Samt David with a valtznt courage 
went to p Garden Gate, by which tod a Kock of Stone, 
over [pzed wich Wolle ; In which Rock by Pagick Art 
was encloſed a Swod , nothing ontwar olp appearing buf 
tye Hilt, which was che richeſt m his indgement, chat ever 
his eyes beheld, foz be Sta le-wonk was engraven, very 
cut ioullp, beſet wich Jaſper aud Saphire Stones; che Pum- 
mell was in che faſhion of a Globe , of the purr ſt Silver that 
the Mines of rich Amcrica bzought fozth : about the Pum⸗ 


mel! was engraven in Letters of Gold theſe Uerſes fol, 


My Magick ſpels remaine moſt firmly bound, 

The Worlds ſtrange wonder; unknown by any one, 
Till chat a Knight wichin the North be found, 

To pull this Sword from out thus Rock of ſtone: 
Then ends my Charmes, my Magick Arts and all, 
By whoſe ſtrong hand, wiſe Ormondinc mult fall, 


Thele Uerſes dꝛave ſuch a conceited imagination into 
che Champions minde, that hee ſuppoſed himſelf to be the 
Patbezn Lnight , by whom the Negzomancer ſhould cer 
conquered : LTherefoze without aup fur cher adviſement |.ce 
put his hand into the Bult of the rich Swod, fhinkung 


paeltatly 
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pʒeſently to pull if outfrom the Enchanted Rock of Ormon⸗ 
dine: But no ſ@ner did he attempt that vaine Enterpziſe, 
but his baliant courage ano tnbincible foztituds fatled him, 
aud all his Senſes were over-taken with a ſudden and heavie 
Sleep, whereby be was fozced to let goe his hold, aud to 
fall flat up on fþe barren Gzound, where his epes were ſo faſt 
locked up by Pagick Art, and his waking &evſcs daow- 
ned in ſuch a dend fumber , frat it was as much impellible 
to recover himſelfe, from cep, as to pull the Sunne out 
of fhe Firmament. . he Neg2omancer, by his Magick 
skill had intelligence ol de Champtonsunfoztunate (uccefle : 
who {cnt from the Enchanted Garden foure Spirits, in 
fhe ſimilitude and likeneſſe of fonre beavtifoull Damſels , 
which wzapped the dzowſie Champion tn a Shet of fine 
Arabian Silk, and cenveped him into a Cave, direitiy placed 
in the middle of che Garten, where they laped him upon a ſoft 
Bed, moze ſofter chau the down of Culvers: where thole 
beautifull Ladies cb ough the Art of wicked Ormondinc, con- 
tic ally kept him lee ing foz the terme of ſeben pears : one 
while ſinging wilb ſugzed Songs, moze ſweeter aud difitgbt- 
falſer than we Spꝛeus melodp: another while with rare con⸗ 
cited Puſick, ſur paſſing ſhe ſwenefſe of Arions Harp, which 
made the Dolphms in the Seas dauce at the (ound of his 
[wet inſpiring Melodp : oz like fþe Parmonp of Orphcus, 
when be tournfed down into Yell, where the Devills retopcea 
to heare his admired Notes,and on Carth, Tres aud Stones 
x when her did but touch che filber Strings of his Joy 
arp. 

Thus was S. Davids Adbrnture croſt with a wonderfull 
badſuccefſe, whoſe dapes Travels was kur ned mto a nights 
repoſe, whoſe nights repoſe was mede a heabie Sleep, Which 
endured untill ſeven pears were fullp finiſhed, where we leabe 
S. David to the mercy ef the Negzomancer Ormondine, aud 
returne to the moſt Noble and magnanimous Champton 
Samt George, where we left him impꝛiloned in the Souldans 
Court. But now, Gentle Reader, thou wilt think it range, 
twat all thcſe Ch iſtian Champions ſhould meet togecher 
againe , ſeeing thep be ſeparated into ſo many Boꝛders of the 
Wozld: Firfſf, Saint Denis fhe Champion of France , te- 
maynei now in he Courc of Thcflaly , wic ts Lady 
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Eglantine: B. Iames ſhe Champion of Spaine , in che Cit 

.of Sivill wich Celeſtine, che fatt Lady of leruſalem: S. A — hg 
ny fþe Champion of Italx, travelling che Mold, in the com- 
panp ol a Thracian Paiden, attyzed in a Pages appare!! ; 
S. Andrewfye Champion ol Scotland, ſcking after p Italian: 
S. Patrick ſde Champion ol Ireland, after the Champton of 
Scotland; S. David of Walcs,flg&gping in the Enchanted Gar: 
.dcn,adiopning to the Kingdome of 5 ES. George the 
Famous Champton of 1 » kmp2itoned in Perſia: of 
whom, aud whole Noble Adventures, J muff awhile Dil. 
courſe, till the honour d Fame of the oer Champions com:

Flowers, ſince the ufo: tunate S. George pibeld the ws : rl 
light of Heaven, but lived obſcurely in a diſmall Z:ungcon,by 
fyc Souldau of Per ſias command ment, as pou beard bc fore in 
che beginning of the Hiſtoꝛy: his unhappy Foztune ſo dilcon- 
nted his reffleſſe thoughts, bat a thouſand times a pear her 
icht an end of his life, and a thouſauo times he curſed the day 
A his Creaton: his lighes in number did counter be ile a heop 
of ſand, whoſe top might ſ&me to reach the Skies, the which 
be vainly bzeafhcd fozth againſt the Mals ol che Pꝛʒiſon, many 
times making his humble Supplications to ſhe Beavens to rc 
deem him from that vale of miſery,auo many times ſerking oc 
caſion deſperatly to abaidge his dayss, eſo tt iumph in his own 
Ttagedp. But 
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But at laſt, when leben peres were fully ended, it was 
be Champions luckie foatune to finde in a ſecret comer of 
fhe Dungeon a certatne Aon Cngin, which time had almoſt 
conſumed wifh rut, where wich, wich long labour he digged 
bimſelfe a paſſage ty2ough the gzeund, till h aſcended juſt 
in the middle of the Souldans Court, which was at that time 
of the night when all thmgs were ſilent: ye Heovers her 
fyen beheld beautified with Stars, and bzight Cnychia whoſe 
alifterting Beames be had not ſ&ne in many hundzed nights 
befoze, ſeemed to (mile at his ſalfe delivery, and to ftap her 
wandztag courſe , fil he moſt happilp found meanes to get 
without tpe compaſſe of the Perſians Court, where darger 
might no longer attend htm, noz fþe Trong Gates of fþe City 
hinder his Flight, which in this manner was perfozmed. Fo: 
now ſhe noble night being as fearfull as we bild newlp 
eſcaped from the Fowlers Net,gazedround about, and liſened 
where he might vere the voyce of people; at laſt hehcard 
fye G2omes of tr Souldans Stable, furuiſhing foafy Hoztes 
againft the next mozning foz ſome Noble Atchtevement. 
Wherevpon the Noble Champion Samt George taking the 
20nEngin, where wih he redemedhimſelfe out of ÞP2tſon, 
e burſt open the Dozes, wherehe ſlew all the Gzomes 
in the Souldans Stable: which being done, he tok tye 
ſtrongeſt Palfrap, aus he richeſt Fuznituze, with ofper ne- 
ceſſaztes appertiining to a night at Arms, and ſa rode in 
gzeat Comfort to one of the City Gates, where de ſaluted the 
Panter in this manner: 

Porter, open ihe Gates, foz Saint Scorge of England fs 
eſcaped, and hard mur chered ſye G2oms, in whole pi ſute fe 
City is m Arms. Whtch woꝛds the imple Perſtan belerbed fo; 
truth, and lo with ail [ped opened the Gates, - be 
Champton of England departed, ans left the Souldan in his 
dead lite p, little miſtruſtuig hi: ſludden elcap e. 

But by that time ſhe pur le-I[potted mozgning had parſed 
wich her g2ap „ and he Sunne s b2t3htcountrmmce appeazed 


on the Pountame tops , Saint Gcorge had ridden twenty 
miles from fþe Perſian Court, aud hefs;e his deperture was 
b2uited in the Sonldans Palſace, che Cngiith Champion had 
recovered the fight ol Grecia, paſt all danger cf the Perſian 
Knights, that followed him 9 pm lute. Bp this 

dime 
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time the extremity of hunger ſo ſharply tozmented him, fx 
her could Travell no further, but was conſtratned to Mont 
vimſelfe with certatne wild Cheſnuts tn ſtead of 153ead, and 
ſowze Dzenges in ſtead of d2ink , aud ſuch famt fod that 
gꝛew by the wapes as he trabelled, where the neceſſity and 
want of Uicuals compelled the Noble night to bzeath fozch 
this ptitifull complaint, . 

O hunger, hunger, (ſaid he Champion) moze ſhizp 
fhau the ſfroak ol deafh, wou art fye extreameſt punichment 
fhat ever man endured: Jf J were now King of Armenia, 
and chiefe Potentate of Alia, pet would J give my Diadem, 
my Scepter, with all my Pꝛobmces, foꝛ one ſhiver of bzowne 
bzead: © that this Earth would bee ſo kinde,as to open her 
bowels aud cat up ſome fod, to ſuffice my want: oz that 
the Ayze might bee choakt with Piſts, whereby feathered 
Foules foz want of bzeath might faul, aud ye&ld me ſome 
ſuccour in this my Famiſhment, and extream penurp: oz that 
fkhe Occans wauld out ſpzead heir Bꝛanched Aries, aus cover 
tyeſe @un-burnt Ualleps with their Treaſuc es, to ſatisſie my 
hunger: but O now J ſe, bdth Heaven and Cazth, Hils and 
Dales, Skies and Seas, Filh and Fowls, Birds and Beaſts, 
aud ali thir gs under ſhe cope of Yeaven, conſpite my utter 
over⸗thzow: better had it been ik J had ended mp dapes in 
Perſia, than here to be familhed in the bzoad Wlozld, where all 
thmgs by Natures appointment are ozdatned foz mans uſe. 
Now in ffcad of Courtly Delicates A am fozced to eat the 
fcuit of Trees, aud in ſtead of Gzcekilh me, J am compelled 
to quer ch my thirſt with mozntngs dew, which nightly falle up- 
on the blades of Gzaſle. 

Thus complained Saint George, bill gliſtering Phœbus 
had mounted the top ol Heaven, and dzawn the miſty va⸗ 
pozs from ſde Gzound, whereby her might behold the pꝛo- 
(peſts of Grecia, aud which way to Tzabell moſtſafely. And 
as he loked, he cſpteddiredly bete his face a Tower ſtanding 
upon a Chalky Clift ,diffant from him fome tha@ Miles, whi- 
wer the Champion intended to goe,not to ſ&k foz Adventures, 
Lut to reſt himſelfe after his fournep, and to get ſuch U ictuals 
as ſhere in he could finde to ſuſfice his want. = 

So ſetting fozward with a ſpedp pace,the Heabens ſœ med 
bo [n1ile, aad the Birds to ring chirping peales ol melody, as 


though 
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fhough fhep did Pzognoſticate a Foztunate . way 
he found ſo plam, and ſbe tournep ſoeaſie, hat within half an 
hour hee appꝛoached befoze the ſaid Tower: where upon the 
Mall ſtod a moſt Beautitull M oman, attyzed after the man- 
ner of a diſtreſſed Lady, and her loks heabie, like the Dugn 
of Troy; when the beheld her Pallace on Fire. The Na- 
liant Knight Saint George , after be had alighted from his 
Pole, he gave her this courteons Salutation. 

Lady ( (ald her) foz ſo you ſem by pour outward appea- 
* rance, if ever pou pittieda Z2aveller, oz gz*nted ſuccour to a 
Chziſttan Anight, give to me one meales meat, now almoſt 
famiſhed. To whom the Lady after a cmi it Tron oz two, 
anſwezed in fhis oder. | 

Sir Knight ( quoth ſhee / J adviſe he with all .p&d to de⸗ 
part, foz here fhou getteſt but a cold Dinner: my od is a 
mighty Gpant, and beleveth in Mahomet, andif bee once 
do underſtand that ih ou art a Chziſttau Knight , not all the 
Gold of higher India, noz fhe riches of wealthy Babylon 
can pzcſerve thy life. Now by the Honour of my Knight-za 
A Saint George, ) and by che great God chat Chzi⸗ 

ndom armes, were thy 1 ond moze ſtronger than mighty 
Hercules, that boze Ponataines on his back: here will Jei⸗ 
ber obtam my Dinner, oz die by his accurſed hand. 

Theſe Wozds ſo abaſhed the Lady, fþat ſhe went wih 
ali ſperd from the Tower, and told he Gpant how a Chziſtt- 
un Unight remained at fhe Gate, which hid ſwozn to ſuffice 
his hunger in deſpight of his will; whereat fþe fa; tous Gps 
aut ſudenlp ſtarted up be ing as then ina ſound lep, ſm it was 
the middle of the. dap: who fok a bat of Iron in his hand 
aud came down to the Tower Gate. Mis Stature was in 
height five pards, his Yead bziſtled like a Boze, a fot chere 
was bet wirt each bzow, bis eps hollow, his mouth wide, bis 
lips were like to flaps ol ſteel, in all his pzopoztion moze like 
a De vill than a man, M hich de fozmed Monſfer lo daunted the 
courage of Saint Geo: ge, that he pzeparedhimſe:f to death , 
not fh2ough fear of fþe monftreus Gpant , but foz hunger 
aud feeblenefſe of body: but here God p29bided foz him, 
aud (0 reſtozed to him his decayed ſtrength, that her en⸗ 
dured Battell till the cleſing up of the Evenmg, by which time 
the Gpant gzew almoſt blinde, 2 ths ſweat — —

down from his monſfrens Bzowes, whereat @aint George 
got ſhe advantage, aud wounded the Gpant ſo cruelly under 
the ſhozt Kibs, ſhat he was compelled to fall to the G20und, aug 
to give end to his like. 

Akter which happp Event of tpe Gpants laughter, che in. 
vinctble Champion Saint Gcor ge firſt gave e Honour of 
his U ictoꝛp to God, in whoſe poiver ail his Fozture conſiſted. 
Then entring the Tower, whereas the Lady p2eſented him 
with all manner of Delicates, and pure d ines; but the En⸗ 
liſh Knight , ſuſpecing Tzeacherp to be hidden in her 
»2oferred courteft? , canſed her firſt to taſte of every Dith: 
Likewile of his Wine, [eff ſome violent popſon hould bg 
therein commitxt : finding all tbmgs pure aud wholſome as 
mature required, he ſuſticed his hunger, reſted his wearp body, 
and refceſhed his Hozſe. 

And lo leaving the Tower in keeping of the Lady, her com: 
mitted his Foztime to a new Travell: where his revived 
fptrits never entertained longer reſt, but fo the refreſhing of 
yimCſelf and hes Hale, ſo frabelled be tþ20ugh part of Cre: 
cia » the Confines of Phrygia , and tnio the Bonders of 
Ta rtary, with whole Te: ritoztes hee hd not long tournied, 
but her app20ached the ſight of the Enchanted Garden of Or- 
mondine, where Samt David the Champion of Wales had ſo 
long llept by Pagick Art. But no foner did her bcholy tþe 
wonderfull Sttua tion thereof , but he eſpped Ormondines 
Swazdencloled fn che Enchanted Nock: where after hee hay 
read the Super ſcr ipt ion w2itten about the Pummell, be aſlap- 
ed to pull tt ont by ſtrength: where he no loner put his hano 
into the Hilt, but he dzew it fozth with much eaſe, as though it 
had been hung by a th2ced of untwifed Silk: tut when he be- 
hetd the gliſter mig b2ightnelle of the Blade, and the wonderfull 
richnelle of the Pummell, he accounted the j22t5e moze woch 
han che Armour of Achilles, which cauſed j ix to rum mad, 
and mae richer han Medeas Golden Fle#ce : But by (hat 
time Saint George hadcircamſpectly lokt into eberp ſecret 
of the Sword, be heard a ſtrauge aud diſmall boyce thunder in 
fye Sktes, à terrible ⁊ mighty lumbꝛing in we Earth, where⸗ 
at both Hils «nd Pountams ſhuk, Rocks removed , aud 
Dankes rent into pieces: After this, the Gates of the Enchant⸗ 
£3 Garden lew open, whereat tconlinently came bulb

Cave where the Champion of Wales was kept lle pmg by the 
four T1trgins ſiaging delightkall Bonga, aud after letting hin 
a Chaire of Ebony, Ormondine thus began to relate cf 
wond:rfull ching.

Cha- 
riot upon he Banks of buruing Acheron: for my time was if, 
mited to temain go longer th wis Epchented Garden, but teil 
bat from the Nozth ould come a entgdt chat ſhould pull 
thios Swozd from che Enchanted Rock, wich thonheppilphale 
now pertozmed, beretoze Iknonmpliüms ts igt, and mp 
aur of Deſtinp at hand; Wy. A repozt, waits {5 in 1539585 
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lines, fo fhe time will come when this Diſconrſe ſhall highly 
benefit thee. Take heed thou gbſerve thze things: Firſt, hat 
tbou take ts Mie a pure Paid: ext, chat thou erect a Ponu. 
ment over thy Fathers Gzave: And laſtlp, that ſhou continue 
a pzofeſſed Foe to the Enemies of Chziſt Jeſus, bearing 
Arms tn Honour and p2atſe of thy Countrep. Theſe things 
being truly and iuſtly obſerved, thou ſhalt attain ſuch Honour, 
that ali Kingdoms of Chꝛiſtendome ſhal admire thy Dignity : 
what J ſpeak is upon no vain Imagination, ſpzung from a 
krantick bzain, but pꝛonounced by the mpTicall aud deep Art 
of Negromancy. 

Theſe UWozds were no ſaner ended, buf ſhe moT Yonou- 
red audfoztunate Champton of England, requeſted the Pa⸗ 
gictan to deſcribe his paſſed Foztunes,and by what meanes he 
came firſt to be Governour of that Cuchanted Garden. 

To tell fhe Diſc our ſe ol mine own life ( Keplyed Ormon- 
dine) will bz&d a new ſozrow in mp heart, fbe remem⸗ 
bzance whereof will rend my verp foul: but pet ( moſt Noble 
Unight) to fulfill fþy requeſt, J will foꝛce my tongue to de- 
care what on Lev dentes to utter: Theretoze, pꝛepaze thine 
ear to entertain the wofulleft Tale fhat ever tongue delivered. 

And ſo, after Saint George had late awhile ſilent, expecting 
bis Diſconrſe, ſhe Pagtici n ſpake as followeth :

| Was in former time, (ſo long as Fortune ſmiled upon me) 
the King and onely Commander of Scythia,my name Or- 
mondine, graced in my youth with two fair Daughters, 
whom Nature had not only made Beautifull, but repleniſh:

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This Floridon ſo fervertly bur ned in affeckion wich the 
admired Caſtria, that he luſted after her U irginitp, and pꝛacti⸗ 
ſed bofh by policy, and faire pꝛomiſes to entop that pzcctous 
pleaſure , which after fell to his owne deftruſtion: fm up- 
ona time, when che mantles of dark Night bad cloſed in 
the light of Beaven , aud fye whole Court had entertatned a 
ſilent reſt, thts luſtfall Floridon entred Craſtrias Lodging, 
furthered by the Chamber-maid, where, to her hard hap, 
hee cropped fþe Lud of (wet Utrginity, and left ſach a pawne 
toithin her Womb, ſhat befoze many dapes were expired, ber 
ſhame began to appear, and the deceived Ladp was conſtram- 
zd to rebeale her —— to Floridon: who in the mean time had 
betroſhed himſelke tomy younger Daughter, whole name was 
Marcilla, no leſſe beautified W atures Gifts, chanher elder 
SHilker; but when bis unconſtant Floridon perceived that her 
Belly began to g2ow big with p bur chen of his unhappp Derd, 
benupbzaived her with ſhame, laping diſhonour in ber dich, cal⸗ 
ling her Strumpet, with manp ignominious wands, foꝛſ wear - 
ing himſelk, never to habe committed anpſach tnfamous Deed, 
pꝛoteſting that be ever fcozned to lmke m womans b inds, ano 
counted chamber Lobe a deadly ſting, aud a dep infed ton to 
7 Honour of bis Unight⸗ hd. b 

-heſe unkind Spe ches dꝛove Craſt ria into ſuch exfream paſ- 
ſton of mind, that the with a ſhameſuil look and bluſhmg Cheks 
aſter this manner revealed her ſozrowes unto him:

At which Moꝛds Floridon wich a w2afbfull Countenance,

Thus complained the wofull Caſtria, roving up aud daun 
fye Court ol Scythia, untill che miſtreile of iþe Night had 

ſpent five Ponthe: at the end of which time, the appomted 
Marriage of Floridon any Marcilla dzew nigh, the thought 
whereof pʒoded au endleſſe terrour to her heat t and of a moze 
intollerable burfhen , than fhe pames of her Womb; the 
which ſhe glrded in lo extreamly foz feare of ſuſpitton, and 
partly under colour to bang about her intended Tragedp. 
which was tn chis blodp and execrable manner accompliſhed 
aw b2ought about. | 
The dap at laſt came, wheron Floridon aud Marcilla ſhould 

tis fhat ſacred knot of Parriage, and ſhe P2tiaces aud Boten. 
tates of Scythia were all pꝛeſent as witneſſes to Himens holy 
Rifles: Jn whtch honourable Aſſembly, none were moze buſter 
than Caitria,tobeavtifie her Siſters Wedding. The Ceremo- 
nies being no ſoner perfozmed, aud the dap ſpent in all plea- 
ſares fitting the honour of ſo gzeat and mighty a Tame, but 
Caſtria requeſted the uſe of the Countrey,which was thts; chat 
fhe fir ſt night of every Paidens Marriage, a known Uirgin 
ſhould lie with che 1B3tde, which honourable Task was com- 
mitted to Caſtra: who p20vided againſt fhe houre appointed, 
a ſilber bodkin, and hid it ſecretly in the trammels of her hair, 
wherewith ſhe intended to pꝛolecute revenge. The Bides 
Lodging-Chamber was appointed far from me hearing of any 
one, left the nopſe of people ſhould hinder her quiet lip. 

But at laſt, when ſpe houre of her wiſhes app2oached, ſhat 
fhe Bzide Could take leave of her Ladies and Paidens that 
attended her to her Chamber, the new married Floridon in 
companp of many Scythian nights, committed Marcilla to 
her quiet ref , little miſtruſting the blodp purpoſe of her 
Siſters minde.

a Courf-cupbozd fad two burning Tapers that gave light to 
the whole Chamber, which m her conceit ſeemed to bu ne 
blue: which fatall ſpectacte encoureged her to a moze ſpiedy 
per foʒmaute: aud by the light of che two Lamps ſhe unbzaced 
der Lieſtures, & ſtripped her ſelf mto her milk-white Smock, 
having not ſo much upon her head, 3s a Caule to hold up her 
golden haire : after fþts ſhe tok her tiver Bodkin, that befoze 
cher had ſccretly hidden in her haire, and wih a w2athfull coun. 
tenance,(upon whoſe bzowesſate the Image of pale Death | 
ſheecame to her new Parrted Siffer, beirg wen over come 
with a heavie ſlumber, and wifþ her Bodkm ptercedter tender 
Bzeaſt:who immedtatly at the ſtroke thereof ſtarted fr om her 
lep, and gave ſuch a pittifullſcrike,that it would have weken⸗ 
ed fye whole Court, but chat fy. Chamber ſtod farre from the 
hearing ol Companp, except her bliady- minded Siſter, Whole 
hd was ready to redouble her furp, wich a ſecend ſtroke. 

But when Marcilla beheld the sheets and oznaments of 
her bed diſtaind with purple goze, and fr om her bzcaſt runne 
ftreames of crimſon blod, which like to a fountaine trickled 
from her Jvozp boſome, (he bzeathed fozth this earneſt excla- 
mation Ker, de of Caſtria. 

O Sitter, (ſaid ſher) hath nature har boured in fþp bzeaſt 
a blydp inde! What fury hafb incenſt fbe thus to com- 
mit my Tragedy: Jn what have J miſdone,oz wherein hath 
my tongre effended ther : What cauſe hath bene occafion,that 
kbp remoꝛſele ſſe hand agatnff nature, hath converted my toy- 
ral Hapeins; to a wofnll FaneralizThis is che cauſe (replyd 
Caſtria, and fyerewithall ſhewed her Womb, gzown big 
tough the burthen of her Child) that J have bathed my 
bands, in thy deteſted blod. 4 

Sr, ſe, Maicilla (ſaid ſhe) fhennhappp bed, wherein fby 
atcurſed Husband hath ſowne his ſ&d,by which my Uirgins 
honour is faz ever ſtained; his is the (pet which thy heart⸗ 
vlchd muft. waſh. away > and this is fe ſhame that nothing 
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but doafh ſhall finiſh ; therefoze a ſwet revenge, and a p2e- 
ſent mur iger likewiſe will J commit upon my felfe. — 
by my loached ſoule, m company of my unbozn Babe ſhall 
water with yy Ghoſt along we Stygian Lakes. 

# Thich words being no ſoner finiſhed , but ſhe vfolcntly 
pierced her ewn beaſt , whereby the two Sifers blod were 
cquatiy mingled together: but now Marcilla being tye fir it 
wounded, and the n&rer dzawing toward deafh, ſhe woful- 
ly complatned wich this dying Lamentatton. 

Dzaw neer (ſatd ſhe)youblazmg Stars,you carfhly Angels, 
you imbꝛoidered gitls, pou lobelp Ladies, t flour iching dames 
of Scythia , behold her wofull end, whols gloztes mounted to 
the Elements, behold mp marriage Bed here beautified with 
Tapeſtrp, converted to deaths blodp habitation, my bꝛabe At- 
tyꝛi to Car ſhly Pould, and mp Pzmcelp Pallaces to Elizium 
thades, being a place appomted foz thoſe Dames that lived aud 
dyed true Uirgins: foz now J fele the patnes of deafh cloſing 
mp lives wtndowes,aud my heart ready to entertain the ſtroke 
of deſttny.Come Floridon, come, tn ſtead of Armes, get Ca⸗ 
gles wings, that tn chy boſome J may bzeafpe my murthered 
Ghoſt, Wozld,fare thou well, J was to pꝛoud of my inticing 
pleaſures: thy Pꝛincelp Pomp and all thy gliffering Dzna- 
ments, J mult foz ever bid adue. Father, farewell, with all 
my Packing Tratne of Cour tip Ladies, Knights and Gen⸗ 
tlewomen; mp death, J know will make thy Pallace deaths 
glomp regiment; and laſt of all, farewell my Noble Floridon, 
foz thy ſweet ſake Marcilla here is mur tbered. 

At che end of which wand s, the dying Lady being fainf 
wich che abundance of blod that iſſued from her wounded 
bzeaſt, gabe up ſhe Ghoſt. No ſanerhad pale death ſetzedups 
on her libeleſſe body, but Caſt ria likewiſe fþ20ugh ſhe extre- 
mit of her wound was — 1. entertame fþe ſtroke ol the 
fatail Stſters, who alſo complained in this manner: Pearken 
pou loving G ir les, (ſa id ſhe) to you J ſpeak, that know what 
endleſſe griefe diſloyall aud falſe love b2&ds in conſtant 
minds, fhe thought whereof is ſo intollerable to my ſoule ſhat 
it extieds p toʒments of Danaus daughters, which conttnvallp 
fill water into bottomleſle Tubs in Hell. Oh py my eares had

Now When fþe mozning Sun A che darkſame 
night, Floridon who little miſtruſted fhe Tragedy of tys 
two Siſters, repaired to ſhe C Do, with a conſozt of 


Skilfull Puſicians , where the inſpiring Barmonp ſounded ts 
the Malls, and Floridons mazning ſalutations were ſpent 
in vain: foz death ſo ſtopt the two Pzincefſes cares, that no 
reſound of thanks at all re-anſwered his wozds, which cauſed 
Floridon fo depart, thinking them to be alleep, aud to return 
within an hour after, who without aup company came to the 
Chamber-Doze, where her agam found ali ſilent +: at which 
ſulpecting ſome farther ebent , hee burſt open che Daze, 
where hee no ſwner entred, but hee found be two Ladies 
weltrting in their own goze: which wofall ſpectacle pzeſent- 
ly ſo bereaved him cf vis wits, fat like afrantick man hee ra- 
ged up aud don, ano in this manner bitterly complatned:

ſtrength Armenia could meke, aud in revengs of his Sonnes 
muzther, entred my Lerritozies, and wifh his well-appzoved 
Marrtors ſubdued mp P2ovmnces,llaughtezd my Souldiers, 
conquered mp Captatn?s, lew my Commons, burnt mp Ct: 
ties, ano left mp CountreyUillzges deſolate, where, when J 
beheld my Counteep ober-ſpzead with Famine, fire, ano 
Swond, fb2& inteſtme plagues, wherewith Heaven ſconrgeth: 
the ſias of the wicked, J was fozced foz ſafegazd of mp life, to 
foꝛſake mp native YYabitation,aud ingly Government,onlp 
committing my Foztune, (like a baniſht exile ) to wander un⸗ 
known Paſſages, where care was my chiefe companion, ans 
diſcontent my only ſoliciter: at laſf it was mp Deſtiny to ar- 
tibe in fhis unhappy place, which J ſuppoſed to be che walks 
of deſpafre , where J had not remained many dyes tn my

Virgin by the meanes ofa Lyon, and what ha pned unto 
him in the ſame Adventure. 


Amt George, after p recoberp ol Saint David, 
as pouheard in the fozmer Chapter, diſpatched 
y bis iour nep towards Chziſtendome, whoſe: 
_* 91] pleaſant Banks he long deſtred to behold, and 
<2) 2 tþought everp dap a pear, till his epes enioped 
a ſwert ſight of his Natibe Countrep Eng- 
land, upon whoſe Chalkep Cliffes hee had not rod in many 
a weary Þummers dip: kyercfoze committing his tourney to a 
foztun e Succeſle, he travelled thzongh many a dangerous 
Countrep: where the people were not only of a blobp di- 
ſpsſition, given to all manner of wickedncſſe, but the lople 
gzeatly anno ped w wild Beaſte, chꝛough which he could not 
well Travel! without danger: thcrefoze he cart ted continnalip 
mone of his hands, a weapon readp charged, to encounter 
with fpe Deafhen people, if occaſion ſhould ſerve, and in the 
ofyer hand, a bzight burning blaze of fire, to defend him 
from the farp of wild Beaſts if by violence ſhe p aſlailed him. 
Thus in extream danger travelled the Noble and abben- 
turous Champion Samt George, till ye arrived in ſhe 
Territoztes of Barbary , tn which Countrep her purpoſes

At which Speeches Samt Gcorge willingly condeſcended, 

aud with ali ſped purpoſed to goe fnte England: and there: 
wit hall ſealed an aſſurance with as ſweet a kifſe,as Paris gave 
to lovely Helena, when ſhe conſented to fogſake her native 
Countrep, and to trabell from her Busband Menelaus into 
Troy. Bo loſing no time, left delap might bz&d danger, 
Sabra kurniſhed her ſeife with ſuffictent Tveaſure, and ſpeedily 
delivered to Saint George his truſty Swond, which ſhee had 
kept leben pears foz his fake, with all p̃ Furniture belonging 
to his appzobed Steed, who no ſoner received her pꝛofferid 
Gifts, which be accounted dearer than the Aſien ona chp, but 
pzeſently he ſadled his Hoꝛſe, and beantified his ſtrůong Limbs 
with t ich Capariſons. In the meane time, Sabra thzougb fair 
ſpieches and pz amiſes, obtained the god will ol an Eunuch, chat 
was appointed fog her Guard in fþe Kmgs abſence, to acc om- 
pany tyem in their Travell, and to ſer be ag a truſtp Guide, 
if occaſton required: which wich the Lady ſtod ready at the 
Champions commandement; who no ſoner had furniſhed him⸗ 
ſeife with luftictent Yabiliments ot Marre belonging to lo 
dangerous a tour ney, but he ſet his beloved Piſfreſſe upon 
a gentle. Palfray, which alwayes kn&@led downe until! dhe 
had aſcended che Saddle: and likewiſe ber Eunuch wos 
mounted upon anofherSted, whereon all fheir rich Furniture 
with coſtiy Jewels and other Treaſure was bozne. 

Do ſheſe tb2& wozthp Perſonages committed their Travels 
to fhe guide or Fozfune , who pzeſerbed them from fye dan- 
gers of purſuing Ene mies, which at the ings return from 
hunting, followed amain to every Pat æ Haven, that divided 
tye Uingdom of Barbary froau the Confines of Chziſtend ome.

then traveliing mto che 1Boaders of Scythia , with his Ladp 
Roſſal inde: Ukewtle to Saint i\ndrew the Champion of Scot- 
land: to Satnt Patrick the Champion of Ireland: aud to Samt 
David the Champion of Wales, who all atchte ved many me- 
mozable Adventures in che A ingdome of Tartary, as pon habe 
heard befoze diſcourſed at large. 

But now Fame, and ſmiling Fozfune conſcnted, te make 
their Knightly Atchievements to (hine tn the exes of the 
whole Wold , fherefoze by fhe conduction of Yeaven, ſpey 
generally arrived in ſhe Grecian Emperours Court: of whoſe 
Lilts and Zurnaments theretn perfozmed, to che Honour of 
his Nuptials, my weary Pulſe is bound to Diſcourſe. 
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Hew the ſeven Champions arrived in Grecia at the Emp re- 
Nuptials, & here cy performed many Noble Atchicve. 
ments, and how afier open Warres were proclaimed againtt 
Chriſtendome by the diſcovery of many Knights, aud ho 
every Champion departed into his owne Countrey.

How the ſeven Champions of Chriſtendom arrived wirh all 
their Troops in the Bay of Portugal: the number of the 
Chriſtian Armies, and how Saint George made an Oration 
to his Souldiers. 


Fter fhe ſeven Champtonsof Chziſtendome Arribed 
in cheir native Countreps , aud by true Kepozts 
had blazed ab20ad tot bery Pzinces ear, the blody 

refolntton of the Pagans,aud how the }-20bmces of 
Africa aud Aſia had Muſtred up fpeir Fozces to the 4nvoſion 
of Europe: all Chziſtian Kings than at he entreaty of the 
Champions, appointed mighty Azmies of well phzobes 
Souldiers, both by Sea aud Laud, to intercept the Infidcls 
wicked intention. Likewiſe by the whole sonſent of Chziften- 
dome , the Noble and Foztunate Champion of England, 
Domt George, was appomted Thicke General, and pzincipall 
Leader of the Azmies, aud the other ſir Champions were 
Eledted foz his Conncell and chiete Aſſiffants tn all attemps 
bat appertatned either to ſhe benefit of Chziſtendom, oz ty? 
furfycravce of their Foztimate P2ocedings. 

This Yonourable Marre ſo fired the hearts of many 
youtptfull Gentle-men, ano (o encouraged fhe minds of every 
common Son!{vier, that ſome mozgaged weir Lands, ang 2? 
tyetr own p2oper charges furniſhed themſelves: ſome (ole 
tyctr Patrimentes to ſerve tn fþeſe Bonourable War xis: a 
her ſome faaiak Parents, Bindzed, Wife, Childzer \, 
Fzlends, and Acquamtauce, am with out conſtzamt ol p2ef- 
ling, offered ſhemſelbes to follow ſo Noble a Genet all, as we 
rengwned Champion of England , aud to ſpend fyetr blob 
in the tuſt guarreil of their native Countrep, T o be brief one 
might behols the Streets of ebery Town ans City fþ2ovgh- 
ent allfhe Dominlons of Europe, beautified with Tops of 
Douldiers , which thirfted alter nothing but Fame and 9- 
nouar.

The Honourable Hiſtory of the 
Etchoes ol ſilver ©rumpets ſummoned them to Armes; that 
followed wifh as much willingneſſe as be Grecians follows 
eb Agamem non to the wofall ovexfyzew of Troy: fos by fyat 
time the Chaiſt tian Champtons had ſpazted fhemſelves in the 
boſomes of tyeir kinde Piftrefſes, the ward Captaines 
taken leave ofthetr der 8 the wilting Soul- 
diers bade adue to their Friends and Acquaintance , che 
Sp2ing had covered the Carch wich a new Lfbery;which was 
the appointed time the Chatffim Armies ſhould met in Por. 
tugall, there to fopn theſr (everall Tops into one Legion: 
wyih pꝛomiſe cauled the Champions to bid adue to their 
native Countreys, and with all ſpe&d to buckle on their Fur- 
nitures, and to hopſe up SAples, where after a hozt time, ſhe 


winde with a calm and p20 perous Gale, caſt them happily 
into the Bay of Portugall. . 


The firſt that arrived in ſhat ſpacisus Maben, was the no- 
ble Champion Saint George, with an hundzed fhonſano cou⸗ 
ragions Engliſh @ouldiers, whoſe foz wardneſs betokene a 
foztunateſucceſſe, and their willing minds, a ioyfull bict op. 
Wis Army ſet in Batell. Rap, ſermed to counter batl the mn» 
ber of the Macedonian Souldiers where wich wachp Alexan- 


der Conqueredthe Meſtern Mold: his Yozſe-men being in 
number twenty fhouſand, were armed all in black Coꝛllete: 
their Lances bound about with Plates of Stele:their St&ds 
vered with Maile fbze& times doubled:their Colours were the 
ſangutne Cꝛoſte, ſuppoꝛted by a golden Lyon:his ſurdy Bow⸗ 
men, whole conquering g2ay-Goſe wing tn founer times hath 
terrified the circled Carth, — in number like wie twenty 
chouſand, clad all in red Pandiltans, with Caps of the ſame 
colour, bearing fhereon likewile a ſangutne Czoſſe, being ſhe 
frue badge ano honour of England : fhets Bowes of ſbe 
ffrongeft Yew, and their Arrowes of the ſoundeſt Alb, wich 
fozked heads of Sele, aud ſheir Feaſchers bound on wilb g2&«1 
wax aud twtilted tik. Mis Puskettiers being in number ten 
chouſ and, ſheir Puskets of fhe wideſt boze, wich Fire locks 
w2ought bp cur tous wakmanſhtp, pet of fac wonderful 
ligbtnelle, chat fþey required no Neſt at all to eaſe ſheir right 
apmtug armes. His Caliver ſhot likewiſe ten fhouſaus ol 
fhe ſmaller timb2ed men, but pet of as couragious minds, as 
che talleſt ouldters in his Army. His Pikes any Bils to 
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guard the waving Enſigns, thirty fpouſand, clad all in ffron

bouring Ptoners, if occaſion ſerved, to undermine any Town

that divide the Countreys of Italy ans S paine. * 

The next that arrived within fe Bap of Portugall, was 
ſbe Pzincely minded Champion Samt David of Wales, with 
an Armp of fifty ſhouſ aus of true bozne Britta ines, furniſhed 
with all Mabiltments of Marre to ſo Noble and Ualtaut a 
Service, to the high renown of hisCountrep,anotrue Honour 
of his P20geny:; their Armour in richneſſe rofþmg mferfeur to 
we Engliſhmens: weir Colours were a golden croffe,ſuppoze 
ted by a ſtlvcr Gziffon : wytch Scutchton ſignified fbe Ancient 
Azmes of Wales: foz no ſoner had Samt George a ſight of the 
Ualtant Brittaines, vut he cauſed his Puokettiers pzeſently to 
entertame chem with a Uollep of Shot to expzeſſe tyetr happy 
and ioyfull welcome to Choze , which ſpeedily fþcy pezfozmea 
ſo conragtoully with ſuch a ratling nopſe, as though the Fir- 
mament had bur ſt in lunder, ant che Carth made Eccho to iht ir 
thundzing melody. 

But no ſoner were fhe Skies cleared from ſhe ſmoak of 
fhe teak ing Powder, and hat Saint George might at pleaſure 
diſcern the Noble x Pagnantmous Champion of Wales, who 
as ſhen rode npon a min- white Hobbie in ſilber Azmour, 
guarded wich a Tzame of Knights m purple Ueſtures: blut 
be gzerted Saint David with ktude courte ſies, 4 accompanied

Thele adventurous ud hardy @auldfers no ſoner Arrive 
en the ſhoꝛe, but the Engliſh Puzkettiers gave ſhem a jÞ2imce- 
ip entertamment, ano pzeſenfly conducted we Noble minded 
Thawpion Samt Patrick, to p Engliſh Tent, where the th2& 
Champtans of England, Wales, md Ireland, paſſed a wap tye 
time wiſh exceeding gaeat Rayalty,lapmg down Plots how to 
pitch heir Camps to fhe moſt diſadbantage of the mil bel - 
bing Enemp, and ſetting down perfect direckions which wap 
thep were beſt to March, and ſuch like Devices foz che ir owns 
catettes, and the benefit of Chziſtendem. 

Type next that landed on the Banks of Portugall, was 
Samt Audrew the wozthp Champion of Scerland, with th2e- 
(coz8 chouſaud of well appzoved Sonldiers: his Hoꝛſemen, the 
bold adventurous Gallowapes, clad all mquilted Jackets, W 
Laces of the Turkiſh faſhion, fhick and ſhozt, bearing upon 
tyetr 15eavers the Armes of Scotland, which was a cozner 
C20Te ſuppoꝛted by a naked Uirgm: his Ptkemen the friffe 
and hardy men of Orcady, which continually uſe to lie upon 
kreezing Pountames, the Jſte Rocks, and the note Ual: 
liss: his ſhot the light. foted Calidonians, that if occeſton 

ſerve, canclimb the higheſt Hill, and fog nimbleneſſe in run- 
ntng, ober-goe the ſwift:-fated Stag. 

Thele bold adventurous Scottiſh men in all fozwavdneſle, 
dcſerbed as mus Yonour at; the Engliſh Champions hmos 
as anp of the other Nattans befoze ; thsrefoze be rommanded 
bis Shot, at their ficft entry on Land, to give them a Noble E 
tertamment, which they perfoamedmoft Ropalip, and alſo con- 
ducted Sant Andrew to the Engliſh Tent, where, after he had 


given Samt George p conrtelte of his Countrep, departed to 
dis Tent, which was diffaut from the Engliſh Tent a mile. 

The next that Arribed was Saint anthony the Champion 

of Iatly, with a band of fonrfcoze thouſand bzavbe Italian Soul- 

diers, mounted on Warltke Courſers, eberp H taſeman at- 

ended ondpa naked Negro, bearing in his hum à Streamer 
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of watchet ilk, with Ge Azmes of Italy the tean fet in Galdz 
every fotman furniſhed with app2obeb furniture in as ffate- 
ly g manner as me Engliſhmen, who at (yetr lauving retei ved 
as Kopall an Entertainment, as the other Nations: and like: 
wiſe Hamt Anthony was as highly honoured bp tee Engliſhe 
Champion, as anp of che other Chzifftan Unigbts⸗ 

The next that Arrived was Samt Dennis the Vitozfong 
Champion of France, with a baud of foureſme thovſauy. After 
him marched twelve Dukes of twelve ſeveral! Tukedomes, 
being then under the Gobernment of the French Umg, everp 
one at hfs own pꝛoper coff and charges, mamtaming two thous 
ſay @ouldiers, tn cheſe Ch iſt iin Mats: ſycit Entertamns 
ments were as glozious as the reſt; 

Lhelaſt of ali the Chziffian Champions ſhat Avrived upon 
che f:uitfull Banks of Portagall, was ſhe magnanimons 
Knight Samt lames of Spainc, with a h ud like wiſe of foure- 
ſcoze thouſand; with him her b2ought from the Spaniſh Mines 
ten Tua of refined Gold, only to mainfatn Souldiers in rye de⸗ 
fence ol Ch2iltendom, ho no ner landed wih his Zawps, 
but ths other ſix Champions gave him the Monourable wel- 
come of a Souldier , aud ozdained'a ſolemn Banket foz the 
generall Armtes, whoſe number faſtly ſurmonoted five 
hundzed fhouſind; which Legions hep coniopned into one 
Camp Nopal, and after placed chi ic Uings aud Squadzons 
Battell-wile, chiellp by ſhe direction of Saint Sorge, being 
then Chief Generall by the conſent of the Chziſtlan things ; 
whoafter he had over|viewed the Cbꝛiſtim Azmies, his coun: 
tenance ſeumed to pꝛognoſticate a crowned Uitozp, and to, 
fozetella fatall ober fhzow to the misbeleving Potentates* 
therefoze to encourage his P2incelp Followers to perſevere in 
their wanted willingnelle, pꝛon ounced this P2tcely Dzatton-

At luſt Foztrne 
intent ing to maue Saint George's Þowelle to ſhtone b21gyter 
than fþe ri ſt, ſingled out ſhe Morocco King, be twixt whom and 
fy: Enolich Thampton, was a long aud dangerous Fight: but 
Saint ( eorge ſo couragtenllp behaved himſelfe with hls 
truu y Sto, d, that Almidor was conſtramed to pœld to his 
mercv. The Armp of che Moores ſceing their ing taken 
P2tſoner, pzeſentlp would habe fled; but bat che Chaiſtians 
being tye lighter of fot, obertok fem, aud made the gieatc lf 
flaughter of them fhat e ber hapned in Barbary.

This range Spectacle, q rafyer wonderfull Accident, lo 
amazed the ſozrowſull Lady, fhat ſhe began anew to com- 
plame: O chat this Mirkes Purkher had never bene done 
( (atd ſhe ) en what my band 14x frucken Lame by ſome 
unlacky Þlannet, when fizit it did attempt ſhe Ded! TUht- 
fber ſhall J flie, to ſhzowd me from ſhe Company of Uertuous 
Women, which will foz evermoze ſhunne me as a Deteſted 
Purkſpezer * Af x ſhould goe inte ſome Fozratgn Coun- 
trey, there Heaven wfll caſt down Uengeance foz mp Guilt : 
If Jſhould hide mp ſelf tn Mads aud Solitary TWilverneſſes, 
yet would ſde Minde diſcober me, awd blowe chis Blody 
Czime, toevery Comer of ſhe Wozld: or if A ſhould go libe 
tn Caves, os Dazklome Dennes within che Dep Foun: 
dation of ſhe Carth, yet will his Ghoſt purſue me there, aud 
haunt me dap aus night ; ſo that in no place a Purfherer can 
live tn reſt, ſuch diſcontented Thoughts ſhall fill oppꝛ ne his 
Minde. After ſhe had bzeatyed fozth this Conifoztlefe Lamen⸗ 
tation to he Apze, the tors er blod:fatnod Garment from 
her back, and calf it tmto fhs Fountatne , where it turned

Lin denn Birabed into her Pettycoat, ſhe returned to 
the Slaugßtezed Earle, whoſe Face ſhe found covezed with 
Polle : which added moze Gzief unts her Soul, fo ſhe 
gzeatlp feared her Purfher was diſcr ped: but it feil not ont 
As ſbe miſtruſted: in it is fye Nature au kind of the Robin

make her repair Bomewazds,left ſhe ſhould be deſcried with 
out her upper Garment, 

Duzing which time, chere was a general Seazch made 
foz the Earle by bis Ser bants, foz they gzeatſy ſuſpected 
fome Danger had befanen him, conſtdezing that chep heard 
1 fpe night befoze, ſo Motully complaine in his Chamber. 

t laſt, wifh Toad Lights. chey came ts fhe Oꝛchazd Gate, 
tvbich they pzeſentip buzſt open: wheretn no ſoner entermg, 
but dhe p found the i Purfþe2ed Paſter [ping by a Bed of Ui. 
olets covered with Poſſe: likewiſe ſearching to fine out fhe 
Purkhezer, at lait Nabe Sabra in her bare Pettycoar, 
der Yauds and Face beſpztinckled wich 2Blod, aud her Coun- 
tenance as pale as aſhes : by which ſignes fhyep ſuſpected her 
to be che blody bereaber of their Lozd aud Paſkers Life : 
fyerefoze becauſe ſhe deſcendsd from a Noble Linage, they 
bzoughther che ſame night befoze the umg, which did chen 
dap his Court tn ſhe City of Coventry: who immediately 
upon che Confefton ol fþe Pur tber, gave tþfs ſevere iudge⸗ 
ment agatnſf her. 

Firſt, to be conbeped to Pziſon, chere to remaine foz fbe 
tearme of twelbe Monechs, and at fhe end fhereof , to bee 
burned like a moſt wicked Dffender: pet becauſe ſhe was fhe 
Daughter of a King, awd Lopali Lady to ſo Noble a Knight, 
his Paſeſfp in Parcy granted her fþis Favour, chat lf ſhe 
could get any Knight at Armes, befoze the time were expired, 
chat would be her Champion, and by Combat redeme her 
from ſpe Fire, the ſhould lie: other wiſe, her Champion 
wer e bangulſhed, ſhen toſuffer the fozmer tudgement. 

Thus have pon heard che ZDiſcourſe of all ings which 
happened till my Depat ture fi om England, where Jlefther in 
P2iſon , and ſince fhat time five Boneths are fullp expired: 
fþcrefoze moſt Renowned Champion, as pon lobe the Life of 
rour Lady, and wiſh her Deliverp, make no tacziance, but 
wich all ſ pd poft into England, fo A gzearly feare, befoze- 
pou arrive on fþe bleſſed Shoze- the time will be finiſhed, aud 
dabra (uffer deaſh foz want of a Champton to defend her Thie 
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bls Dolefull Diſconrſedzave Samt Scorge with the 0: 
cher nights aud Champions, to ſuch an Extaſte of mind, chat 
every one departed to tpþeiz Lodging Chambers wich dumbe 
ſignes of Sorow,betng not able to ſpeak one word ; where 
foꝛ that Night they lamented tþe miſhap of ſo Ulerinous a U. 
dy, The Egyptian Bing her Father, he abandoned tve fight 
of all Compmies : and repatred to the toy of a high Tower 
built of Barble Stone, wherein hebarred himſelkelo fait with 
Iron Bolte, that none could come within the hearing of his 
Lamentations: then raged he up and d obune like frantick Oc- 
dipus, tearing his Epes from their Naturall Cells, accuſing 
{Heaven of Intuſtice, condemning Earth of Inſqultp, and ac: 
curſing man foz ſuch an execzable Crime; one while wiſhirs 
bis Daughters Birttz dap hid ben her Buriall dap: ano: 
tber while, that ſome unlucky F lanet would deſc2nd the 
Firmament, and fall upon his miſerable head. Being in this 
cxtream Paſſton, he never hoped to ſœ his Daughters Coun: 
tenance again: and ſo about Midnight, being a time when 
Deſperate mon pꝛʒ act iſe their own De ſtructions, he call him- 
ſelf headlong from fhe top of fhe Tower, and bꝛoke his neck, 
any all beſpzinckled che Flinfp Pavements with his blod and 
zains.

at fhis wokull Speifacle be tok a ſecond conceites Oziefe 
in luch eriream manner, chat it had almoſt coſt him his Life, 
but tyat the Egyptim Knights gave him many Comtozta- 
vieſpe<hes , aud by che conſent of mauy Dukes, Carles, 
Los, and Bazons, with many other of the late ings 
Pzibp Coanſell, ep elected him the true (ucceding King 
of Egpyt, by the marziage of Prolomies Danghter: which 
Kopall pzofer Samt Gcorge refuſed not, but tok upon him 
we Regiment of fhe whole Countrey, ſo that fog a ſhoꝛt time 
his tourrnep towazds England was ſtayed, and apon the 15 
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dap fo!lowtng, his Cozonation was appotnted, which they ſo + 
lemnlp perfozined, to fhe high Mon our of all fþe Chaiſtlan 
Champions, foz we gp; tian E'reres couſed S. Gcorge to be 
apperelled in Mopall dicſtures litze a i ing, he had en a Suit of 
llaming Gen like an Emerauld, and a Pantle of Scarlet ve- 
ry tichly furd, and wzougbt car toully with Gold: ien cht acher 
ſx Champions led hiui up to be Kings Thꝛone, and ſet htm in 
a Ch ir vi Cbonp, which had Gummels of Silver, which 
ſavupen an Alabaſter Elephant; then came chze of the 
Gzeateſt Loads in Egypt, and (ct aC30wn of Gold upon his 
Mead; wen followed che anights with a @cepter, and a na- 
k:2dSwo2d, to ſigniſie that he was Chief Gobernour of the 
Mealu, aud Load of al that appertaind to the Colon of Egypt . 
This being pert fozmed in moft Sumptuons aud Stately man- 
ner, the T zunpets wich other Inſtruments began to ſound, 
whe:2at ye generall company with iopfull vopces crped alto⸗ 
ge ther, long live S. George,t2ue Champton foz England, aus 
Bing ol Egypt. Then was ve conducted to the Ropall Pallace, 
here foz ten days he remamdamong ſt his Lozds md knights, 
ſpend ing tye time in g2cat Jop ano Pleaſure: the which being 
finiſhed,bts Lavtes Diſfrelle conſtrained him to a ſudden de- 
porture: thcrcfoze he left the guidtng of his Land to twelve 
Egrtian Lozds, binding them all by Dath to deliver it at his 
return;likewiſe cyarging them to Jnterr the Bodp of Pcols- 
my in aſumptuons Tomb befitting the 15Sodp of ſo Kopall a 
Wotentate:Alſo, appointiag the ſix Champions to raile their 
Tents, aud Puſter up aue w their Souldiers, aud wich all ſpeen 
march into Perſia, aud there by D int of blodp War revenge 
his foʒmer intur ies upon fpe curſed Souldan. 

This Charge being given, the next Poꝛning by Bꝛzeak of 
Dap, he buckled on his Armour, mounted on his lwilt⸗foted 
Steed, aud bad his F2tends tn Egyp* foz aſcaſon adue: and 
fo in Companp of the Knight that bzought him chat unlucky 
Hebes, he tok his ſourney with all ſped towards Englind ; 
In which Travell, we will eave htm fo a time: Alſo paſſing 
ober the ſperdp pz obiſton made bp the Chziſtian Cham ins 
in Egypt, tm tye Jnv ſton of Per ſia, and return to ſozrowoull 
Sabra being in Pꝛi on, awalting each Mmute to receive thef ft: 
nau ſtroke of tmpartiall Death ; foz now had the rowlng 
Elancts bzought their years donner te an end: pet Sabra — 
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no Intelligence of any Chimp ion tat would defend ber cane, 
fyc22foze ſhe p ꝛepared ber 15. iicate Bodp to receive ber lateft 
beach of Life. The time bemg come, che was bought to the 
place of Cxecution, whitysr the went as witmgty, zus wich 
as much top, af ever th. wert befoge time unto ber M rzisgt: 
the had made humble (ub ion to che Mold, and viifeign- 
edlp committed her Soul to God. Spe being at che ©: ake, 
were tue Umg was pzelent with many thouſands , ar well 
of wok!!! erſonages, as of common eople, to behold this 
wofui: Tragedp, the Deaths man ſtripped off ber Car- 
ment, which was of black Sarcenef ant tn Her Snow white 
Smock bound her wich an Jzon:Chain unto the Stake: en 
placed che p round about her tender body, boch Pitch, nr; cn, 
tine, and Gunpowder, wich other mercilefle things, thereby to 
make ber Death the moe eaſie, aud her pam the ſhozter: b ich 
being done, the Uig cauſed the Herald to ſumman in che 
Chalie ger, who at fbe ſound of the Tzumpet come izzciug 
m upon a Kone colo::2ed Steed wifhout any kid of merk, 
and t2apped with i ich Trappmgs of Gold and pzectons ſtones 
of g2eat pꝛice: there came fozth at the Moe month , two 
Tus kes like unto an Elephants, bis Noſt2ziils weze very lerge 
aud bigge, his Head little, his B2eaft ſomewhat bꝛond, well 
pitt, aud ſo hard, that no Swad, were it never ſo ſharp, 
wos able to enter tn ſhezcat.

But if my hands were ſtamed wich blad avout 
ſome wicked Tnterpziſc,then Heaven ſhew pzeſcnt bengeance 
upon me lece, vp ſome Noble Thampton ([abe my Wodp alive. 
At which inſtaut the heard the ſound of a ſhzili Tzumpet, the 
which Saint & corge cauſed to be winded; ( foz as then be was 
near) wht cauſed the Execution a while to be deferzed. At 
laff, (hey bepeld a farre off a Tately Banner waving in the 
Ay2e, e which a Squire carzied befoze Saint George: then 
tycy eſpped near unto fhe Banner; a moſt Ualjant armed 
night mounted upon a cole black Palfrap , with a Mar- 
like Lance ſtauo ing in his Reſt: by which ſudden Appzoach 
ſbey knew him to be ſome Champion tvat would defend che 
Diltreſſed Ladies Life. Then the King commanded ſhe 
Dꝛummes aud Tzumpets to (ound; whe2eat the People gave 
a generall Shout, aud che poze Lady half dead with Fear be- 
gan to rebibe, aud her bluſhing Cheks to be as Be autifall as 
Red Roles dipt in Mflk, oz 1Blod mingled with Snow.

Lnights ſet (purs to their Yozſes,aud made them run o fierce: 
y,that at the firſt Encounter they ſhivezcd both bett Lances 
to their hauds, then ruſhed fyep together ſo rigozoul:y with the 
Bodies and Helmets, that tyep felidown Loth co the Garts;but 
Samt George, who was the moze lutte Knight.nimbly leapt 
upon his Feet without any hurt, but the Bazon of Cictter lap 
Till with bis Head downwazds, caſting from ts Peu a- 
bundauce of 15Slod, m be was mightily bzuiſed with rye fall, 
but when be reviv.d fzom his L rar ce, he tok his Shield, 
Mawing out a mighty Fauchien, and Wich a wart C ou” 
A 2 en mn 
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fenance rau at Samt george. Nowp3zound Knight (quofh he) 
A ſweare by ali fy? Samts of Yeaven to revenge my bod 
which thou haſt ſhed: and fyerewittall hee ſtruck (o violently 
upon Saint George's Shield, that it cleaved quite aſunter, 
hen began hee to wax augry, and tk his Swozd tn great 
wz2ath, and gave the Bat an of Cheſter ſuch a ſtr oke, that bg 
tut awap Arm and Shoulder, and all the fleſh of his ſide to the 
bare Ribe, and like wiſe cut his Leg almoſt clean aſunder 
tmtbe thickeſtplace of his Thigh, and pet foz all that the Sd 
entered balfe a fot tnto the Earth : fben fell the Baron of 
Cheſter to the ground, aud bzeathed foath this lamentable cry, 
Nowfcown, pou fatall Starres, eternally , wat did pze- 
dominate at mp 1Birfh , foz be is Natne and banguiſhed , that 
never ſtopt to any Knight befoze this dap: ano fhereupen 
spe blod oped the paſſage of his ſpech , aud his ſoule 
went fl ping to Elizium: whereat fpe whole company ad- 
mired and applauded Hatnt George foz the moſt foztunate 
JLntght in the Mozld. Then che King delivered Sabra wilh 
ts bon hands to S George, who molt coucteonlly received 
er, ind like a kinde Knight caſt a Scarlet Pautle ove: her 
body, fye which a Ladp Tanotng bybeſtowed upon him; pet 
he minded not to diſcover htmſeife , but ſet her npon hte po;t- 
ly Ste&d, ( that pzeſentlp grew pzoud in carrying (o rich a 
bur then) and with his own has led him by che bzidle reines. 
So great was the top fhzonghont the City, chat ſbe Belo rung 
without ceaſing that whole dap togefber, the Citizens po o 
everp place Samt George ſhould paſſe , did hang fozih at 
fpeir TA tn dowes, e on weir Mals, Cloth of Gold ano Suh 
with rich Carpets, Cuſhion co berings of green Uelvet tap a- 
bꝛoad in eber p Window: the Cleryp in Copes of Golo «n2 
Suk, met them with ſolemn Pꝛoceſſlon: the Ladies t Bc auti- 
tul damſels ſtrewed everp Str&t whereas he paſt with Roles 
aud moſt pleaſant Flowers, and crowned him with a wzeath 
ol green Bapes, tnſign of his triumphant Tictozp 4 Conqueſt. 
In wis manner went he to be Kmgs Pallace, not known 
by any what hee ſhoufd ber, but chat he was a night of a 
ange Countrep: pet Sabra many times as thep paſſed 
along, deſired to ſæ his face, and know his name, foz that 
he had adbentured ſo farre foz her ſake, and fhat foz her de- 
livery he had banquiſht the bzaveſt Knight ty England. Y 6 
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fo; all her perſwaſions, he kept himſelfe undiſcovered till 8 
trop of Ladies in coupany of Sabra, got him mro a Cham- 
ber richly hung wilb 2rras Clcfh, ano tete unlecedhis Be- 
ber: whoſe countenarce then ſh& beheld, and ſaw that it 
was her Lozd and Mus baud which had redemed her from 

deafþ, Chee le ll mto a dead lound fo bei y top : But Samt 
George ſiamkle d alittle cold wat. r on her face anorcvived het 
pzeſintly. After this be gave her many a kind aui lcving kiſſe, 
tam her the moſt ti veſt , ano the moſt lop alleſt Lady chat 
ever nature flamed, chat to fþc bei p death would rot loſe 

one iot of ber unſpotted Borour. Likewiſe wer accounted 
him tue true ſt Knight , an the loyalieſt Mus band, that ever 
heavenly Hymen linckt in baude oi Bari iege with any wo- 
man. But when the King had notice that it was Samt 
Geo: ge bis Countreps Champion, which atchteved chat no- 
ble Conqueſt in vanquiſhing we Baron of Cheſſer, be was 
rabiſhed wich ſt:ch toy , fþat be came i unning in all haſte to 
the Chamber , aud molt kindly embzaced him; ano after be 
was unarmed, and his Mounds waſhed tn white wine an 
new milk , the King conduſfed him with bis Ladp to his

uu after het kept open Court fo; all Commers ſo long as 


Se int George continued fhcre > which was foz the ſpace of 
one Month: At dhe ind whereol he fok his Lal y and one 
Page with him ans bade England atue, aud then h travelled 
toward Perſia, to the other Chziſttan Champions, whoſe 
dangerous founep ano ſtrange adventures pou map reads 
tn tþ1s Chapter followmg.

ſerved her honour from a terrible Gyant, 


Ster Saint George with his vertuous La, 
dp depactted from England, and had 
travelled th2ough many Countreps, ta- 
king theirdtret courſes towar os Egypt, 
and the Confines of Perſia, where the 
bet fix Champions remained with 
their Marlike Legions: At laſt, iycy 
arrived fo the Countrep of the Amazoni— 
ans, A Land inhabited by none but wo- 
men: In which Begion Saint Georg atchic ved many bz be 
aud P zinceip Adventures, which are mo} wonderf ell to re: 
hearſe, as after is declared: for travelling up and dawn the 
Countrep, they found cvery Town and Cit'y deſolate of 
People, yet verp ſumptuolly built, the Earth like viſe unty.- 
led, the Paſtures uncheriſhed, ard every Fletd overgrown 
with werds: wyerebp he deemrd that ſome ſtrange accident 
had befallen the Countrep,either by Mat re, 02 mo2t-lify of 
ſome grievous Plague, foz they could neither (et eye of aan, 
woman, no2 Child, wherebp they were fozced fo fed on 
Berries and Nots, and tn ſtead of bz ve Pallaces, they were 
conſtrained to lie on bʒoad Paſtures, upon e Banks of Pola 
aud in ſtead of 1 of ſilk, tpep had black, aud dart 
clouds to cover chem. 
An fy(s extreamity they travelled np aud dolwne foz ſt i. ty 
dapes: but & {aff it was cheir happy foztunes to irct''s 
beine a rich Pavillon, ſituate and ſtauding in the open 
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Fields, which ſeemes to bee fhe tnoff gloztong ſight that eber 
they beheld , foz it was wzeught of the richeſt wozk tn fbe 
Wozld, all of græn ans ci fwſov Satten, bozdered wifh Gold 
and Azure,tye woſts that vere it up were ol Imp, fhe Cozds 
of greene Silk, ano on the top thereof fhire ffod au Ea. 
gie of Gola, aud at the two Cozners , two green Silber 
Gaiffins ſhining agamſt che Sunne, which ſermed in rt<- 
nelle to exceed ſhe Ponument of Mauſolus, being one of the 
Wozlds twelve Wonders, Thep had not there remapned 
long, admiring at we Beauty of the UWozkmarſhip, but at 
we Entry of the Pavilion there apptared a Patorn Dugn 
crowned with an Jmperstl Diadem, who was the moſt 
faireſt Creature that e ver he ſaw. Dn ber attended twenty 
Amazonian Dames, beat ing in thetr hands Silver Bowes 
of the Zurklſh Faſhion , aus at tyeir becks hung Wutvers 
full of Golden Arroives, upon fyeir Heads they woze Silber 
Cozonets, beſet with Pearls and pꝛecious Stones: thc ir At- 
tire comelp and gailant;fþetr Faces faire and gentle to behold, 
ſheir fezebeads piatn ano white , tpe trameis of fp. ir hatr 
ke bur nicht Gold, thefr bzowes ſmaſl and pꝛaper, ſome what 
dzawing to a bzown colour, their iſages platn, nelſher to 
long not to round, but coloured like Roſes mi t with L. illiec⸗ 
fþctr noſes long and ftraight , ſheir ruody <&ks (omewhat , 
ſmiling , their epes lovely, aud all the reit of thi ir parts ano 
Lineaments, by natui e f: amed moſt excetlent, who had made

Patiden{ucen. be wis almoſt entrapped in her love, but 
chat the dear affetton he bare to bis own Lady even ted 
him, whom her would not wzong oz all the Dceaſy es be- 
twixt'che higheſt Hel. bens and the lo welt Carib, A lat, he 
aligyted from his ozſs, and humbled vinclelf unto her Ex⸗ 
cellency, and chus courceoullp began te queſtion with her 
Acer this manner: | :

Sir Knight quoth ſhe , ( foz ſo you ſ@me both bp p our bch:, 
viour, ano gallant Stature) what favour my [Pavilion way 
affozd,be ſluxed ol: But the remembzance of mp Countreys 
deſolation which pon ſpcak of , bzeds a Sea of ſozrow in 
my ſoule, aud makes me ſi h when J remember it: but be- 
cauſe you are a Knight of a ſtrange L aud, J will repott it, 
fbough unto my grief : about ſome twelve pears ſince, it was 
a Negromancers chnace to arrive within tht3 Countter, his 
name is Oſmond , the cunningſt Artiſt th1- dap living upon 
che Cart, fon he cau at his cau raiſe ali the Sptrits out of Hel, 
and with his Charmes make Heaven to tame contmiaup 
ſhowzes of blod: my Beauty at that nſtaut tempted him to 
love, and dzowned his SenſesCſo in deſire, that he aſſailc e by all 
erſwaſtans fhat etther Ait oz Art could debiſe to wtn inc to 
is will: but J having Uowed mp ſelf to Diana's, Chaſtitp,to 
live tn ſinglenelſe among tycſe Amazonian aides, co tem- 
ned his love , deſpiſed his perſon, and accounted his peiſwa- 
ſions as ominous as the hiſſing of venemous Snakes fo; 
which hee wzought tye deffrutfon of this wp Realme and 
Kingdome : foz by his Pagick Art ano damned Charms, he 
raiſed from be Carth a mighty Tower, che Panter whercof

s ſtruck at Hatnt George with the ir Tallons ſo fuclouſp, 
that had he not defendedbimſelf wich his Shield, whicb cover 
ed his whole Bodp, he had bern pierced to the heart. 

In chts dange20us manner rode he on, till he came to %2

ſemed to ſdunder „ and the Earth to tremble ; his Pouſh 
ſmoakt like a Fiery Farnace , im his Eyes rowled mn his 
Head, like B2auds of flaming Fire:fhe M ound was ſo great 
and ſhe 15 lod iſſued ſo faſt from ſhe Gyauts Pouch, fhat his 
Courage began to quail, and agamſt his Mill, be was fozcey 
to pceld to kþe Champions mer cy, and to beg fox Lifs, to which 
Salat George agreed, but upon condition , ſþat ne Gyaut 
would diſcover all fye ſecrets of ſhe Tower, and ever after 
be ſwozne his true Serbant, and to attend on him with all di- 
ligence : to which che Gpant ſwame bp his owneſouvle, never 
to leabe him m Extremttp, aww to auſhiec him trulp to af que⸗ 
ſtlons whalſoe ver.

end, ſoz which Cauſe J habe bene bound to guazd and kep the 
Tower fzom fhe Atchie vement of any Knight.

wich gzeat Danger he opened ß Wicket whercout came ſuch 
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ah:indance of Smoake fyat fhe Darknefſe of the Coun: 
tzep doubled, (e fbat. neiſßer Wasch noz Candle weuld 
burn in ch Place: Yet neverthelrfle W. George entree, 
aud went downwards upon Statres, where be could ſ& ne- 
fhmg, but pet felt ſo many g2ext Blowes upon his Purge. 
net, that be was cenſtzamed to kneel upon his Buntes, am 
with his Shteld ta defend himſelk, oz elſe ye had ben b2ulſed 
to pieces. At laft be came to the Bottome, awd Re ze he ſoum 
a faiz g2eat Aault, where be felt ſo tezitble a Heat chat he 
[weat excedingly,ans as be felt about him, be pc2cerved th: de 
appz oached near we Ftre, aud going a little further he eſpicd 
out fye Fountam, whereat be g:eatly-retopced : ant (a he 
tak bis Shield, and he therein es much Water as he cou), 
and call it inte the Fire. In concluſion, he laboured ſo long il 
fye Fire was cleau quenched: then began the Skies te re:

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ſufficient'p reſted himſclf, her tok his fourncy in company of

By then the 
Quten ano her Utrgitns (ate,makiag ſweet Muſick upon their 
ſilber tuned Lutes , till geldenll&p had cloſed up thi ir eres; 
che which being done, p Qngn with her Ladies departed like: 
wiſe to their naturali reſts. But all this while ſpe Gpant 
never entred che Pabillton, but llept as ſoundlp at the rot of a 
Pine Tree , as Satnt George dtd m his embzopdered Bed: 
fo; be knew not what Pleaſures belonged tpercunto, noz neber 
befoze fhat time beheld any womans Fare. At litt, rye night 
wich dꝛew ber black Curlames, and gabe che magning leave to 
appe are, whoſe pleaſaut light cauſed Satnt George to forſike

At laſt, he climed np to the top of an high Mountain, 
being ſome two miles from he Qnenes Pavillion, where, 
on be ſtod ad beheld maup lately Townee, and Towers, 
high aw» migh'y Caſtles ; many large Mods aud Med. 
Dowes , and many pleaſaut Riv:rs ; ano about fbe Townes, 
faire Ames, godip Paſtures and Fields, At laſt, be beheld 
che Citp of Argenia hiatng agamſt the Sunne, p place where 
che Qutene im fozmer time was wont to kep her Court: 
which City was tnvironed witch deep Ditches, the Mall 
ſtrongip butlded, and moze fban five hundzed Towers made 
of Line ano Stone: alſo he ſaw many fatre Churches covered 
wich Lead, having tops aud Spires of gold, ſhining moſt goz- 
geouſlp, wich Weather-Cocks of Silber, gliſtering agatuſt the 
Sun.

Gzove , under a me Tre, this Gyaut lodged the paſſed

Panp wapes wandzed Samt George, ſometime in Ualieps 
where Molbes aud Tpgers Lurk; (omettme on monntam 
tops, where Lions Mheips do ſpazt e play, awd mauy times 
in diſmall fþ{ckets, where Snakes erpents live. 

Thus waupzed Samt George up aus down the Wilderneſs 
foz che ſpace of two dayes, hearing no newes of his aun: 
chziſtned Childzen. At laſt, he appꝛoached fþe ſight of a plea, 
ſaut River, which (mofhly'glided down betwixt two Boun- 
tatnes , into whoſe ſtreames hk purpoſed to caſf himſelf, 
aud ſo by a deſperate deafh give end to his ſozrowes: But as 

was committing his body to the mercy of tye Maters, and 
is ſoul to fye pleaſure of the Beabens , vs heard a far off ſhe 
rutull ſcrike, as he fhought, of a comfoztieffe 1Babe: which lud 
den nopſe, cauſed him to refram from his deſperate purpoſe, 
and with moze diſcretton to tender his owne ſafety.

what was pꝛactiſed in other  2inces Cotirts ; if anp Hill oz 
Pountain within a thouſauv Miles of the place where it re- 
maimed were er riched wifh a Pine of Gold, it would deſcribe 
fye place ano Counfrep , aus how dep it lap cloſed in fþe 
Carche by it one might truly Calculate upon the birth of Chtl- 
dzen, Succeſſion of |-2trces, aud continuance of Common- 
Wealtys, wilh many other excellent gifts of Uertues, which 
foz thts time J omit. Then in great ſtate paſſed S. George ta 
bit d Court, which was as richly beautified with all gallant 
ghts as the ofher twatn:for there was moſt livelp poztraped 
fye manner of Elizium; how love and luno ſate inveffed on 
fpctr Ropall Thzones, and likewiſe how all the Gods aud 
Goddeſſes tk their places by degrees tn Parliament: the 
ſight was pleaſant, ans the vebice moſt excellent, heir Puſtck 
admired, aud their Songs heavenly.  - 
Thus palſed Samt ccorge with his Lady fþ2ough ſhe fh2c& 
Courts, till chy came to the Pallace: wbezem was pꝛo bided 
againſt ſde ir comming , a ſtatelier Banquet fhan had tye Mas 
cedonian Ponazch , at his return into Babylon, when he had 
conquered the middle Earth: the cu ious Cates and wel! rc ple⸗ 
niſht Diſhes wirc ſs may, that J want Art oz Eloquence 
to deſcribe them: but to be ſhozt, it was the ſumptuouſt Ban- 
quet that ever hep bebeld ſince their departure from the Eng 
liſh Court, and ſo artifictalipſe2ved, as though that all the 
Wozld had ben pzeſent. Many dapes continued this ſumptu- 
ons Cher ze, aud accompanied with ſuch ÞPzincely T2yumphs,

The Cozonation of Sabra, which was Ropallp porfozmed 
within th2zx Poneths following, requires a golden Pen to 
Waite it, x tongue walt in the conſervatives of the Pules 
honey to declare it. Egypt was honoured with Trpumphs, 
and Gzaun Caire with Tilts awd Turnaments. Though 
eberp Town was pꝛocl te ed a ſolemn and Feaſttvall Dap, 
in the remembꝛancc of t cir new crotunedQuen; na Tradel⸗ 
man no Artificer was \«;ff+red to Mok that dap, but was 
charged upon pain ol death 5 hold it foz a dap of rr.

Then the valiant Chaiftang thirfting 
after revenge, ſpedily pur ſned ſhem , (paring neither young 
noz old, till the wapes were ffrowed with livelefſe bddies,like 
yeaps of ſcattered ſans: in which purſute aud honourable 
Eonquift, they burned two hundzed Fozts and Towns, bat- 
tering their Towers of Stone as levell with the ground, as 

Harveſt Keapersdo Fields of ripend Cozn: But the Soul- 
dan himſelf, wich many of his be ao d Donldiers eſca- 
ped alive, aus foztifted the City of Gau Belgor, being tye 
ſtrongeſt Townof Marre in all the kingdome of Perſia: be; 
we whoſe Wals we will les ve che Chziſftan Champions 
planting tyetr puiſſant Fozces, aud ſpeak of the danmavle 
pzattiſes of Oſmond withm e Town, where be accompliſht
